ADDRESS   BY   MAYOR   CURLEY. 

Mayor  CURLEY  then  delivered  his  address,  as 
follows: 
Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  Members  of  the 

School     Committee,     Most     Reverend     Bishop 

Wright,  and  Citizens  of  Boston. 

The  year  1948  upon  which  we  are  about  to 
embark  finds  a  bewildered  world  with  everyone 
fearful  as  to  the  possibility  of  war  with  Russia, 
and  with  communistic  groups  active  in  most  of  the 
European  countries.  These  communistic  groups 
were  equally  active  even  while  the  war  was  in 
progress,  and  since  the  close  of  the  war  have  been 
increasingly  active  in  our  own  country  in  the 
fostering  of  discord  through  strikes,  demands  for 
wage  increases,  and  shortening  of  the  hours  of 
labor  with  the  purpose  of  limiting  production, 
Stirling  industry,  and  creating  general  chaos. 

In  more  recent  months  it  lias  been  evident  in 
the  attacks  on  all  religions,  and  it  has  been  tolerated 
in  our  own  country  without  the  adoption  of 
measures  that  would  speedily  end  these  destructive 
tactics.  Abraham  Lincoln  once  said  "there 
never  was  a  good  war  or  a  bad  peace,"  and  it  is 
about  time  that  America  took  inspiration  from  the 
wisdom  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  served  notice  on 
Russia  that  we  are  prepared  to  take  immediate 
steps  to  have  enacted,  between  the  United  States 
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and  the  countries  who  Favor  a  democratic  Form  of 
rnmenti  a  program  of  eoo&omio  warfare  whioh 
would  maka  unnecessary   the  shedding  of  blood 
through  ■  shooting  war. 

Notice  served  upon  Premier  Stalin  and  his    

that  America  would  refuse  to  pro\  ide  an]  thint  th 
might  be  necessary  to  his  government  and  refuse 
to  trade  with  them,  regarding  them  as  outlaws, 
either  now  or  hereafter,  unle  ree  to  join  in 

the  program  for  permanent  world  peace  at  once, 
would  be  more  effective  than  anything  that  might 
be  done  by  the  United  Nations.  I  realize  that  the 
United  Nations  has  accomplished  much  despite 
the  constant  harriers  raised  by  the  forces  of  com- 
munism in  that  Body,  and  1  likewise  realize  that  a 
recourse  to  arms  and  the  shedding  of  blood  of 
innocent  people  as  a  means  of  settling  international 
differences  has  been  the  policy  for  thousands  of 

years,  hut  the  time  has  come  for  the  adoption  of  a 
more  sane  and  rational  policy  as  a  means  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  permanent  peace  in 
the  world.  The  lime  has  arrived  for  courageous 
and  decisive  action,  the  kind  of  action  upon  the 
part  of  America  that  made  possible  the  American 
Republic 

Here  in  Boston  the  tocsin  was  sounded  by  the 
courageous  handful  in  the  early  brave  days  when 
they  threw  down  the  gauntlet  to  the  then  most 
powerful  nation  in  the  world  and  carried  on  the 
war  for  a  period  of  eight  long  years  until  the  free- 
dom of  the  colonies  was  established  and  the  liberty 
of  the  individual  man  made  possible.  The  knowl- 
edge that  they  possessed  neither  army  nor  navy, 
and  that  to  conduct  the  war  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion was  only  possible  through  capture  of  the 
ships  of  the  enemy  on  the  sea  and  the  arms  of  the 
enemy  on  land  was  no  deterrent  to  these  early 
Americans.  Now,  surely,  at  a  time  when  the 
United  States  possesses  greater  power  than  all 
nations  of  the  world  combined,  in  the  air,  on  land, 
and  on  sea,  with  its  agencies  of  production,  wealth, 
and  food  supply,  it  is  about,  time  to  stop  the  policy 
of  attempting  to  appease  Russia  and  assert  our- 
selves, not  for  the  enslavement  of  any  people,  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  territories  of  any  nation,  but 
for  the  establishment  of  that  for  which  the  women 
and  men  of  the  world  have  prayed  from  the  begin- 
ning of  creation  —  permanent  peace  based  on 
social  and  economic  justice. 

The  accomplishment  of  this  great  objective  is 
possible  provided  we  possess  the  vision  and  courage 
displayed  by  the  brave  handful  in  the  early  days 
when  America  had  its  birth.  It  is  about  time  that 
the  truth,  which  is  now  whispered,  was  spoken  out 
loud,  namely,  that  World  War  I  and  World  War  II 
resulted  in  a  crepe  on  one  out  of  every  three  doors 
in  Russia.  These  families  had  given  a  son,  a 
husband,  or  a  father  to  the  God  of  War,  and, 
fearful  as  were  the  ravages  of  these  two  wars  upon 
the  people  of  Russia,  it  would  be  as  nothing  com- 
pared to  the  dreadful  specter  of  famine  as  a  result 
of  economic  warfare. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  every  thoughtful  individ- 
ual that  the  terrific  toll  upon  the  population  of 
Russia,  namely,  45,000,000  persons  killed,  or  a 
total  ten  times  greater  than  the  entire  population 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  as  a  consequence 
of  World  War  I,  the  revolution  succeeding  it, 
and  World  War  II,  would  cause  them  to  be  fearful 
of  the  menace  of  a  famine  more  dreadful  than 
bloody  warfare.  The  mere  announcement  of  our 
position  with  reference  to  economic  warfare  plus 
our  strength  and  power  should  be  sufficient  to 
compel  Premier  Stalin  and  his  cohorts  to  agree 
to  the  program  which  would  mean  peace  in  the 
world  and  security  for  the  people  of  his  own  country, 
while  failure  to  agree  would  unquestionably  result 
in  revolution  in  Russia,  and  those  responsible 
for  the  faiiure  to  agree  to  a  program  of  peace 
would  l>e  compelled  to  travel  down  the  bloody 
road  taken  by  Tamerlane,  Napoleon  Bonaparte, 
Caesar,  Kaiser  Wilhelm,  Hitler,  Mussolini,  and 
countless  others,  whom  Almighty  God,  in  His 
wisdom,  decreed  "had  gone  too  far." 

World  War  II  ended  in  1945,  and  its  end  was 
marked  by  sadness,  sorrow,  and  tears  in  countless 
homes  throughout  the  entire  world.  It  has  been 
further  marked  by  an  estoppel  of  an  orderly  pro- 
gram for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  all  the 
people  of  the  world.  The  diversion  of  industry, 
agriculture,  and  in  fact  every  activity,  to  the 
preparation  for  the  conduct  of  war  resulted  in  a 
complete  transformation  of  all  normal  activities, 
as  conducted  in  peace  times,  with  the  result  that 
tantially  every  community  in  the  world  is 
required  to  bear  a  burden  for  normal  peace  activ- 


ities in  a  period  of  a  few  years  that  might  be 
spread  over  seven  years  or  more. 

\\  bile  rejoicing  in  the  end  of  war  and  offering 
our  prayers  to  Almighty  God  that  it  has  ended,  a 
duty  still  remains  for  all  to  earnestly  pray  that  we 
may  be  spared  participation  in  another  war  because 
of  the  character  which  that  war  must  inevitably 
ial>e  on.  World  War  11  differed  from  any  previous 
war  in  tin'  world's  history,  in  that  it  was  not  a 
conflict  in  which  armies  alone  wen1  engaged.  It 
was  what  was  known  as  an  all-out  war,  in  which 
not  only  the  men  who  served  in  the  armies  and 
navies  were  I  he  victims,  but  entire  populations 
of  countries,  men,  women,  and  children,  were 
subjected  to  destruction  —  none,  wero  permitted 
in  BSOape  the  atrocities  and  ravages. 

The  closing  days  of  the  war  witnessed  the 
introduction  of  a  new  weapon,  more  deadly  and 
destructive  than  any  that  ever  had  been  pre- 
viously used,  a  weapon  that  destroyed  entire 
peoples  and  communities,  and  which  weapon,  in 
I  he  event  of  another  war,  might  be  more  generally 
used  and,  if  used,  result,  in  the  destruction  of  all 
I  hat  society  had  created  and  built  up  from  the 
beginning  of  time. 

Truly  this  must  not  happen  again,  and  in  my 
judgment  the  most  potent  agency  for  the  pre- 
vention of  another  war  is  the  sending  to  the 
throne  of  Almighty  God  and  His  Blessed  Mother 
on  high  a  prayer  for  peace  from  the  hearts  of  all 
right-thinking  people  in  the  world.  It  is  not  much 
to  offer,  and  we  can  all  do  our  part  in  this  particular. 

Almighty  God  in  His  mercy  and  generosity  has 
been  extremely  kind  to  us  as  a  municipality,  and 
for  this  we  should  give  expression  through  prayer 
of  our  thanks  in  that  we  have  been  spared  from 
serious  disasters  and  epidemics. 

The  problems  of  reconversion  and  reconstruction 
in  our  city  as  a  consequence  of  World  War  II, 
which  appeared  insurmountable  two  years  ago,  are 
gradually  being  overcome,  and  we  have  met  our 
every  obligation  in  such  manner  as  to  achieve  the 
highest  possible  rating  from  financial  agencies. 

The  suspension  of  essential  needs  in  substantially 
every  department  of  the  city  during  the  period  of 
the  war  made  necessary  the  expenditures  of  vast 
sums  of  money  of  which  the  present  and  future 
generations  will  be  beneficiaries. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  primary  func- 
tions of  a  city  are  the  care  of  its  sick,  the  prevention 
of  disease,  and  the  protection  of  lives  and  property 
from  the  ravages  of  conflagration,  without  entailing 
an  insurmountable  burden  which  must  be  borne  by 
home  owners  and  business  generally.  To  this  work 
we  have  dedicated  our  best  efforts,  and  the  results 
have  been  most  gratifying.  It  must  be  understood 
further  that  the  work  is  one  in  which  every  element 
of  the  community  should  share,  as  the  achievement 
of  a  proper  measure  of  success  is  beyond  the  power 
of  any  single  individual. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  tha£  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital, the  largest  single  hospital  unit  in  the  world,  is 
today  enjoying  the  highest  rating;  and  for  the  first 
time  in  a  long  period  of  years  the  same  rating, 
namely,  Grade  A,  has  been  accorded  the  institution 
for  the  poor  at  Long  Island  by  all  medical  au- 
thorities. 

The  Fire  Department,  which  was  in  a  complete 
state  of  demoralization  two  years  ago,  is  today 
equipped  with  apparatus  and  men,  making  that 
department  second  to  none  of  its  size  in  the  entire 
country. 

The  Public  Works  Department,  two  years  ago 
lacking  in  substantially  every  facility  required  to 
conduct  properly  this  department,  is  today  in  a 
position  to  cope  with  any  emergency  that  arises, 
and  this  is  substantially  true  of  every  department 
of  the  city. 

There  is  a  serious  question,  as  pointed  out  by 
certain  leaders  of  organized  labor,  as  to  the  advis- 
ability of  granting  further  increases  in  wages.  It 
must  be  apparent  to  everyone,  that  every  increase 
in  wages  means  a  further  increase  in  the  cost  of 
every  commodity  and  yet  the  vicious  circle  has  been 
allowed  to  grow,  until  today  it  has  become  a 
menace  to  the  future  of  every  individual  and 
particularly  the  little  man  who,  in  the  last  analysis, 
is  required  to  bear  almost  the  entire  burden. 

After  a  long  study  with  a  view  to  adjusting 
salaries  and  ending  the  rewarding  of  favorites,  it 
was  decided  to  make  a  permanent  part  of  the 
salaries  of  city  employees  the  emergency  $200 
granted  to  employees  of  the  city,  and  to  give  them 
$200  additional,  or  a  total  of  $400,  to  meet  the 
increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  The  "privileged 
groups"  immediately  demanded  more  than  this 
scale,  and  the  Legislature  acceded  to  their  request, 
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imposing  a  further  burden  upon  the  home  owners 
and  businessmen  through  an  increase  in  the  tax 
rate.  An  increase  in  the  tax  rate  is  reflected  by 
the  increase  in  the  rent  paid. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  every  intelligent  in- 
dividual that  every  increase  in  wages  is  reflected 
by  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  commodities,  so  that 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  individual  becomes 
less  and  the  granting  of  further  demands  simply 
adds  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  It  is 
about  time  to  end  this  system,  and  it  can  only  be 
ended  by  every  individual  taking  a  more  active 
part  in  legislation  that  directly  affects  his  living. 
It  must  be  understood  that  the  owners  of  real 
property  represent  but  a  small  portion  of  the 
population  as  contrasted  with  the  great  purchasing 
public  who,  in  the  last  analysis,  are  required  to 
bear  almost  the  entire  burden  of  increased  costs, 
but  which  they  seldom  realize  or  appreciate  they 
are  required  to  meet. 

Legislative  enactments  plus  referendum  votes 
adopted  by  the  people  on  important  financial 
measures,  with  no  consideration  given  as  to  where 
the  revenue  may  be  obtained  to  meet  the  obliga- 
tions entailed, resulted  in  an  increase  in  1947  of  seven 
and  one-half  million  dollars,  and  these  burdens 
carried  for  a  full  year  in  1948  may  represent  in  the 
vicinity  of  ten  million  dollars  additional.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  every  additional  million 
dollars  in  the  conduct  of  the  activities  of  the  city 
means  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  seventy  cents, 
so  that  we  are  confronted  with  an  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  of  seven  dollars  per  thousand  of  valuation, 
unless  revenue-producing  measures  are  enacted  by 
the  incoming  Legislature,  or  relief  is  accorded  the 
city  in  the  same  manner  enjoyed  by  municipalities 
in  other  portions  of  the  country,  all  of  whom  are 
confronted  with  a  like  condition. 

The  forty-eight-hour  law  for  firemen,  the  day- 
off-in-six  for  members  of  the  Police  Department, 
the  increased  wage  scale  for  teachers,  the  increase 
in  maximum  and  minimum  salaries  for  members 
of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  the  general 
increase  for  all  employees  of  the  city,  the  forty- 
hour  week  for  city  employees,  the  retirement  on 
pension  of  veterans  after  ten  years  of  service  with 
the  city,  the  increased  cost  of  commodities  of  every 
character,  and  the  rising  cost  of  welfare  and  edu- 
cation were  all  burdens  imposed  upon  the  city 
with  no  revenue-producing  legislation  to  provide 
for  the  added  costs  of  conducting  these  municipal 
activities.  It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  state  to  enact 
legislation  for  the  reimbursement  by  the  state  of 
a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  anticipated  requirements, 
essential  in  1948,  if  we  are  to  avoid  imposing  further 
burdens  upon  real  estate,  which  can  only  be  re- 
flected in  increased  rents  entailing  further  increases 
in  the  cost  of  living. 

I  realize  how  necessary  some  of  these  increases 
■were,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will 
enact  legislation  to  meet  the  obligations  imposed 
by  them  on  the  municipality. 

The  federal  government,  during  the  past  year, 
granted  a  refund  to  corporations  in  Massachusetts 
in  the  sum  of  $350,000,000,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  an  income  tax  paid  the  state  is  deductible  from 
federal  income  taxes,  it  would  appear  but  proper  to 
increase  corporate  taxes  from  the  present  5  1-2  per 
cent  to  10  per  cent.  This  additional  revenue  "would 
make  possible  the  distribution  by  the  state  to  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  of  some 
$33,000,000,  and  provided  it  was  distributed  on  a 
basis  of  valuation,  one-fourth  of  this  sum  would 
be  available  to  the  City  of  Boston.  A  tax  of  this 
character  is  far  preferable  to  a  sales  tax  and  would 
provide  the  money  necessary  to  meet  the  mount- 
ing costs  of  education  and  welfare,  and  make  un- 
necessary too  great  a  burden  upon  the  already 
heavy  one  borne  by  the  community. 

I  direct  attention  to  this  particular  measure 
as  one  that  will  provide  immediate  relief  to  all  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  yet 
I  recognize  the  power  of  the  forces  that  will  be 
arrayed  to  prevent  adoption  of  this  legislation. 
Consequently,  I  appeal  to  the  entire  people  of  the 
city  to  use  their  influence  with  their  regularly- 
elected  senators  and  representatives  to  the  State 
Legislature,  with  a  view  to  the  enactment  of  this 
legislation  and  further,  that  they  insist  that  pro- 
vision be  made,  in  the  event  of  added  burdens 
being  placed  upon  the  city,  that  ways  and  means  to 
meet  the  same  be  provided. 

An  analysis  recently  made  as  to  the  number  o 
persons  placed  at  work  in  the  city  service  between 
January  1,  1946,  and  December  29,  1947,  a  period 
of  twenty-four  months,  discloses  the  fact  that  legis- 
lative enactments  plus  referendum  votes  are  re- 


sponsible for  an  increase  of  nearly  2,000  in  the 
number  of  persons  employed  by  the  city,  while 
the  departments  directly  under  control  of  the 
Mayor  show  an  increase  in  appointments  of  but 
70  persons  during  this  same  period  of  time. 

The  adoption  of  the  forty-eight-hour  week  by 
referendum  vote  of  the  people  was  responsible  for 
an  increase  of  596  men  in  the  Fire  Department. 
The  forty-hour  week  authorized  by  the  Legisla- 
ture was  responsible  for  an  increase  of  437  em- 
ployees in  the  Hospital  Department.  Legis- 
lative enactment  providing  for  one  day  off  in  six 
for  members  of  the  Police  Department,  together 
with  the  restoration  of  quotas  depleted  during  the 
war,  was  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  275 
men.  Appointments  made  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, over  which  the  Mayor  has  no  control, 
unfortunately,  were  responsible  for  203  additional 
employees,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there 
are  several  thousand  less  pupils  than  there  were 
two  years  ago.  It  is  rather  hard  to  understand 
why  they  should  require  203  more  teachers  for 
some  3,000  less  pupils.  The  extension  of  Rapid 
Transit  facilities  in  East  Boston  has  made  neces- 
sary the  appointment  of  285  additional  men. 
Legislative  enactments  providing  for  an  increase 
in  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Old  Age  Assistance, 
and  Dependent  Aid,  have  resulted  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  41  additional  persons  to  administer  the 
aid  in  the  Welfare  Department. 

Legislation  making  provision  for  veterans  and 
their  dependents  has  made  necessary  the  appoint- 
ment of  27  additional  employees  in  the  Veterans' 
Bureau.  A  reduction  in  the  working  hours  of  the 
employees  of  the  Printing  Department  to  conform 
to  union  agreement,  made  necessary  the  appoint- 
ment of  10  additional  persons.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  second  retirement  system  for  city  em- 
ployees, authorized  by  the  Legislature,  made 
necessary  the  employment  of  7  additional  men. 
The  adoption  of  legislation  making  provision  for 
off-street  parking  facilities  made  necessary  the 
appointment  of  4  additional  men  in  the  Real 
Estate  Commission,  or  a  total  of  1,885  additional 
employees,  all  beyond  the  control  of  the  Mayor. 

In  the  departments  under  the  control  of  the 
Mayor,  a  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  Bureau 
of  Americanization  in  the  number  of  10  persons 
through  the  abolition  of  this  department  in  Janu- 
ary of  1946;  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
reduced  its  personnel  from  15  to  11;  the  Public 
Celebrations  Department,  from  4  to  3;  the  Payroll 
Allotment  Division,  from  18  to  16;  the  Veterans' 
Information  Center  was  abolished  and  the  services 
of  13  persons  dispensed  with;  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment has  25  less  employees  than  on  January  1, 
1946;  the  Auditing  Department,  1  less;  the  Board 
of  Recreation  was  abolished  with  the  services  of 
139  persons  dispensed  with;  the  Election  Depart- 
ment reduced  from  69  to  54,  15  less  employees. 
The  Electrical  Inspection  Division  of  the  Fire 
Department  reduced  its  personnel  from  34  to  32; 
the  Bridge  Service,  from  217  to  202;  the  Ferry 
Service  reduced  from  81  to  73;  the  Sanitary 
Service,  from  376  to  361 ;  the  Sewer  Service,  from 
255  to  215;  the  Registry  Department,  from  40  to 
34;  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department,  from  77  to 
72,  and  the  Treasury  Department,  from  37  to  34, 
so  that  the  number  of  city  employees  directly 
under  control  of  the  Mayor  shows  an  appreciable 
reduction,  and,  providing  we  had  not  been  required 
to  conform  to  either  referendum  vote  or  legislative 
enactments,  there  would  be  further  reductions 
rather  than  increases  in  personnel  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  city. 

I  have  instructed  department  heads  not  to  fill 
vacancies  that  occur  by  new  appointments,  but  to 
arrange  transfers  from  those  departments  within 
the  control  of  the  Mayor.  Despite  the  practice  of 
rigid  economy  in  those  departments  directly  under 
control  of  the  Mayor,  it  is  impossible  to  achieve 
the  desired  goals  without  the  aid  of  the  Legislature 
and  the  public. 

If  the  Legislature  will  cease  enacting  laws 
affecting  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth, increasing  their  burdens  without  making 
provision  for  reimbursement,  and  if  the  public  will 
develop  a  greater  degree  of  interest  in  their  own 
welfare  and  the  welfare  of  the  city  in  the  matter 
of  voting  on  referendums  making  provision  for 
increases  in  the  cost  of  conducting  the  activities 
of  the  city,  we  can  achieve  commendable  results. 

The  year  1948  gives  promise  of  being  the  greatest 
year,  with  the  exception  of  1922,  in  the  history  of 
the  city  in  the  matter  of  new  construction.  The 
estimated  total  value  of  proposed  construction  is 
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mi  axw  ■  oi  1240,000,000,  but,  unfortunately,  little

The  solution  of  our  traffic  problem  is  today 
n  ing  not  only  consideration,  but  direct  action, 
ami  a  housing  program  for  veterans  and  their  de- 
pendents is  being  rapidly  provided,  ami.  in  addi- 
tion, provision  has  been  made,  entailing  the 
expenditure  of  many  millions  of  dollars,  for  the 
construction  of  the  South  End  housing  development 
and  the  development  at  South  Boston,  which  repre- 
sented two  blights  upon  the  city  for  a  period  of  six 
years.  The  bh  sing!  that  Bow  from  a  happy  and 
contented  people,  when  attained,  augment  and 
dignify  the  spiritual  values  of  a  community,  so  that 
a  solution  of  the  housing  problem  becomes  in- 
creasingly vital. 

If  we  are  to  maintain  the  advantages  of  a  free 
oment,  the  primal  consideration  of  all  munici- 
palities must  first  be  the  family  unit.  The  future 
clamors  for  a  well-considered  and  coordinated 
program,  since  communal  decency  breeds  prosper- 
ous,  well-ordered  cities,  states,  and  nations.  To 
plan  our  future  solely  upon  economic  planning  is 
like  building  a  house  upon  shifting  sands,  since  the 
solidarity  of  our  governmental  structure  depends 
upon  the  reconstruction  of  moral  values.  The 
faith  of  our  fathers  is  with  us.  America  created  a 
nation — it  had  its  birth  in  Boston — and  in  the  last 
two  generations  made  possible  the  preservation  of 
the  freedom  of  the  world. 

As  members  of  the  city  government  of  Boston, 
we  jointly  face  the  future  with  that  courage  which 
has  ever  marked  American  citizenship.  We  have  a 
profound  appreciation  of  our  responsibilities,  and 
the  insurmountable  problems  confronting  us  in  the 
lessening  of  our  tax  burden,  as  well  as  the  problems 
of  economic  adjustments,  housing,  slum  clearance, 
and  the  care  of  the  sick  and  the  needy. 

In  accepting  public  office  we  are  required  to 
accept  the  responsibilities  which  that  public  office 
entails,  and  it  is  clearly  our  duty,  on  the  completion 
of  our  terms,  to  leave  behind  a  record  of  achieve- 
ments and  accomplishments  that  will  justify  the 
faith  which  the  public  has  reposed  in  us. 

I  requested  every  department  to  submit  a  report 
of  their  activities  for  the  year  1947.  Those  will 
be  compiled  within  the  coming  week  and  they  will 
be  most  illuminating  and  will  show,  contrary  to 
general  opinion,  that  most  of  the  smaller  depart- 
ments of  the  city  have  been  placed  on  a  self- 
sustaining  basis.  Certainly,  it  is  one  great  step 
forward  and  if  we  can  do  likewise  later  with  the 
county  departments,  we  will  have  accomplished 
something  which  will  justify  the  existence  of  the 
form  of  government  under  which  we  now  conduct 
our  business.     (Applause.)

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  advise  you  that  I  have  at 
hand  an  offer  from  the  Steam  and  Power  Equip- 
ment Company  of  Woburn,  Mass.,  of  S3, 500  for 
two  Scotch  type  marine  boilers  which  were  built 
tor  installation  on  the  fireboat  "John  P.  Dowd." 

These  boilers  were  contracted  for  by  the  city- 
prior  to  your  administration  at  a  cost  of  $18,750. 
The  fireboat  for  which  they  were  intended  was 
turned  over  to  the  Public  Works  Department  on 
January  10.  1947,  and,  I  believe,  disposed  of  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  so  that  this  boat 
is  no  longer  in  the  service  of  the  city. 

This  department  has  no  further  use  for  the 
boilers  and  inasmuch  as  they  were  built  under 
marine  boiler  specifications  their  use  as  stationary 
land  boilers  would  be  prohibited  under  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

Your  Honor  has  previously  requested  the  City 
Council  to  pass  an  older  for  the  sale  of  these 
boilers  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 
The  public  auction  was  held  December  3,  194G. 
There  were  no  bidders  as  the  City  Council  had 
established  an  upset  price  of  510,000  for  the  two 
boilers. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  offer  of  the 
Steam  and  Power  Equipment  Company  be 
accepted.  The  offer  is  contingent,  however,  upon 
the  boilers  being  approved  by  the  United  States 
Steamboat  Inspection  Service  after  the  applica- 
tion of  a  hydrostatic  test  and  also  by  the  State  of 
Connecticut  where  the  boilers  are  to  be  installed.

SOUTH   BAY   FILLING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  19,   1948. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — More  than  seventy  years  ago  it 
was  reported  by  a  committee  of  the  Legislature 
that  the  South  Bay  in  the  City  of  Boston  should 
be  filled  in  for  the  improvement  of  sanitary  con- 
ditions and  the  industrial  development  of  the 
city.  Since  that  time  this  proposition  has  been 
considered  and  reported  upon  by  at  least  fifteen 
or  twenty  commissions,  committees  and  other 
public  bodies,  all  in  favor  of  the  filling. 

In  1931  a  special  commission  submitted  a  report 
recommending  the  filling  of  the  Roxbury  Canal, 
South  Bay,  and  a  portion  of  Fort  Point  Channel 
northwest  of  Dorchester  avenue,  but  no  action 
was  taken  at  that  time. 

This  year  a  bill  has  been  filed  in  the  Legislature, 
based  on  the  recommendations  of  the  1931  com- 
mission, and  it  appears  that  after  more  than  half 
a  century  of  lethargy  there  is  a  possibility  of  some 
action. 

The  proposed  filling  assumes  a  considerable 
expense  for  the  construction  of  a  system  of  conduits 
to  dispose  of  storm  water  drainage,  street  con- 
struction, etc.,  the  cost  to  be  met  by  the  city  by 
loan  outside  the  debt  limit. 

Under  Joint  Rule  7B  of  the  Legislature  a  bill 
authorizing  borrowing  of  money  by  a  city  outside 
the  debt  limit  requires  the  approval  in  advance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

While  I  have  no  intention  of  committing  the 
City  Council,  or  myself,  to  the  details  of  the  bill 
as  filed,  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  some  action  along 
the  lines  proposed,  and  I  recommend  the  passage 
by  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  accompanying 
resolution  which  is  necessary  to  release  the  bill  to 
the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Legislature.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    SNOW    REMOVAL. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  20,  1948. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Section  3  (A)  of  the  Amended  City 
Charter  provides  that  until  a  regular  or  special 
appropriation  has  been  made  for  snow  removal 
expenditures  may  be  made  for  that  purpose  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  average  of  the  annual 
expenditures  for  snow  removal  in  the  five  preced- 
ing fiscal  years.  For  1948  this  average  amounts 
to  $624, 927.95. 

The  unusual  amount  and  the  large  number  of 
snow  storms  this  winter  has  required  expenditures 
which  practically  equal  the  above  authorization.

VOTING   MACHINE   REPAIRS.

Gentlemen, —  The  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners  advises  me  that  the 
Election  Commissioners  have  deposited  with  the 
City  Collector  a  check  for  $1,021.19  to  be  placed 
in  a  special  account  entitled  "Election  Department 
Suspense  Account." 

This  money  represents  insurance  reimbursement 
for  damage  done  by  fire  to  two  voting  machines 
on  April  11,  1947.  During  the  year  1947  there 
was  paid  from  the  Election  Department  budget 
the  expenses  that  were  incurred  in  crating  and 
shipping  these  two  voting  machines  to  Ohio, 
which  amounted  to  $159.  There  was  a  further 
expense  of  $30  for  the  trucking  of  these  machines 
after  they  had  been  overhauled  in  Ohio  and  were 
returned  to  Boston,  or  a  total  of  $189,  paid  in  1947. 


However,  the  voting  machine  company  has 
not  yet  been  paid  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  the 
overhauling  of  the  machines,  which  amount  to 
$807.87,  plus  a  freight  charge  incurred  by  said 
company  for  the  shipping  of  said  machines  from 
Canton  to  Boston,  a  charge  of  $24.32.

Gentlemen. —  In  compliance  with  section  3  of  the  Amended  City  Charter,  I  submit  herewith  my 
budget   recommendations  in  full  segregated  form  for  the  fiscal  year  1948. 

These  recommendations  cover  three  main  appropriation  divisions,  namely,  City  Maintenance, 
County  Maintenance,  and  Revenue  Departments  and  Accounts.  The  appropriations  recommended  for 
the  first  two  divisions  will  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the  tax  rate  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  while 
the  appropriations  for  the  last  division  will  be  met  from  the  income  received  by  the  several  Revenue 
Divisions  of  the  city. 

The  grand  total  of  the  recommendations  for  the  year  1948,  including  .$1,250,000,  the  amount  already 
appropriated  by  your  Honorable  Body  for  Snow  Removal,  is  $71,360,274.79.  This  amount  represents 
an  increase  of  56,240,711.89  over  the  total  of  similar  budget  recommendations  for  1947.  The  following 
table  indicates  in  comparative  form  the  appropriations  by  divisions  for  this  year  and  last:

The  following  detailed  explanations  are  offered  in  connection  with  the  three  groups  in  question. 

City  Maintenance. 

The  allowances  recommended  for  City  Maintenance  total  $63,358,705.64.  This  total  represents  a 
reduction  of  S8, 506, 807.09  in  the  estimates  as  originally  submitted  by  department  officials, 
and  is  $0,067,260.98  more  than  the  total  of  appropriation  recommendations  submitted  in  1947. 

An  analysis  of  this  increase  reveals  that  approximately  90  per  cent  is  centered  in  the  following  Budget 
Divisions:

The  increases  generally  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  are  necessary  because  of  referendum  of  the 
people,  or  legislative  enactments  by  their  duly  elected  representatives  in  the  General  Court,  and  are  listed 
as  follows: 

(1)  Forty-eight-hour  week  for  firemen. 

(2)  Day  off  in  six  for  policemen. 

(3)  Increase  in  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  for  members  of  the  Police  Department. 

(4)  The  subsequent  similar  increase  in  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  for  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  to  equalize  with  the  Police  Department. 

(5)  Increased  pension  costs. 

(6)  The  increased  cost  of  uniforms  and  personal  equipment  of  the  added  personnel  in  both  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments  due  to  the  adoption  of  the  48-hour  week  for  firemen  and  a  day  off  in  six 
for  policemen. 

The  increases  in  the  Hospital  Department,  Sanatorium  Division,  Long  Island  Hospital,  and  the  Child 
Welfare  Division,  are  due,  in  part,  to  the  establishment  of  the  40-hour  week,  which,  while  general  throughout 
the  city,  affects  these  departments  perhaps  more  than  any  other,  because  they  are  on  a  seven-day,  24-hour 
basis.  In  addition,  the  rise  in  cost  of  food,  fuel,  and  medical  supplies  and  equipment  adds  necessarily  to  the 
increases  in  appropriations  for  these  departments. 

The  increases  in  allotments  for  recipients  authorized  by  the  state,  and  the  rise  in  case  loads,  makes 
necessary  these  substantial  increases  in  the  appropriations  for  the  Public  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services 
Departments. 

An  appropriation  of  $1,250,000  for  Snow  Removal  has  already  been  approved  by  your  Honorable 
Body.  This  is  an  increase  of  $850,000  over  similar  appropriations  for  last  year.  We  are  all  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  snowstorms  of  the  present  winter  have  been  record-breaking,  and  whether  or  not  this  appropria- 
tion will  be  sufficient  is  not  easy  to  determine.  Usually  February,  from  past  experience,  is  a  high  snow 
month,  and,  if  this  February  lives  up  to  its  past  record,  it  is  possible  that  this  appropriation  may  have  to 
be  increased. 

The  balance  of  the  increase  for  City  Maintenance,  amounting  to  $498,474.77,  is  divided  among  the 
remaining  Budget  Divisions  of  the  city,  and  provides  for  step-rate  increases,  additional  employees  necessary 
because  of  the  40-hour  week  law,  and  the  rising  cost  for  Contractual  Services,  Supplies,  Equipment,  Materials, 
and  all  other  commodities  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  various  city  departments.

This  total  represents  a 
reduction  of  $501,260.67  in  the  estimates  as  originally  submitted  by  county  officials,  and  is  $109,170.65 
more  than  the  total  of  the  appropriations  submitted  in  1947.

The  increase  in  County  Maintenance  provides  for  current  step-rate  increases  authorized  under  the 
County  Compensation  and  Classification  Plan;  the  additional  amount  necessary  to  provide  for  statutory 
increases  granted  to  county  officials  and  employees  last  year  by  the  General  Court;  the  40-hour  week  law 
in  a  smaller  degree  than  the  city  departments;  and  the  rising  cost  for  Contractual  Services,  Supplies, 
Equipment,  Materials,  and  all  other  commodities  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  various  county 
departments  and  institutions.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  an  order  for 
the  transfer  of  approximately  2.61  acres  of  land 
within  the  Back  Bay  Fens  to  the  City  of  Boston  — 
George  Robert  White  Fund,  for  the  sum  of  $25,000. 


Accompanying  this  order  are  communications  from 
the  manager  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
relative  to  the  transfer  of  this  land,  under  authority 
of  chapter  542,  Acts  1947. 

The  trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
have  voted  to  establish  in  this  location  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  .$300,000  a  work  of  public  utility 
and  beauty  in  honor  of  the  Boston  men  and  women 
who  lost  their  lives  in  the  recent  World  War.  This 
project  on  its  completion  will  be  known  as  the 
"George  Robert  White  War  Memorial  Center." 
•  The  George  Robert  White  War  Memorial 
Center  will  cover  a  plot  of  ground  located  in  the 
Back  Bay  Fens,  surrounded  on  nearly  three  sides 
by  a  pond,  near  the  Rose  Garden  and  the  athletic 
field.  The  site  is  of  particular  advantage  in  that 
it  is  entirely  removed  from  commercial  areas, 
though  close  to  the  heart  of  the  city.  In  the 
background  the  Evans  Memorial  Wing  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  may  be  seen.  The  setting 
is  one  of  rich  dignity.  The  pond  will  reflect  the 
beauty  of  the  central  feature  of  the  war  memorial, 
much  in  the  manner  of  such  national  memorials  as 
the  Thomas  Jefferson  and  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
Memorials  in  Washington. 

The  focal  point  of  the  George  Robert  White  War 
Memorial  Center  will  include  a  bronze  victory 
figure  of  dignity  and  beauty,  which  is  placed  at 
the  base  of  a  stone  shaft  that  is  crowned  by  a 
glass-encased  eternal  light  shining  through  a 
cluster  of  48  bronze  stars  symbolic  of  the  United 
States.  Behind  the  victory  figure  and  shaft  is  a 
stone  exedra  or  shallow  arc  consisting  of  27  pilasters 
bearing  a  permanent  record  in  bronze  of  the 
individual  names  of  the  3,000  Boston  men  and 
women  being  memorialized.  The  central  feature 
will  include  a  rostrum  in  front  of  which  will  be  a 
podium  and  lectern.  Ample  space  for  the  accom- 
modation of  speakers,  musicians,  etc.,  will  be 
provided  for  on  this  rostrum.  The  whole  arrange- 
ment includes  practical  and  useful  facilities  for 
gatherings  of  a  patriotic  nature,  for  large  or  small 
audiences.  The  entire  area  surrounding  the 
central  figure  will  be  landscaped  and  planted  with 
the  choicest  varieties  of  shade  and  flowering  trees, 
evergreens  and  flowering  shrubs,  selected  for  their 
hardiness  in  this  locality.  Such  plantings  will 
include  flowering  dogwoods,  magnolias,  azaleas  in 
variety,  flowering  crab  apples  and  ground  cover 
material  in  profusion.  Leading  to  the  central 
point  will  be  walks  of  bluestone  slabs  culminating 
in  a  lawn  area  facing  the  figure.  In  many  recessed 
points  will  be  placed  benches  where  people  may 
sit  and  rest.  The  result  will  be  a  park-like  setting 
of  combined  beauty  and  usefulness  unsurpassed. 

The  George  Robert  White  War  Memorial  Center 
is  not  simply  a  monument — it  is  a  true  living  war 
memorial  of  a  permanent  nature,  serving  a  useful 
purpose  as  well  as  being  a  beautiful  tribute  that 
should  inspire  reverence  in  the  hearts  of  all  who 
gather  to  do  honor  to  a  large  group  of  noble  men 
and  women  who  were  until  recently  their  fellow 
citizens.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  return  to  you  herewith 
order  of  the  City  Council  dated  February  16,  1948, 
as  follows: 

"  Ordered,  That  all  division  captains  be  requested 
by  Police  Commissioner  Sullivan,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  instruct  all  uniformed  men 
in  the  various  station  houses  to  immediately  notify 
the  Street  Lighting  Service  of  the  city  relative  to 
all  gas  lamps  and  electric  lamps  which  are  observed 
to  be  not  operating." 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment make  specific  provision  relative  to  street 
lamps  as  follows  (Rule  24,  Section  19) : 

A  patrolman,  while  on  duty,  shall  note  "all 
street  lamps  out  of  repair  and  not  lighted  or  ex- 
tinguished at  the  proper  time;  and  shall  make 
report  thereof  without  delay  in  writing  to  his 
commanding  officer." 

When  an  officer  observes  a  defective  street  lamp, 
it  is  his  duty  to  notify  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
station,  who  in  turn  notifies  the  Gas  Company  or 
the  Electric  Company,  directly  or  through  the 
Bureau  of  Operations. 

On  October  30,  1943,  a  new  form  and  method 
of  reporting  street  light  outages  was  put  into  effect 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  each 
division  now  reports,  also,  on  postcard  forms  all  de- 
fective street  lamps,  which  postcards  are  forwarded 
daily  by  United  States  mail  to  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  division  commanders 
report  on  their  daily  reports  to  the  superintendent 
the  number  of  defective  lamps  reported  for  the 
24  hours  ending  8  a.  m. 


For  the  year  ending  November  30,  1947,  a  total 
of  4,658  defective  lamps  were  reported  by  the 
several  divisions,  which  indicates  that  there  is  no 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  police  in  observing 
and  reporting  defective  street  lamps.

upwards  the  salaries  of  the  low-paid  em- 
ployees   at    that   institution. 

In  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  city 
and  county  budget,  the  committee  fully  recog- 
nizes the  danger  of  a  tax  rate  increase  which 
may  send  this  year's  rate  well  over  the  S50 
mark. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee, however,  on  the  basis  of  the  extensive 
studies  it  has  made,  that  the  budget  cannot 
be  reduced  without  curtailing  or  eliminating 
necessary  municipal  services  which  the  people 
of   Boston   have  a  right   to   expect. 

During  the  weeks  it  had  the  budget  under 
consideration  the  committee  had  not  received 
one  suggestion  from  any  source  for  reducing 
any   item   in  the  budget. 

Although  civic  organizations  such  as  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau  were  aware  of  the  hearings 
and  were  privileged  to  send  representatives 
to  these  hearings,  none  of  them  took  the  op- 
portunity of  doing  so.  Nothing  was  heard 
from  any  of  the  organizations  which  previ- 
ously had  issued  general  statements  urging 
budget  reductions.  It  seemed  strange  to  the 
committee  that  organizations  which  profess  so 
great  an  interest  in  Boston's  municioal  af- 
fairs were  not  represented  at  the  hearings  on 
the  biggest  budget  in  the  city's  history,  but 
that  was   the  fact. 

The  department  heads,  accompanied  by  their 
fiscal  clerks,  appeared  at  the  hearings  on  their 
particular  budgets  and  each  item  in  the  bud- 
get was  thoroughly  explored.  Since  the  pub- 
lic hearings  were  completed,  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  has  held  several  Executive 
Sessions  which  were  open  to  the  press  and 
other  members  of  the  Council  in  order  that 
certain  matters  concerning  particular  budgets 
might  be  examined.  This  thorough  examina- 
tion of  the  Mayor's  budget  convinces  the  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  that  reductions  are 
impractical  because,  as  set  forth  in  the  Mayor's 
message,  the  main  reasons  for  the  increase 
are   as   follows: 

(1)     Forty-eight-hour   week  for  firemen. 
(3)     Day  off  in  six  for  policemen. 
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(3)  Increase  in  minimum  and  maximum 
salaries  for  the  members  of  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

(4)  The  subsequent  similar  increase  in 
minimum  and  maximum  salaries  for  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  to  equalize  with  the 
Police    Department. 

(5)  Increased  pension  cost. 

(6)  The  increased  cost  of  uniforms  and 
personal  equipment  of  the  added  personnel  in 
both  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  due  to 
the  adoption  of  the  48-hour  week  for  firemen, 
and   a  day   off   in   six  for   policemen. 

(7)  The  40-hour  week,  which,  while  gen- 
eral throughout  the  city,  affects  the  Hospital 
Department,  Sanatorium  Division  and  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  perhaps  more  than  any 
other  department  of  the  city  because  they  are 
on   a   seven-day,   twenty-four-hour   basis. 

(8)  The  increases  in  allotment  for  re- 
cipients authorized  by  the  state,  and  the  rise 
in  case  loads  in  the  Public  Welfare  and  Vet- 
erans'   Services    Department. 

(9)  The  increased  cost  of  snow  removal. 

(10)  Rising  cost  of  Contractual  Services, 
Supplies,  Equipment,  Materials,  and  all  other 
commodities  purchased  by  the  city.  Our  in- 
stitutions particularly  are  huge  users  of  food, 
clothing,  medicine  and  other  high-priced  sup- 
plies. 

The  largest  single  item  in  the  budget  is  for 
salaries  and  amounts  to  roughly  one  half  of 
the  entire  city  budget.  A  survey  of  this  item 
discloses  that,  with  the  exception  of  police- 
men and  firemen,  the  average  pay  of  the  city 
employee  is  approximately  $2,000  yearly.  The 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  states  that  $2,200- 
$2,500  yearly  salary  is  the  minimum  necessary 
to  support  a  family  of  three.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  bills  pending  in  the  Legislature 
requesting  up  to  20  per  cent  increase  in  salary 
for  state  employees.  The  Governor  has  al- 
ready recommended  a  cost  of  living  bonus  of 
$100  to  all  state  employees  with  an  additional 
increase  based  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
classification  survey  made  for  this  specific 
purpose  which  would  give  state  employees  up 
to  $800  over  the  next  few  years.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  consideration  will  have  to  be  fiven 
to  the  question  of  increases  in  salary  for  city 
employees.  It  seems  probable  that  this  item 
which,  as  stated  before,  amounts  to  50  per 
cent  of  the  entire  budget,  may  have  to  be 
increased. 

One  half  of  the  balance  of  the  budget,  or 
approximately  $14,300,000,  is  to  cover  the  cost 
of  general  welfare,  including  old  age  assist- 
ance, aid  to  dependent  children,  pensions  to 
employees  not  members  of  the  contributory 
retirement  systems,  and  payments  to  needy 
veterans. 

The  sum  of  $16,000,000  remaining  is  ac- 
counted   for    as    follows: 

Contractual    Services $6,500,000 

Equipment    1 ,300,000 

Supplies  4,100,000 

Materials   500,000 

Snow     Removal 1,250,000 

Special  Appropriations 2,350,000 

$16,000,000 

Of  the  $6,500,000  for  Contractual  Services 
the  sum  of  $4,500,000  is  for  so-called  fixed 
charges  and  is  expended  as  follows:  Contracts 
already  approved  for  removal  and  disposal  of 
waste;  street  lighting;  board  of  children  in 
foster  homes  and  institutions;  care  of  tuber- 
cular and  other  Boston  settled  cases  in  state 
infirmaries  and  sanatoria;  police  listing;  rental 
of  buildings  and  office  machines,  and  telephone 
service. 

Of  the  $1,300,000  for  equipment,  approxi- 
mately $900,000  is  expended  for  uniforms  for 
firemen  and  policemen;  clothing  for  children 
under  the  care  of  the  Child  Welfare  Depart- 
ment; and  clothing,  bedding,  kitchen  equip- 
ment and   medical  equipment  for  hospital   and 


institutions  departments;  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  library;  and  for  purchase  of 
fire   hose. 

Of  the  $4,100,000  for  supplies,  approximately 
$3,500,000  is  for  food,  fuel  and  medical  sup- 
plies for  the  hospital  and  institutions  depart- 
ments; and  gasoline  for  fire,  police  and  public 
works   automotive   equipment. 

$500,000  for  materials  is  mostly  for  the  pur- 
chase of  automobile  parts,  lumber,  etc.,  used 
by    the   departmental   forces   of    the   city. 

$1,250,000  for  snow  removal  has  already 
been  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  and  is 
not   part   of   this   report. 

Of  the  $2,350,000  for  special  appropriations, 
$550,000  has  been  allocated  for  repairs  in  the 
Hospital,  Sanatorium  and  Long  Island  Hos- 
pital; $325,000  for  street  and  sidewalk  repairs; 
$200,000  for  repairs  to  bridges;  $196,000  for 
repairs  to  Parkways,  Improvement  of  Play- 
grounds and  Rehabilitation  of  Franklin  Park 
Zoo.  Also  included  in  these  special  appropria- 
tions is  the  sum  of  $525,000  for  Contingent 
and  Reserve  funds,  $312,000  as  a  so-called 
downpayment  which  is  a  prerequisite  for  bor- 
rowing of  funds  for  construction  of  public 
ways    and    buildings. 

The  committee  believes  that  Mayor  Curley 
should  press  his  efforts  to  obtain  financial 
assistance  from  the  Commonwealth  in  order 
to  prevent  an  exorbitant  increase  in  this  year's 
tax    rate. 

In  some  instances,  it  appeared  to  the  com- 
mittee that  the  Mayor  pared  appropriations 
dangerously  low.  But  the  committee  recog- 
nized the  need  for  postponing  all  but  the  most 
essential  undertakings  in  view  of  the  threat- 
ened increase  of  seven  dollars  or  more  in  the 
tax   rate. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  the  committee 
unanimously  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
budget    as    submitted    by.  the    Mayor. 

President  HANNON  commended  Walter  D. 
Bryan,  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the 
Appropriations  Committee  for  the  dispatch 
with  which  they  accomplished  their  task. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted, 
and  the  question  came  on  -the  passage  of  the 
budget    as    recommended    by    the    committee.

Gentlemen, — I  arn  returning  herewith,  dis-

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  City  Coun- 
cil order  requesting  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
direct  the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  the 
Park  Commissioner,  the  Fire  Commissioner  and 
the  Real  Estate  Commissioners  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  clean  the  streets  and  alleys 
and  sidewalks  under  their  jurisdiction  and 
to  order  those  whose  responsibility  it  is  to 
clean   other  alleys   and   private   ways. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  unclean  condition 
of  the  city  streets  and  alleys,  particularly 
in  some  areas  where  the  accumulation  of 
garbage  and  rubbish  is  a  distinct  menace 
to   public   health. 

However,  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  prac- 
tical for  the  Fire  Department  to  attempt  to 
undertake  the  task  of  cleaning  streets  and 
alleys.  The  department  lacks  the  proper 
equipment  to  do  this  kind  of  work.  Also, 
present  limited  manpower  would  be  further 
reduced  by  taking  men  out  of  the  fire  stations 
thereby  reducing  our  working  personnel  to 
a   dangerously  low   level. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  matter  of  keeping 
the  streets  clean  is  properly  within  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment.

Sir, — In  answer  to  your  memorandum, 
with  enclosure,  City  Council  order,  dated 
March  S.  1948.  requesting  the  Park  Com- 
mission to  look  into  the  advisability  of  taking 
land  adjacent  to  Victory  road  for  playground 
purposes,  to  replace  the  Alsen  Playground 
which  was  taken  over  for  veterans'  housing, 
leaving  no  facilities  for  the  youth  of  the 
neighborhood,    I    wish    to    report    as    follows: 

The  Alsen  Playground  on  Victorj  road  was 
taken  over  as  a  temporary  veterans'  housing 
development  in  1946.  It  is  being  utilized  for 
such  nurposes,  except  the  small  area  on  the 
easterly  side  of  the  playground.  The  housing 
development  was  supposed  to  be  for  a  period 
of  approximately  five  years.  It  has  brought 
many  hundreds  of  additional  families,  with 
children,  to  the  district.  This  district  now 
is  probably  not  fully  covered  with  playground 
facilities.  ,  ,    .      .. 

The  nearest  all-purpose  playground  is  the 
Gibson  Playground  at  Dorchester  and  Geneva 
avenues,  which  is  four  tenths  of  a  mile  away. 
It  can  be  reached  only  by  crossing  two 
heavily  traveled  highways.  The  area  that 
could  be  developed  for  younger  children  is 
located  on  Everett  and  Elm  streets,  one 
quarter   of   a   mile    distant. 

There  is  an  area  on  the  opposite  side  ot 
Victory  road,  privately  owned,  and  containing 
about  three  acres,  that  has  possibilities  ot 
developing  into  a  medium-size  playground. 
Even  this  area  is  not  wide  enough  for  a 
regulation  ball  game.  The  land  would  have 
to  be  bought,  although  the  assessed  valuation 
is  low.  The  area  would  have  to  be  drained, 
filled,  graded,  surfaced  and  fenced.  To  do 
all  this  would  require  a  considerable  expendi- 
ture of  money  for  development.  Considering 
that  the  housing  development  on  the  present 
plavground  is  only  temporary,  the  condition 
of  the  finances  at  the  present  time  would 
make   it   warrant   serious   consideration. 

I  do  feel,  however,  that  consideration  should 
be  given  by  the  housing  development  of  the 
development  of  a  young  children's  playground 
within  its  present  leased  area  on  the  east- 
erly side  adjacent  to  Victory  road.  Any  ad- 
dition to  the  playground,  facilities  in  the 
district  on  adjacent  land  would  mean  tha„ 
when  the  temporary  housing  development  is 
abandoned,  the  city  would  have  two  fair- 
size  playgrounds  adjacent,  with  a  street  in 
between  them.

Dear  Sir, — In  1934  this  department  agreed 
with  Israel  Garmon  of  9  Lester  street,  Dor- 
chester, to  make  an  exchange  of  land  in  the 
rear  of  Mapes  street  for  the  purpose  of 
straightening  the  boundary  line  between  the 
Alsen  Playground,  Dorchester,  and  the  rear 
of   his    property. 

Under  the  agreement,  Mr.  Garmon  would 
deed  to  the  City  of  Boston  approximately 
12,772  square  feet,  and  the  city  would  deed  to 
Mr.  Garmon  11,236  square  feet.  The  parcels 
of  land  to  be  exchanged  are  adjacent,  are  of 
the  same  value  and  all  rear  land  with  no 
frontage  on   any  street. 

I  now  find  that  this  exchange  of  land  was 
never  consummated.  The  owner  of  record 
today  is  Edith  Garmon,  who  is  a  relative  of 
Mr.    Garmon. 

At  the  present  time  the  Alsen  Playground 
is  used  and  occupied  by  the  Housing  Authority 
for  temporary  houses  for  veterans.  Fences 
have  been  erected  by  the  Housing  Authority 
along  the  northerly  boundary  line  of  what 
everybody  thought  was  the  newly  established 
line.  Certain  other  structures  of  the  Au- 
thority may  be  on  land  within  the  area  of  the 
1934  exchange  that  was  not  finally  carried  out.

Dear  Sir, — I  desire  to  acknowledge  your 
memorandum,  with  attached  City  Council  _ 
order  requesting  the  Park  Commissioner  to 
advertise  for  bids  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Head  House  Pier,  the  same  to  be  paid  for 
out  of  income  of  the  George  F.  Parkman 
Fund. 

About  three  years  ago  we  received  bids  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  pier  to  replace  the 
present  pier  near  the  old  Head  House  at 
Marine  Park,  South  Boston.  The  lowest  bid 
received  was  in  the  amount  of  $176,128.  Due 
to  insufficient  funds  the  work  was  not  carried 
out.  With  today's  prices,  I  would  estimate 
the  cost  of  the  work  to  be  $250,000.  The 
present  pier  is  beyond  repair. 

At  the  present  time  the  George  F.  Parkman 
Fund  income  averages  about  $170,000.  We 
are  using  this  income  for  the  general  everyday 
maintenance  of  parks  and  playgrounds  that 
were  in  existence  in  1887.  In  other  words, 
this  income  is  now  used  for  the  payment  of 
wages  of  the  men  maintaining  such  proper- 
ties. In  order  to  use  the  Parkman  Fund  in- 
come for  the  maintenance  of,  or  the  con- 
struction of,  a  pier  at  Marine  Park  it  would 
be  necessary  to  find  other  moneys  to  finance 
the  payment  of  the  wages  of  Park  Depart- 
ment employees  working  on  parks  and  play- 
grounds.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  memorandum, 
with  attached  Council  order  of  March  29, 
I'.MS,  requesting  the  Park  Commissioner  to 
reopen  the  monkey  house  at  the  Franklin 
Park    Zoo,    I    wish    to    report   as   follows: 

The  old  frame  house  that  was  used  for  the 
monkeys  at  Franklin  Park  was  built  in  1912. 
At  that  time  it  was  constructed  as  a  tem- 
porary monkey  house.  It  survived  many 
years,  but  finally,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
government,  during  the  oil  shortage  of  the 
last  war,  did  not  approve  an  application  for 
fuel  oil  to  heat  the  building,  and  considering 
the  condition  of  the  house  and  the  few  mon- 
keys   there,    it    was    closed. 

After  36  years,  this  wooden  frame  struc- 
ture in  my  opinion  would  be  of  no  real  credit 
to  the  zoo  or  to  the  City  of  Boston  no  matter 
what  repairs  were  made  to  it.  I  say  this  par- 
ticularly, as  his  Honor  the  Mayor  mentioned, 
during  the  last  week,  that  he  was  going  to 
sponsor  the  construction  of  a  zoo,  with  new 
buildings,  to  be  paid  for  from  the  George 
Robert    White    Fund. 

On  the  over-all  picture  of  the  plan  for  the 
zoological  garden,  a  monkey  house  of  con- 
crete, brick,  and  stone  construction  is  con- 
templated on  the  northerly  side  of  the  Greet- 
ing, approximately  opposite  the  present  loca- 
tion  of   the  bandstand. 

A  monkey  house  in  any  zoological  garden 
should  be  of  fireproof,  verminproof,  and  in- 
destructible materials. 

The  present  monkey  house  at  the  zoo  is  in 
a  deplorable  condition.  It  has  been  partially 
wrecked,  apparently  by  vandals.  Even  when 
this  house  was  open  it  was  not  possible  to 
maintain  it  in  an  odorproof  and  verminproof 
condition  because  of  its  wooden  floors  and 
walls. 

I  feel  that  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  plan  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  have 
something  worth-while  erected  for  the  benefit 
of  the  zoological  garden,  as  he  has  tentatively 
outlined,  said  buildings  to  be  constructed  from 
the    George  „  Robert    White    Fund.

authorities  consider  it  sufficiently  hazardous 
to    install   traffic    signal    lights  .  .  .  ." 

The  Boston  Traffic  Commission  has  checked 
with  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  and  the  report 
showed  that  in  a  period  of  ten  years  there 
were  no  deaths  at  this  point  and  only  five 
accidents  in  ten  years  involving  personal  in- 
juries. 

Consequently,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Traffic 
Commission,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Legislature  proposed  the  laying  out  and 
construction  of  Back  street,  with  a  speed 
highway  extending  from  the  Shell  to  Soldiers' 
Field,  there  is  no  necessity  for  lights  there  at 
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the  present  time,  and  in  all  probability  there 
will  be  no  occasion  for  them  when  Back  street 
is    completed.

MEMORIAL   TO   WAR  DEAD. 
The   following   was   received:

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  forward  herewith  the 
report  compiled  by  the  Supervisor  of  Graves 
Registration,  Frank  T.  Pedonti,  the  same  con- 
stituting a  reply  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable   Body   on   March   1,    1948. 

The  replies  received,  as  you  will  note,  are 
in  favor  of  the  memorial  to  the  war  dead  of 
Boston,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  order  now  pending  before 
your    Body. 

I  beg  to  state,  in  addition,  that  my  at- 
tention has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that 
under  date  of  March  1,  1948,  an  article  ap- 
peared  in  the  newspapers   reading   as  follows: 

"Plans  for  a  $75,000  memorial  to  Harvard 
men  who  lost  their  lives  in  World  War  II 
were  drafted  yesterday  by  the  Harvard  War 
Memorial  Committee  headed  by  Senator 
Leverett    Saltonstall. 

"The  plans  call  for  the  inscription  of  the 
names  of  all  of  Harvard's  World  War  II 
dead    in    Memorial    Chapel." 

So  apparently  the  method  proposed  in  the 
order  pending  before  your  Body  is  in  con- 
formity with  the  accepted  form  of  memorial- 
izing the  memory  of  those  who  served  and 
died,    as'  is    being    adopted    elsewhere. 

I  further  desire  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  City  Council  to  data  that  has  been 
received  from  the  T.  F.  McGann  &  Sons 
Company  of  Somerville,  Mass.,  containing  a 
list  of  cities  and  towns  where  similar  memo- 
rials  have  been   erected.

•■With  a  view  to  dispelling  any  misunder- 
standing with  reference  to  the  subject  of  a 
war  memorial  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  com- 
memorate the  services  of  those  who  died  in 
World  War  II,  I  beg  to  direct  your  atten- 
tion  to  the  following  facts: 

-To  the  present  time,  no  suitable  me- 
morial other  than  the  temporary  one  on 
Boston  Common  to  commemorate  the  serv- 
ices of  those  who  died  in  World  War  11  is 
to  be  found  in  our  city.  To  the  men  who 
died  either  at  the  Cuban  Insurrection,  the 
Mexican  Insurrection,  the  Philippine  Insur- 
rection, the  Spanish-American  War  or  in 
World  War  I,  there  is  no  memorial  to  com- 
memorate the  services  of  those  who  died 
while     fighting     under     the     Flag      of      our 

°..n  'y'  We  have  a  duty  to  those  who  died 
in  World  War  II,  which  can  be  discharged 
at  the  present  time,  and,  unless  we  take 
advantage  of  it,  there  is  a  likelihood  that 
their  services  may  be  disregarded,  as  m  the 
case   of  those  who   died   in   other   wars. 

"The  George  Robert  White  Fund  at  the 
present  time  has  but  a  limited  amount  of 
monev  to  devote  to  any  particular  purpose, 
but  it  has  made  available  a  sufficient  sum 
to  provide  a  suitable,  proper,  and  worthy 
memorial  to  those  who  died  in  World  War 
II  A  site  has  been  selected  adjacent  to  the 
Rose  Garden  in  the  Fenway,  where  a 
gathering  of  seven  to  eight  thousand  per- 
sons can  be  accommodated  upon  memorial 
occasions,  and  where  the  relatives  of  those 
who  died  may  come  and  read  the  names  in 
enduring  bronze  in  peaceful  and  beautiiul 
surroundings,  where  opportunity  can  be 
afforded  for  prayer  and  proper  tribute  to 
those  men  and  women  who  sacrificed  their 
all  that  free  government  might  live.  A  war 
memorial  center  such  as  has  been  determined 
upon  should  serve  as  an  inspiration  to  a 
higher  order  of  patriotism  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  those  traditions  of  service  and  sacri- 
fice that  are  so  essential  to  the  continuance 
of   free   government   in   the   world. 

"Other  cities  and  towns,  not  only  in 
Massachusetts,  but  throughout  the  country, 
have  erected,  or  are  now  arranging  to  erect, 
war  memorials  similar  in  character  to  that 
planned  for  the  Boston  war  memorial  cen- 
ter. . 
"...  It  must  be  evident  to  every  thinking 
individual  that,  unless  we  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity,  we  are  following  the 
policy  that  has  been  adopted  since  the  close 
of  the  Civil  War  of  giving  only  lip  service 
to  those  who  died  that  free  government 
might  live.  It  is  clearly  our  duty  to  act 
favorably  upon  the  pending  measure,  and 
then  to  work  earnestly  and  unitedly  for  the 
tion    of   a    fitting  memorial,   such   as   has 


a  direct  appeal  to  everyone,  by  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  perpetuation  of  the  memory 
of   all   who  served  and  died   in   all   wars." 

'The  Boston  City  Council  under  date  of 
March  1.  1948,  adopted  an  order  which  read 
as    follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Registrar  of  Veterans' 
Graves  be  requested  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  circularize  the  families  of  Bos- 
ton's 3,200  World  War  II  dead  to  determine 
their  sentiments  in  regard  to  acceptance  or 
rejection  of  a  $300,000  memorial  in  the 
Fens."

on    the    enclosed    postal. 

In  the  event  you  do  not  desire  his  memory 
to  be  perpetuated  through  a  memorial  of  this 
character,  will  you  please  place  a  cross  beside 
the    word    "No"    on    the    enclosed    postal.

An    Ordinance    Concerning    Automatic    Amuse- 
ment  Devices. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Chapter   forty   of  the  Revised   Ordinances   of 
1947     is    hereby    amended    by    inserting    after 
section   one  hundred  and   one  the  following: 
Automatic   Amusement   Devices. 

Section  101A.  (1)  On  and  after  May  1, 
1948,  no  person  managing  or  controlling  any 
restaurant,  cafe,  tavern  or  other  eating  or 
drinking  establishment  or  any  inn,  hotel,  club 
or  public  lodging  house  or  any  store,  terminal, 
public  hall,  bowling  alley,  place  of  amusement 
or  other  place  to  which  members  of  the  pub- 
lic may  resort  shall  keep  or  offer  for  operation 
therein  or  allow  to  be  kept  or  offered  for 
operation  therein  any  automatic  amusement 
device,  unless  and  until  such  automatic  amuse- 
ment device  has  been  licensed  by  such  li- 
censing authority  as  the  mayor  shall  from 
time  to  time  appoint.  Such  authority  may, 
upon  written  application  and  upon  such  rea- 
sonable terms  and  conditions  as  the  mayor 
may  prescribe,  grant  a  license  for  any  or  all 
automatic  amusement  devices  and  may,  after 
written  notice  to  the  licensee  suspend  or, 
after  hearing,  revoke  the  same.  The  licensing 
authority  shall  act  upon  every  application  for 
a  license  under  this  section  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  filing  of  such  application,  shall 
not  deny  any  application  except  for  good 
cause   and   upon   the   denial   of  any   application 


shall  forthwith  endorse  thereon  the  reason  for 
such  denial.  No  license  shall  be  granted  under 
this  section  for  any  automatic  amusement  de- 
\  ice  unless  such  device  is  of  a  type  approved 
by  the  Director  of  Standards  and  Necessaries 
of  Life  under  section  283  of  chapter  94  of  the 
General  Laws.  No  license  shall  be  granted 
under  this  section  for  any  automatic  amuse- 
ment device  to  be  kept  or  offered  for  operation 
upon  premises  within  a  radius  of  three  hun- 
dred feet  of  a  church  or  a  school  except  after 
a  public  hearing  of  which  notice  shall  be 
given  by  the  licensing  authority,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  applicant,  to  the  minister,  priest, 
rabbi,  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  church, 
or  the  headmaster,  principal  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  the  school,  by  registered  mail 
sent  at  least  five  days  (Saturdays,  Sundays 
and    Holidays   excluded)    before   the   hearing. 

(2)  The  term  "Automatic  amusement  de- 
vice" as  used  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
as  meaning  any  mechanism  whereby,  upon 
the  deposit  therein  of  a  coin  or  token,  any 
apparatus  is  released  or  set  in  motion  or  put 
in  a  position  where  it  may  be  set  in  motion 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  music  or  other 
entertainment  or  for  the  purpose  of  playing 
any  game  involving,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
skill  of  the  player,  including,  but  not  exclu- 
sively, such  devices  as  are  commonly  known 
as  juke  boxes,  music  boxes,  phonographs,  pin- 
ball  machines  (including  free  play  pinball 
machines),  marble  games,  diggers,  grab  ma- 
chines, baseball  or  football  game  machines, 
bowlers,  roll-down  machines,  target  machines 
and    horse    racing    machines. 

(3)  Licenses  granted  under  this  section, 
unless  sooner  revoked,  shall  expire  on  December 
thirty-first  of  each  year.  Every  such  license 
shall  specify  the  street  and  number  of  the 
premises  where  the  automatic  amusement 
device  is  to  be  kept  or  offered  for  operation 
or  give  some  particular  description  of  such 
premises,  shall  name  the  person  managing 
or  controlling  such  premises,  shall  state  the 
type  of  the  automatic  amusement  device  to 
which  it  relates,  and  shall  protect  any  auto- 
matic amusement  device  of  the  same  type 
which  as  a  substitute  or  replacement  for  the 
automatic  amusement  device  licensed  may, 
during  the  term  of  the  license,  be  kept  or 
offered  for  operation  on  the  premises  specified 
while  managed  or  controlled  by  the  person 
named;  but  such  license  shall  under  no  circum- 
stances protect  an  automatic  amusement  device 
of  a  type  other  than  the  type  stated  in 
such  license:  and  such  license  shall  not  pro- 
tect the  automatic  amusement  device  if  in 
any  place  other  than  the  premises  from  time 
to  time  specified  in  such  license  or  if  such 
premises  be  managed  or  controlled  by  any  per- 
son other  than  the  person  from  time  to  time 
named  in  such  license.  No  such  license  shall 
specify  more  than  one  premise  at  one  time. 
Upon  written  application,  the  licensing 
authority  may  from  time  to  time  amend  any 
license  granted  under  this  section  by  changing 
the  premises  specified  or  by  changing  the 
person  named  as  managing  or  controlling 
the  premises  or  by  changing  both;  provided, 
however,  that  no  premises  within  a  radius 
of  three  hundred  feet  of  a  church  or  a 
school  shall  be  specified  by  amendment  except 
after  a  public  hearing  of  which  notice  shall 
have   been   given    as   hereinbefore   provided. 

(4)  The  annual  fee  for  a  license  under 
this  section  for  any  automatic  amusement 
device  other  than  a  pinball  machine  (including 
a  free  play  pinball  machine),  or  for  any 
renewal  thereof,  shall  be  twelve  dollars.  The 
annual  fee  for  such  a  license  for  a  pinball 
machine  (including  a  free  play  pinball 
machine) ,  or  for  any  renewal  thereof,  shall 
be  thirty  dollars.  The  fee  for  any  license 
issued  after  January  thirty-first  in  any  year 
shall  be  prorated  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  months  in  which  the  license  is  to  be  in 
force  compared  with  twelve  months.  The 
fee  for  every  change  of  premises  and  the 
fee  for  every  change  of  person  shall  be  two 
dollars. 
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(5)  Automatic  amusement  devices  licensed 
under  this  section  shall  be  so  installed  on 
the  _  premises  described  in  the  license  as  to 
be  in  open  view  at  all  times  while  in  opera- 
tion, and  shall  at  all  times  be  available  for 
inspection  by  the  mayor  and  the  police  com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston  or  their 
authorized  agents. 

(6)  No  person  keeping  or  offering  for 
operation  or  allowing  to  be  kept  or  offered 
for  operation  any  automatic  amusement 
device  licensed  under  this  section  shall  permit 
a  minor  to  operate  the  same;  nor  shall  he 
use  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose   of   gambling. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  section  or  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  of  the  General  Laws  by  any  person 
managing  or  controlling  any  premises  where 
an  automatic  amusement  device  licensed  under 
this  section  is  kept  or  offered  for  operation 
shall  be  cause  for  the  revocation  of  all 
licenses  for  automatic  amusement  devices  kept 
or  offered   for  operation   on   such   premises. 

(8)  The  mayor  may  make  rules  regulating 
the  use  and  operation  of  automatic  amuse- 
ment devices  licensed  under  this  section  and 
may  require,  from  tme  to  time,  the  furnishing 
of  reports  concerning  the  ownership  of  such 
devices^  or  any  interest  therein,  and  any 
other  information  which  he  may  deem  per- 
tinent concerning  such  devices  and  their  use 
and   operation. 

(9)  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  other  provisions  which  can  be 
given  effect  without  the  invalid  pi'ovisions, 
and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  section 
are    hereby    declared    to    be   severable.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  memorandum,  with 
enclosed  City  Council  order,  requesting  the  Park 
Commissioner  to  open  the  Copeland  Street  Play- 
ground with  proper  supervision  for  the  use  of  the 
school  children,  I  report  as  follows: 

The  Copeland  Street  Playground  in  Roxbury  is 
the  property  of  the  School  Department.  Under 
the  circumstances  it  might  be  well  to  have  it  re- 
ferred to  the  School  Committee.  At  the  present 
time,  under  the  budget,  no  funds  have  been  pro- 
vided to  operate  a  children's  recreation  program 
on  school  properties.  However,  when  the  summer 
program  of  the  Park  Department  starts,  after  the 
schools  have  been  closed,  we  would  consider 
providing  a  couple  of  playground  instructors  if 
it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee.

Elm  trees 
are  the  only  ones  that  should  be  planted,  as  most 
of  the  remaining  trees  are  elms.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  elms  are  subjected  to  the  dreaded 
Dutch  elm  disease.  Until  this  disease  is  under 
control,  the  planting  of  elm  trees  would  be  very 
unwise.  Nothing  was  listed,  when  the  budget 
was  submitted,  for  planting  more  trees  on  this 
boulevard.  The  street,  in  general,  is  well  taken 
care  of  with  ita  present  trees.

It  has  been  re- 
ported by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  work  would 
start  soon  and  would  be  completed  by  the  fall. 

The  balance  of  the  area  could  be  used  for  baseball 
or  gardens,  or  even  a  combination  of  both.  The 
balance  of  12  acres  would  provide  about  400  gar- 
den lots  which  is  the  approximate  number  of 
gardens  that  were  in  the  park  last  year.

"Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  notify 
all  abutters,  whether  required  by  law  to  do  so  or 
not,  before  issuance  of  any  permit  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  any  business  for  sale  of  secondhand 
articles,  including  automobiles     .     .     ." 

In  all  cases  where  application  is  made  for  a 
license  involving  the  use  of  premises  by  second- 
hand dealers,  public  lodging  houses,  pawnshops, 
junk  shops,  and  automobile  dealers  (Classes  1,  2, 
and  3) ,  it  is  necessary  that  applicant  for  said  license 
obtain  approval  of  the  Zoning  Division  of  the 
Building  Department  before  the  application  is  in- 
vestigated. For  many  years  the  stamp  of  ap- 
proval of  Zoning  Board  has  been  regarded  as  a 
prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  licenses.  After 
approval  of  Zoning  Board  and  a  thorough  investi- 
gation by  the  Police  Department,  licenses  are 
usually  granted  to  suitable  persons. 

The  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  secondhand  motor 
vehicles  is  specific  and  imposes  a  further  duty  on 
licensing  authorities  insofar  as  Class  3  licenses, 
known  as  "motor  vehicle  junk  licenses,"  are  con- 
cerned. 

General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  chapter  140,  section  59, 
as  amended,  provides  in  part,  as  follows: 

"Section   59.     .     .     .     Cities   and  towns   by 
ordinance  or  bylaw  may  regulate  the  situation 
of  the  premises  of  licenses  within  class  three  of 
section  fifty-eight,  and  all  licenses  and  permits 
issued   hereunder   to   persons   within  said  class 
three  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  ordi- 
nances and  bylaws  which  are  hereby  authorized 
to  be  made.     No  license  or  permit  shall  be  issued 
hereunder  to   a   person   within  said  class  three 
until  after  a  hearing,  of  which  seven  days'  notice 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  owners  of  property 
abutting  on  the  premises  where  such  license  or 
permit  is  proposed  to  be  exercised     .     .     ." 
It  would  appear  that  the  proposed    procedure 
would  be  in  violation  of  General  Laws   (Ter.  Ed.) 
chapter   140,   section   59,   as  amended,   since   the 
Legislature  has  specifically  set  forth  that  such  pro- 
cedure shall  apply  to  only  Class  3  licenses.

Gentlemen, —  On  April  14,  1948,  I  approved  the 
ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
April  12,  1948,  concerning  automatic  amusement 
devices  and  providing  in  part  that  "On  and  after 
May  1,  1948,  no  person  managing  or  controlling 
any  restaurant,  cafe,  tavern  or  other  eating  or 
drinking  establishment  or  any  inn,  hotel,  club  or 
public  lodging  house,  or  any  store,  terminal,  public 
hall,  bowling  alley,  place  of  amusement  or  other 
place  to  which  members  of  the  public  may  resort 
shall  keep  or  offer  for  operation  therein  or  allow 
to  be  kept  or  offered  for  operation  therein  any 
automatic  amusement  device,  unless  and  until 
such  automatic  amusement  device  has  been 
licensed  by  such  licensing  authority  as  the  mayor 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint." 

Between  April  14,  1948,  the  date  when  I  ap- 
proved the  ordinance,  and  tomorrow,  May  1,  1948, 
when  the  ordinance  becomes  operative,  there  have 
been  but  eleven  business  days.  This  has  proven 
much  too  short  a  time  for  the  members  of  the 
public  affected  by  the  ordinance  to  get  notice  of 
its  passage,  ascertain  its  exact  provisions,  deter- 
mine upon  a  suitable  course  of  action,  contact  the 
Director  of  Standards  and  Necessaries  of  Life,  and 
apply  for  and  obtain  licenses.  Eleven  days  has 
also  proven  wholly  inadequate  for  printing  and 
distributing  the  necessary  forms,  acting  upon 
applications,  and  issuing  licenses. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  the  immediate  passage 
of  the  accompanying  ordinance  changing  the  opera- 
tive date  of  the  ordinance  concerning  automatic 
amusement  devices  from  May  1,  1948,  to  June  1, 
1948.

DEPOSIT  OF  CERTAIN  MUNICIPAL  FUNDS 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen,— One  of  the  statutes  recently  en- 
acted.by  the  General  Court  and  approved  by  the 
Governor  is  St.  1948,  c.  143,  entitled  "An  Act 
Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  Make  Deposits  in 
National  Banks  or  Trust  Companies  in  the  City 
of  New  York."  The  full  text  of  this  Act  is  as 
follows: 

"Section  1.  Section  55  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General^  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  — 
For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  or 
interest  due  on  any  bonds,  note  or  other  obliga- 
tion of  the  city  of  Boston,  which  is  payable 
or  requested  to  bo  paid  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  the  city  of  Boston  may  keep  on  deposit  in 
any  national  bank  or  trust  company  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  provided,  that 
for  a  period  of  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
of  any  such  payment  or  payments,  said  amount 
may  be  increased  by  a  sum  or  sums  sufficient 
to  cover  the  same. 

"Section  2.  Said  chapter  44  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  55A, 
as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof ' 
the  following  section: —  Section  55A.  A  city 
or  town  officer  receiving  public  money  and 
lawfully  and  in  good  faith  and  in  the  exercise 
of  due  care  depositing  the  same  in  a  savings 
bank  or  trust  company  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  in  a  national  bank 
doing  business  in  the  commonwealth  or,  in  the 
case  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  fifty-five  in  a  national 
bank  or  trust  company  in  the  city  of  New  York 
shall  not  be  personally  liable  to  the  city  or 
town  for  any  loss  of  such  money  by  reason  of 
the  closing  up  cf  such  depository  for  the  liquida- 
tion of  its  affairs." 

Section  1  of  chapter  36  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1947  presently  provides  that  the  City  Treasurer 
may  deposit  any  portion  of  such  current  funds 
in  such  national  bank  or  banks  established  in 
Boston,  or  such  trust  company  or  companies 
organized  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  and 
doing  a  banking  business  in  Boston,  and  on  such 
conditions  and  rates  of  interest,  as  he  shall  deem 
best,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  amount  of  such  deposit 
in  any  bank  or  trust  company  shall  not  exceed 
00  per  cent  of  its  paid-up  capital. 

Submitted  herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the 
draft  of  an  ordinance  which  would  amend  section  1 
of  chapter  36  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
and  bring  it  into  conformity  with  St.  1948,  c.  143. 
The  immediate  adoption  of  the  ordinance  would 
enable  the  city  to  enjoy  forthwith  the  full  benefits 
of  the  new  legislation.

Section  1.  The  treasury  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall 
require  from  his  subordinates,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the 
safe  custody  of  the  money  and  other  property 
intrusted  to  them,  bonds  to  himself  as  obligee,  with 
sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  with  penal 
sums  as  follows,  namely,  from  the  cashier,  not 
less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  from  the 
tellers  and  paymasters,  not  less  than  ten  thousand 
dollars  each,  and  from  all  other  permanent  em- 
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ployees  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars;  shall 
receive,  receipt  for,  and  have  the  care  and  custody 
of,  the  current  funds  of  the  city  from  the  time 
the  same  shall  come  into  his  possession,  and  also 
of  all  money,  property,  and  securities  which  may 
come  into  his  possession  by  virtue  of  any  statute 
or  ordinance,  or  as  a  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or 
deposit;  may  deposit  any  portion  of  such  current 
funds  in  such  savings  banks  or  trust  companies 
organized  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  and 
doing  business  in  Boston  or  such  national  banks 
or  trust  company  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  on 
such  conditions  and  rates  of  interest,  as  he  shall 
deem  best,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
provided,  however,  that  no  such  deposit  shall  be 
made  except  in  conformity  with  law;  shall,  with 
the  mayor  and  city  auditor,  sign  all  bonds  and 
certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  city; 
shall  preserve  all  bids  for  loans,  and  papers  relating 
thereto;  and  shall,  if  elected,  serve  as  treasurer  of 
the  board  of  sinking  funds  commissioners.

Dear  Governor, — At  a  conference  with  the 
Budget  Commissioner  early  this  year  in  connec- 
tion with  budget  allowances  for  the  library  for 
1948,  there  was  removed  from  the  General  Repairs 
account  (B-39)  an  item  amounting  to  $30,000  for 
enlarging  the  space  available  to  the  Print  Depart- 
ment in  the  Central  Library  building,  and  a  second 
item  amounting  to  $9,000  needed  for  the  installa- 
tion of  two  new  staircases  from  the  main  floor  of 
the  Central  Library  building  to  the  stack  area 
immediately  beneath  in  connection  with  arranging 
public  space  on  the  main  floor  to  bring  about  a 
much-needed  improvement  in  service  to  the  public. 

The  Budget  Commissioner  believed  that  both 
of  these  items  were  of  a  special  nature  for  which 
provision  ought  not  to  be  made  in  the  ordinary 
budget  allowances  for  the  library  for  1948.  He 
therefore  removed  these  items  from  the  budget  in 
the  belief  that  funds  for  these  two  items  could  be 
made  available  at  a  later  date  from  the  Sales  of 
City  Property  account.

AMUSEMENT   DEVICES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  27,  1948. 
By  authority  of  paragraph  (8)  of  section  101A 
of  chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947, 
as  amended,  and  every  other  authority  me  hereunto 
enabling,  I,  in  my  capacity  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  do  hereby  make  the  following  rules  regu- 
lating the  use  and  operation  of  automatic  amuse- 
ment devices  licensed  under  said  section  101A: 

1.  The  licensing  authority  shall  be  the  Chief 
of  the  Licensing  Division  in  the  office  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston. 

2.  Nothing  in  a  license  granted  under  said 
section  101A  shall  in  any  way  be  construed  to 
license,  authorize,  or  permit  any  automatic 
amusement  device  which  is  illegal  or  unlawful  for 
any  reason  apart  from  said  section  101  A;  and  no 
such  license  shall  protect  any  automatic  amuse- 
ment device  unless  such  device  is  of  a  type  ap- 
proved by  the  Director  of  Standards  and 
Necessaries  of  Life  under  section  283  of  chapter  94 
of  the  General  Laws. 

3.  Every  license  granted  under  said  section 
101A  shall  be  kept  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  or 
near  the  automatic  amusement  device  which  it 
licenses  or  protects.

Since  the  appointment  of  election  officers  is 
regulated  by  statute,  the  Board  cannot  appoint 
two  shifts  of  officers  as  proposed.  At  the  November 
Election  two  additional  officers  will  be  employed  in 
each  precinct  from  6  p.  m.  until  such  time  as  the 
count  is  completed.  The  employment  of  these 
additional  officers  will  make  it  possible  to  count  the 
vote  on  two  tables  with  proper  representation  of 
parties  as  required  by  law. 

Effective  at  the  State  Primaries  in  September, 
the  compensation  of  election  officers  is  being  in- 
creased to  $15  for  wardens  and  clerks,  and  $13  for 
inspectors.  The  Board  anticipates  that  the  higher 
pay  will  attract  better  qualified  workers.  It  is  also 
planned  to  interview  all  election  officers  before  the 
appointments  are  made  this  year  so  that  the 
inefficient  may  be  eliminated.

RESCISSION  OF  TWO  LOAN  ORDERS  AND 
NEW   LOAN   ORDER   FOR   VETERANS' 
HOUSING. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
enclosed  order  rescinding  prior  orders  of  your  Body 
approved  by  the  Temporary  Mayor  on  August  6 
and  August  20,  1947.  Those  orders,  which  pur- 
port to  appropriate  the  total  sum  of  $10,000,000 
for  the  construction  of  veterans'  housing,  have 
been  objected  to  by  bond  counsel  in  that  they  do 
not  specifically  refer  to  section  6  of  chapter  372  of 
the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  and  therefore 
leave  in  doubt  the  question  whether  the  sums 
appropriated  are  to  be  devoted  to  permanent  or 
temporary  veterans'  housing.  In  place  of  the 
orders  just  referred  to,  I  recommend  the  passage 
of  a  second  enclosed  order  appropriating  the  sum 
of  $10,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
permanent  veterans'  housing.

A  brief  explanation  of  these  appropriations  is 
given  below. 

Assessing  Department — $5,000.  This  additional 
appropriation  is  to  be  expended  for  overtime  by 
regular  employees  This  overtime  is  necessary  in 
order  to  meet  the  advanced  tax  calendar  proposed 
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by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  and  for  the  extra 
Bcrvico  required  during  the  first  year's  operation 
of  the  newly  installed  punch  card  accounting 
system. 

Auditing  Department— 41,400.  The  bookkeep- 
ing machines  that  have  been  in  use  for  13  years 
uUI  be  replaced  \\itli  new  equipment  on  July  1, 
making  necessary  the  purchase  of  trays  ami  stands 
and  also  a  complete  set  of  now  forms. 

Election  Department — 527,000.  This  sum  is 
necessary  to  employ  additional  temporary  help  to 
provide  for  two  weeks'  vacation  in  the  summer  for 
the  regular  office  force  ami  the  extra  amount  of 
work  expected  if  Wallace  supporters  and  the 
supporters  of  the  petition  for  birth  control  file 
papers. 

Finance  Commission — SI  10,000.  The  Finance 
Commission  has  requested  an  additional  $10,000  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  175  of 
the  Acts  of  1948,  and  8100,000  for  administrative 
survey  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  201  of  the 
Acts  of  P.MS. 

Fire  Department—  S  17,700.  $8,000  of  this 
amount  is  required  to  modernize  four  85-foot  aerial 
ladder  trucks,  which  will  give  many  years  of 
efficient  service  at  a  fraction  of  the  cost,  of  new 
ones.  8S.500  is  required  for  repairs  to  old  North 
Ferry  slip  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  dock  and 
landing  pier  for  two  new  fireboats  and  to  dredge 
berth  adjacent  to  North  End  park,  with  a  view  to 
abandonment  of  fire  station  at  Northern  Avenue 
bridge.  817,200  is  required  to  complete  the  1947 
contract  for  uniforms,  which  amount  was  not 
carried  over  into  1948.  814,000  is  required  to 
supply  25  new  pumping  engines  with  liquid  foam 
for  use  on  oil,  gasoline,  and  airplane  fires,  and 
liquid  carbon  dioxide  for  transit  tanks  on  hose  cars. 

Hospital  Department— 8243,000.  $5,000  of  this 
sum  is  for  gas  for  the  new  South  Department 
kitchen  and  increased  use  of  Edison  AC  current 
on  newly  installed  X-ray  and  other  machines. 
820,000  to  purchase  bedding,  which  is  now  available 
in  larger  quantities  than  during  the  past  years. 
810,000  to  cover  cost  of  uniforms  for  employees 
not  previously  provided  and  the  increase  in  the 
amount  needed  for  patients'  body  garments. 
S190.000  for  food,  fuel,  medical  supplies,  laundry 
and  cleaning  items,  due  to  increased  prices.  $8,000 
to  purchase  emergency  lighting  units  required  by 
law.  S10.000  for  payment  of  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation. 

Sanatorium  Division— $75,000.  $50,000  is 
needed  because  of  filling  of  vacancies  in  the  labor 
groups  and  the  payment  of  overtime  to  nurses 
because  of  shortage.  $25,000  necessary  for  food 
because  of  increased  prices. 

Long  Island  Hospital — $20,000.  It  is  now 
possible  to  definitely  establish  a  school  to  train 
attendants,  and  this  amount  will  be  needed  for 
personnel.  It  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will 
alleviate  in  part  the  nursing  situation. 

Park  Department— $47,500.  836,500  is  needed 
to  hire  trucks  to  supplemant  departmental  equip- 
ment in  clearing  the  Common  and  other  parks, 
due  to  innumerable  celebrations  and  other  increased 
activities,  to  clean  beaches  more  frequently, 
reseeding  ball  fields  and  playgrounds,  and  a  more 
extended  program  for  control  of  the  Dutch  elm 
disease.  87,000  needed  for  fuel  because  of  increase 
in  price.  84,000  for  gasoline  because  of  extensive 
use  of  trucks  on  snow  removal. 

Police  Department — 815,000.  This  sum  is 
necessary  to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  an 
annuity  to  a  widow  of  a  member  of  the  Police 
Department  who  died  in  1937  as  a  result  of  injuries 
received  in  the  line  of  duty.  This  annuity  payment 
was  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  Mayor. 

Public  Works  Department,  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Service — $18,000.  The  Workmen's 
Compensation  Law  having  been  extended  to 
include  all  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk,  with  the  exception  of  the 
uniformed  forces  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, this  additional  sum  is  estimated  as  necessary 
to  properly  administer  the  law,  as  a  result  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  employees  brought 
within  its  scope.  It  is  intended  to  establish  a 
branch  within  the  Central  Office  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  handle  the  details  involved 
and  employ  the  additional  personnel  required, 
together  with  necessary  supplies  and  equipment. 

Suffolk  County  Court  House,  Custodian — 
$3,677.  This  sum  has  been  requested  by  the  Court 
House  Commission  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of 
cabinets  and  a  bookcase  for  the  Registry  of  Deeds; 
document  files  for  the  Superior  Civil  Court;  and 


rubber  mat  ling  for  entrances  to  Court  House  on  flic 
Pemberton  Square  and  Somerset  Street  sides  and 
in  the  main  corridors. 

Supreme  Judicial  Court— $4,720.66.  Under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  183  of  the  Acts  of  1948  the 
salaries  of  the  clerk  and  two  assistant  clerks  of  the 
Supremo  Judicial  Court  were  increased.  To 
provide  for  this  increase  from  May  I,  as  requested 
by  the  clerk,  will  require  $2,666.66.  An  additional 
$2,000  is  necessary  to  pay  a  bill  submitted  by  a 
master  appointed  by  the  court  and  $00  for  the 
purchase  of  a  court,  officer's  uniform  which  were 
not  included  in  the  budget  estimates. 

Registry  of  Deeds— $12,000.  $9,800  of  this  sum 
is  needed  to  provide  for  personnel  changes  made 
by  the  Register  in  the  interests  of  efficiency  since 
original  appropriations  were  made,  and  $2,200  for 
rebinding  books  which  should  be  kept  in  good 
condition  for  public  use. 

House  of  Correction— $60,000.  $25,000  of  this 
additional  sum  is  needed  for  food,  due  to  increase 
in  prices.  $35,000  for  fuel,  clue  to  severe  winter 
and  the  fact  that  this  appropriation  was  reduced 
with  the  understanding  that  the  proposed  change- 
over to  AC  would  save  fuel,  but  shortage  of  equip- 
ment has  delayed  the  changeover. 

Consideration  and  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  by  your  Honorable  Body  is  recommended.

FINANCE  COMMISSION  REPORT  RE  LOANS 

FOR   CONSTRUCTION   OF   BUILDINGS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission, 

May  13,  1948. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  recently 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  a  $4,315,000  loan 
order  for  the  construction  of  buildings  by  several 
departments  of  the  city.  The  proposed  buildings 
include  a  200-bed  hospital  for  chronic  patients 
at  Long  Island  at  an  estimated  cost  of  31,250,000; 
a  new  central  fire  headquarters  with  garage  and 
repair  shop,  and  with  a  fire  station  to  supplant 
the  existing  station  for  Engine  Company  23,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  81,500,000;  a  new  district  build- 
ing for  the  Welfare  Department  and  an  addition 
to  the  central  office  of  that  department,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  §650,000;  a  new  office  building, 
garage  and  repair  shop  for  the  Traffic  Commission 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  8500,000;  a  new  laundry 
building  for  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $160,000;  and  numerous  smaller 
projects. 

You  are  aware  of  the  present  financial  diffi- 
culties of  the  city.  Because  of  high  maintenance 
costs  a  tax  rate  above  $50  has  been  freely  predicted. 
How  much  higher  the  rate  is  likely  to  go  in  future 
years  as  the  result  of  the  constant  trend  toward 
higher  maintenance  costs  should  be  considered 
carefully.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  the  city 
that  maintenance  costs  have  increased  following 
replacements  of  old  and  construction  of  new  plants. 


Realizing  the  present  financial  situation  and 
the  fact  that  it  makes  difficult  the  attraction  of 
new  or  increased  business  which  is  the  city's 
lifeblood,  the  Finance  Commission  has  obtained 
legislative  authority  and  funds  to  conduct  an 
over-all  survey  of  city  administration.  That, 
survey  is  about  to  begin.  Its  purpose  is  to  reveal 
all  possible  opportunites  for  increasing  the  effective- 
ness and  reducing  the  eost  of  the  services  rendered 
by  the  city. 

The  Commission  is  confident  that  the  survey  will 
reveal  ways  in  which  existing  plant  facilities  may 
be  used  more  effectively  and  economically.  It  is 
also  confident  that  it  will  reveal  that  some  of  the 
proposed  building  projects  will  not  be  needed; 
that  some  of  them  should  be  abandoned  in  favor 
of  other  more  necessary,  efficient,  and  economical 
projects  resulting  from  consolidation  of  functions 
now  separately  and  uneconomically  performed 
by  more  than  one  department. 

The  survey  may  also  reveal  the  need  for  other 
and  different  projects  to  achieve  the  same  purposes 
intended  with  regard  to  the  projects  covered  by 
this  loan  order. 

The  Finance  Commission  is,  therefore,  strongly 
of  the  opinion  that  for  the  time  being  the  proposed 
program  of  construction  should  be  deferred  and 
that  the  loan  order  before  the  City  Council  should 
be  withdrawn  or  rejected.

TAIN  RETIRED   EMPLOYEES,

Gentlemen,— On  the  petition  of  the  City  of 
Boston  the  Legislature  lias  enaoted  chapter  301 
of  the  Acts  ni  1948,  a  oopy  of  which  I  transmit, 
which  authorizes  an  increase  of  $120  a  year  in 
the  annual  pensions  and  retirement  allowances  of 
retired  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk  receiving  less  than  $900  a  year, 
provided  that  the  amount  of  increase  shall  not 
bring  the  pension  to  more  than  $900. 

This  Act  affects  over  1,000  pensioners.  It  pro- 
vides for  a  flat  increase  rather  than  a  percentage 
increase,  on  the  theory  that  practically  all  of  the 
amount  of  those  pensions  in  the  low  brackets  is 
required  to  meet  the  bare  cost  of  food,  lodging, 
and  clothing,  and  that  basic  level,  or  more  properly 
subsistence  level,  should  be  raised  to  meet  to  some 
extent  the  present  increased  cost  of  living.  That 
level  was  set  24  years  ago,  at  my  instance,  in  the 
Boston  Retirement  System,  at  $480  a  year,  or 
$40  a  month.  The  present  budget  fixed  by  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  for  Old  Age  Assistance 
ranges  from  $50  to  $65  a  month,  and  the  Act 
limits  the  increase  to  those  pensioners  receiving 
less  than  $900  a  year,  or  $75  a  month. 

It  may  well  be  argued  that  those  receiving  an 
annual  pension  of  more  than  $900  a  year  are  also 
hard  hit  by  the  high  cost  of  living,  and  it  is  not 
necessary  to  dispute  that  assertion.  But  there 
must  be  a  limit  to  the  city's  bounty,  and,  no 
matter  how  sympathetic  one  may  be  with  the 
problems  of  the  pensioners  in  the  higher  brackets, 
it  is  evident  that,  after  the  level  of  $75  a  month 
is  reached,  a  smaller  and  smaller  percentage  of  the 
pension  is  required  to  meet  the  bare  cost  of  living. 

To  reiterate,  this  Act  is  designed  to  assist,  and 
does  assist,  over  1,000  pensioners  receiving  less 
than  $900  a  year,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $120,000 
a  year,  and  the  city's  financial  position  does  not 
warrant  the  expense  involved  in  an  increase  in  the 
higher  brackets. 

This  Act  requires  acceptance  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  and  it  is  my  intention  upon  its 
acceptance  to  put  the  increases  into  effect  as  of 
June  1,  1948. 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  the  imme- 
diate passage  of  the  accompanying  order  accepting 
the  Act.

Dear     Sir, — The     non-revenue     appropriation 
"Automatic   Traffic    Control    Signals   in    Various 


Sections  of  the  City,"  which  provides  the  funds 
for  the  installation  of  new  traffic  signals,  is  at 
present,  depleted. 

There  are  many  dangerous  intersections  through- 
out tho  city  where  the  high  accident  frequency 
makes  it  imperative,  in  our  opinion,  that  traffic 
signals  be  installed.  We  have  not  requested  funds 
previously  for  a  large-scale  program  because  of  the 
.scarcity  of  essential  materials,  particularly  steel. 
We  believe  that  it  is  urgently  necessary  to  im- 
mediately inaugurate  a  program  of  signalizing  a 
substantial  number  of  the  most  hazardous  loca- 
tions in  the  interest  of  public  safety. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  a  suitable  preliminary 
program  should  contemplate  signalizing  at  least  28 
locations.  Due  to  increased  equipment  and  ma- 
terial costs,  and  because  several  of  the  intersec- 
tions with  highest  accident  frequencies  are  in  the 
downtown  and  Back  Bay  areas  where  the  signals 
would  have  to  be  interconnected  by  cable  with 
existing  systems  with  resultant  increased  costs,  we 
estimate  the  average  cost  per  intersection  of  such 
a  group  at  $4,000. 

We  respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of  $1 12,000 
be  transferred  from  available  sources  to  the  appro- 
priation "Automatic  Control  Signals  in  Various 
Sections  of  the  City."

In  answer  to  your  memorandum,  with  enclosure, 
City  Council  order  requesting  the  Park  Commis- 
sioner to  alleviate  the  terrible  conditions  existing 
at  Garvey  Playground,  Neponset,  by  putting  in 
new  drainage  and  fill  so  that  the  residents  of 
Neponset  can  have  the  type  of  playground  that 
they  are  entitled  to,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  am 
making  arrangements  for  building  two  gate  man- 
holes at  this  playground.  One  of  the  gate  man- 
holes will  have  two  tide  gates  in  it  to  prevent 
the  tide  from  backing  up  and  flooding  the  lower 
playground.  The  other,  a  smaller  gate  manhole, 
will  have  a  tide  gate  in  it  to  prevent  the  tide  from 
flooding  the  upper  playground.  All  of  the  surface 
drainage  of  the  playground  runs  into  a  large  sur- 
face sewer  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Sewer 
Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

At  the  harbor  end  of  this  large  city  surface 
drain  is  a  tide  gate.  This  tide  gate  has  not  been 
consistently  functioning  properly  and  the  tide  has 
been  backing  up  and  eventually  flooding  the 
playground. 

The  installation  of  additional  tide  gates  in  man- 
holes on  the  playground  will  be  added  insurance 
against  flooding  the  playground  by  the  tide  backing 
up.  In  other  words,  all  of  the  tide  gates  should 
not  get  stuck  or  blocked  at  the  same  time. 

A  contract  agreement  will  be  signed  immediately 
as  soon  as  the  supplementary  budget  is  passed 
by  the  Council,  a8  the  funds  on  this  item  are 
exhausted. 

I  realize  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  raise  the 
height  of  the  lower  playground  so  it  would  be  above 
flood  tide  level.  It  would  mean  about  a  three- 
foot  depth  of  rilling  all  over  it.  On  top  of  this 
a  three-foot  depth  of  fill   would  require  six   (6) 


inches    of    loam.       It    would    cost    approximately 
$7.r),000   to    do    this    work,    at    present   prices.      I 
believe  consideration  should  be  given  to  opening 
up    the    lower-level    playground    as    a    free    dump 
for  clean   earth   fill.      In   a   period  of  a  few  years 
we  could  get  the  fill  at  no  cost  to  the  city.

SUPPLEMENTARY   APPROPRIATION 
ORDER. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

In  order  that  city  and  county  employees  receiv- 
ing less  than  $3,500  per  year,  who  represent  the 
greatest  number  of  employees,  may  receive  partial 
relief,  at  least,  to  offset  the  tremendous  increase 
in  the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  I  have  decided 
to  grant  to  all  these  employees  a  permanent 
increase  in  wages  or  salary  of  $300  per  year.  In 
this  connection,  therefore,  there  is  forwarded 
herewith  a  supplementary  appropriation  order  to 
provide  the  necessary  funds  for  this  increase  of 
$300  in  compensation  for  all  positions,  not  to 
exceed  $3,500  annually,  exclusive  of  the  uniformed 
forces  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  and 
those  the  compensation  of  which  is  fixed  by  statute. 
This  increase  is  to  be  effective  July  1,  1948,  and 
the  amounts  required  for  the  balance  of  the  year 
are  allocated  as  follows: 

City  Maintenance $1,316,680 

County  Maintenance 150,745 

Total $1,467,425 

Revenue  Departments 102,950 

Grand  total $1,570,375 


While  the  total  amount  necessary  to  grant,  this 
increase  is  $1,570,375,  the  sum  of  $102,950  for 
Revenue  Departments  will  be  offset  by  the  income 
received  by  these  departments,  making  a  not  total 
of  $1,467,425  to  be  provided  in  the  tax  levy. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  required  for  the  $300 
increase  mentioned  above,  there  is  included  under 
City  Maintenance  a  special  appropriation  of 
$17,000,  entitled  "Federal  Public  Health  Program." 
In  the  past  the  Health  Department  has  received  a 
Federal  grant-in-aid  through  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  for  general  health  work  on  a 
quarterly  basis  in  advance.  The  State  Comptroller 
has  ruled  that  effective  July  1,  1948,  all  advanced 
payments  will  be  made  on  a  reimbursement  basis. 
This  reimbursement  arrangement  makes  necessary 
an  appropriation  from  municipal  funds  because 
said  reimbursement  when  received  will  be  deposited 
in  the  general  fund.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  two  separate  loan  orders,  one 
for  $1,600,000,  and  the  other  for  $2,715,000,  for 
the  construction  of  buildings  by  several  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  in  substitution  for  the  single 
loan  order  of  $4,315,000  submitted  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  May  3,  1948.  This  substitution  and 
separation  is  made  after  a  conference  with  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  City  Council. 

The  order  for  $1,600,000  includes  $1,250,000  for 
a  hospital  building  at  Long  Island;  $100,000  for  a 
branch  library;  $35,000  for  an  incinerator  at  the 
Sanatorium,  and  $25,000  for  an  incinerator  at 
Long  Island.  All  of  these  projects  were  separated 
into  individual  orders  by  the  City  Council  and 
given  a  first  reading.  It  is  my  understanding  that 
these  separate  orders  will  now  be  rescinded  by  the 
City  Council.  In  addition  to  these  projects,  there 
is  also  included  in  this  loan  order  $160,000  for  a 
laundry  building  at  Long  Island,  and  $30,000  for  a 
neurological  building  at  the  City  Hospital. 
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The  other  order  for  $2,715,000  includes 
$1,500,000  for  a  garage  and  repair  shop  for  the 
lure  Department;  $650,000  for  a  branch  welfare 
building;  $500,000  for  a  garage  and  office  building 
for  the  Traffic  Department;  $35,000  for  a  con- 
venience station  on  the  Common,  and  $30,000  for 
a  golf  starter's  building  at  Franklin  Park.

SOUTH  BOSTON  AND  CATHEDRAL  SITES.

Whereas,  Said  $7,000,000  was  to  be  loaned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
as  Boston's  contribution,  under  the  so-called 
McCarthy  Act,  toward  the  total  costs  of  con- 
struction of  both  developments,  in  conjunction 
with  an  additional  sum  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Federal  Housing  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Building  costs  have  increased  since 
August,  1947,  to  such  an  extent  that  Boston's 
contribution  would  have  to  be  increased  by  several 
millions  of  dollars,  making  it  impossible  to  build 
both  projects  at  this  time  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
City  of  Boston,  under  the  law,  cannot  appropriate 
any  sum  in  excess  of  the  $7,000,000  for  such  a 
purpose;  and 

Whereas,  The  outlook  is  very  doubtful  for 
Federal  legislation  to  remedy  the  situation  in 
respect  to  construction  of  low-income  housing 
developments  in  the  coming  year;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  rather  than 
appropriate  up  to  $10,000,000  as  its  contribution, 
under  the  so-called  McCarthy  Act,  toward  the 
building  of  the  South  Boston  and  Cathedral 
housing  developments,  can  save  millions  of  dollars 
by  using  part  of  the  second  $10,000,000,  under 
chapter  372,  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended,  for  the 
purchase  of  the  South  Boston  site  at  a  cost  of 
$1,417,894  and  then,  in  turn,  sell  it  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  for  the  purpose  of  building 
the  South  Boston  site  under  chapter  200  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  for  furnishing  multiple  housing  units 
for  veterans  and  their  families;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Board  of  Housing  looks 
favorably  on  the  existing  plans  for  construction 
of  the  South  Boston  development  and  probably 
would  approve  a  reasonable  price  for  the  purchase 
of  the  land  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
from  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  late  1947, 
demanded  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  that 
plans  for  construction  of  the  South  Boston  and 
Cathedral  developments  be  rushed  so  that  con- 
struction of  both  projects  would  start  this  summer;

My  dear  Mr.  McDermott: 

I  am  glad  to  reply  to  your  letter  of  June  3  rela- 
tive to  the  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council, 
which  you  quoted,  concerning  surveys  by  the 
public  utility  corporations  regarding  ways  and 
means  of  preventing  manhole  explosions  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

In  order  to  minimize,  and  if  possible  to  prevent, 
accumulation  of  combustible  gases  in  its  man- 
holes, Boston  Edison  Company  in  1931  com- 
menced, with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany, a  continuous  cooperative  survey  of  the 
composition  of  the  atmospheres  in  our  manholes 
to  detect  the  presence  of  combustible  gases.  The 
survey  methods  were  planned  originally  with  the 
assistance  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines, 
concededly  the  best  informed  authority  on  this 
subject;  and  its  primary  object  was  to  locate  areas 
in  which  combustible  gases  were  found  in  man- 
holes. This  method  afforded  the  Gas  Company 
an  opportunity  to  remedy  situations  where  the 
presence  of  combustible  gases  were  the  result  of 
gas  leaks. 


The  results  showed  that  the  survey  provided  an 
effective  means  of  reducing  to  a  minimum  the 
number  of  Boston  Edison  manholes  containing 
combustible  gases  of  any  nature  and  therefore  re- 
duced the  potential  hazard  of  manhole  explosions 
in  which  such  gases  might  be  present.  This  sur- 
vey has  been  continued  without  interruption  from 
its  inception.  However,  during  the  past  winter, 
which  was  abnormally  severe  both  as  to  tempera- 
ture and  the  amount  of  snow,  it  appeared  that  an 
extensive  number  of  street  leaks  in  gas  pipes  were 
occurring.  Two  manhole  explosions  of  more  than 
ordinary  severity  were  experienced  during  this 
period.  Accordingly,  while  it  is  not  to  be  inferred 
that  illuminating  gas  is  present  in  the  case  of  all 
manhole  explosions,  it  was  considered  advisable,  in 
order  to  take  all  possible  precautions,  to  institute 
a  new  procedure  in  which  this  manhole  testing  pro- 
gram was  accelerated  to  the  point  where  the  test- 
ing crews  operated  continuously  throughout  the 
twenty-four  hours  and  for  seven  days  each  week. 
In  addition,  all  Boston  Edison  crews  who  had 
occasion  to  open  manholes  were  provided  with 
approved  gas-testing  equipment.  Tests  for  the 
presence  of  gas  were  made  each  time  before  a 
manhole  cover  was  lifted,  so  that  the  greatest 
possible  coverage  would  be  obtained. 

Most  important,  arrangements  were  made  with 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  to  advise 
our  distribution  despatchers  of  the  presence  of  all 
gas  leaks  in  the  streets.  Boston  Edison  Company 
gave  these  reports  the  same  precedence  that  was 
given  to  our  own  electrical  emergency  calls.  The 
locations  of  these  leaks  were  passed  by  short-wave 
radio  or  were  telephoned  at  once  to  one  of  the 
Boston  Edison  crews  who  were  equipped  for  gas 
testing,  and  they  investigated  all  Edison  manholes 
for  the  presence  of  combustible  gases  and,  where 
necessary,  the  manholes  of  other  utilities.  All 
manholes  found  to  contain  such  gas  were  then 
thoroughly  ventilated  until  found  free  of  gas. 
Manholes  in  these  areas  were  tested  at  successive 
periods  until  it  was  determined  that  no  further 
accumulation  of  gas  was  occurring. 

For  some  time  an  investigation  has  been  under 
way  by  Boston  Edison  Company  of  all  methods 
known  to  us  whereby  combustible  gas  mixtures  in 
manholes  could  be  eliminated.  In  this  connection 
we  consulted  other  electric  power  companies, 
which  have  a  similar  problem,  to  obtain  their  ex- 
perience and  to  determine  the  methods  they 
employ.  It  was  decided  that,  in  addition  to  fol- 
lowing all  street  gas  leaks  reported  by  the  Gas 
Company,  by  our  own  employees,  and  by  others, 
the  most  immediate  step  which  might  be  most 
effective  in  minimizing  possible  accumulation  of 
combustible  gases  in  manholes  was  to  increase 
natural  ventilation  of  the  manholes.  To  accom- 
plish this,  a  new  type  of  manhole  cover  was  de- 
veloped, approximately  40  per  cent  of  the  area  of 
which  is  open  to  the  atmosphere. 

The  exact  efficiency  of  this  type  of  cover  and  its 
ventilating  effect  is  not  yet  determined,  but,  in 
order  to  take  steps  promptly,  we  have  already  in- 
stalled over  100  of  these  covers  in  the  area  centering 
on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Summer  streets, 
and  orders  have  been  placed  for  an  additional 
quantity  which  will  be  installed  as  fast  as  received. 
We  are  now  conducting,  according  to  Bureau  of 
Mine  methods,  tests  of  this  manhole  cover  and 
certain  modifications  of  it,  including  the  use  of 
pipes,  in  order  to  increase  manhole  ventilation  to 
the  practical  maximum.  As  this  investigation 
proceeds,  other  proposed  methods  of  freeing  man- 
holes of  combustible  gases  are  scheduled  to  be 
tried. 

I  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  advise  you  of 
our  work  on  this  important  problem  and  to  assure 
you  of  our  desire  to  cooperate  fully  with  all  agencies 
which  are  concerned  with  it.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  June  3,  1948,  with

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Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  and  Boston  Con- 
bed  Gas  Company,  as  the  records  of  past 
experience  submitted  at  the  meeting  indicated 
tluit  no  survej  of  these  manholes  was  necessary. 
Representatives  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
expressed  a  willingness  to  cause  a  survej  to  I"' 
made  of  Edison  manholes.  From  the  date  of  that 
hearing  until  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  June  3, 
tliis  company  received  no  notice  that  the  city 
desired  a  sun  ey. 

I  am  accordingly  assuming  that  the  survey 
referred  to  in  your  letter  was  a  survey  of  Boston 
Edison  Company  manholes,  to  be  made  by  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  in  cooperation  with 
representatives  of  the  city,  and  that  no  further 
information  is  desired  from  this  company.

FINANCE   COMMITTEE   REPORT   RE 
STREET   CLEANING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  June  9,  1948. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

As  is  generally  appreciated,  the  heavy  accumu- 
lation of  snow  in  Boston  during  the  past  winter 
has  resulted  in  an  unusually  large  quantity  of 
work  by  the  various  agencies  whose  duty  it  is  to 
keep  the  public  ways  clean  and  in  repair.  In  some 
instances  city  officials  have  elected  to  let  out 
portions  of  this  work  to  private  contractors. 
The  cleaning  of  the  streets  is  one  of  these  instances. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  the  method 
adopted  for  this  work  has  been  unduly  costly. 
Moreover,  in  the  method  adopted  there  is  plain 
indication  that  advantage  was  taken  of  the  situa- 
tion to  increase  unwarrantedly  the  volume  of  city 
work  given  to  a  group  of  favored  contractors. 

The  Commission  desires  to  recite  the  facts 
because  they  constitute  an  illustration  of  the  poor 
management  in  administration  which,  in  great 
measure,  is  responsible  for  excessive  governmental 
costs  in  Boston.  This  particular  case  is  an  instance 
where  apparently  this  desire  to  give  city  work 
to  a  favored  group  of  contractors  has  cost  the 
city  at  least  $36,000  more  than  is  justifiable. 

The  combined  forces  of  the  Street  Cleaning 
Division  and  a  labor  force  from  the  Paving  Divi- 
sion have  been  regularly  used  in  the  past  to  per- 
form the  spring  cleanup  of  Boston's  streets.  This 
year,  because  the  Paving  Division,  allegedly,  was 
preoccupied  with  the  extraordinary  program  of 
post-winter  pavement  patching  and  therefore 
unavailable,  the  method  of  using  service  orders  to 
a  list  of  selected  contractors  to  do  the  work  was 
adopted. 

On  April  6,  1948,  service  orders  were  issued  to 
each  of  20  contractors  found  to  have  sufficient 
manpower  and  equipment  at  their  disposal  in 
the  amount  of  $500  each  for  five  8-hour  days  of 
work,  providing  for  the  following:  1  truck  at  $2.50 
per  hour,  1  foreman  at  $2.50  per  hour,  and  4 
laborers  at  $1.90  per  hour  (increased  to  $2.10 
per  hour  on  April  12,  1948,  to  conform  to  increased 
laborers'  wage  schedule). 


A  letter  from  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
to  the  Mayor  on  April  13,  1948,  secured  the 
latter's  approval  to  forego  advertising  for  proposals 
for  this  work.  Subsequently,  further  service  orders 
were  issued  to  these  contractors  but  the  legal 
requirement  that  contracts  amounting  to  $2,000 
or  over  must  be  in  writing  was  likewise  side- 
stepped by  keeping  the  total  service  orders  to  a 
given  contractor  below  $2  ,000. 

When  the  amount  of  money  involved  in  these 
orders  approached  $2,000  limit  in  each  case, 
several  more  letters  went  from  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  to  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  permission,  which  was  granted,  to  issue 
orders  to  another  group  of  named  contractors, 
30  in  number.  These  letters,  by  reference  to  the 
original  letter  from  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
to  the  Mayor  implied  that  the  second  group  of  30 
contractors  had  men  and  equipment  available 
for  the  purpose. 

The  Commission's  investigation  disclosed  that 
15  of  the  second  group  were  only  "straws"  for 
the  original  contractors.  In  some  cases  they  were 
members  of  the  organization  of  the  first  group 
of  contractors,  using  the  same  foreman  and  equip- 
ment, and  in  large  measure,  the  same  labor  force; 
in  other  cases,  the  same  trucks  and  in  part  the 
same  labor  force  used  by  the  original  contractor 
were  used  by  the  second.  In  brief,  in  the  case  of 
■  15  of  the  original  contractors,  this  second  step, 
viz.,  the  second  group  of  alleged  contractors, 
became  a  convenient  device  for  by-passing  the 
$2,000  limit  and  running  up  the  amount  to  any 
desired  figure  within  another  $2,000  limit  per 
contractor. 

Conclusion. 
The  city  could  have  effected  substantial  savings 
by  hiring  equipment  and  engaging  temporary 
laborers  while  using  city  foremen  for  supervision. 
It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  $36,000  might 
have  been  saved  on  the  probable  $100,000  expended 
on  this  work.  This  saving  is  based  on  the  difference 
between  the  $2.10  per  hour  rate  paid  to  laborers 
under  these  orders  and  a  $1.50  per  hour  rate, 
at  which  price  labor  could  be  easily  obtained  by 
the  city.  The  other  source  of  saving  would  be  the 
substitution  of  foremen  in  the  city  service  for  the 
foremen  being  paid  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  hour 
for  supervisory  work.

FINANCE   COMMISSION  REPORT   RE 
BUILDING   PROGRAM. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  June  23,  1948. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  Finance  Commission  deems  it  necessary  to 
repeat  and  to  emphasize  the  protest  made  by  the 
Commission  to  you  and  the  City  Council  on 
May  13  in  regard  to  your  program  of  new  building 
provided  for  in  loan  orders  now  before  the  City 
Council.  The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  adoption  of  these  authorizing  orders  at  the 
present  time  is  distinctly  not  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  city  and  the  taxpayers.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  is  not  in  keeping  with  your  announced 
purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  Finance  commis- 
sion in  the  current  administrative  survey. 

By  chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  which  was 
signed  by  Governor  Bradford  on  April  30,  1948, 
the  Finance  Commission  is  directed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture "forthwith  to  make  an  administrative  survey, 
analysis  and  appraisal  of  the  organization,  policies, 
procedures,  practices,  staff  requirements,  ex- 
penditures and  expenditure  requirements  of  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  each 
department,  bureau,  office,  service,  commission, 
committee,  board  and  other  agency  whose  ex- 
penditures are  paid  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  constructive 
purpose  of  revealing  all  possible  opportunities  for 
increasing  the  effectiveness  and  reducing  the  cost 
of  such  services  as  are  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  said  treasurer." 

Obviously  and  to  a  great  extent,  the  purpose  of 
this  act  of  the  Legislature  will  be  defeated  by  your 
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persistence  in  undertaking  these  expansions  of  the 
municipal  plant  at  this  time.  The  Commission 
has  no  nesitanoj  in  saying  even  now  that  the  resull 
ol  the  survey  will  be  :i  blueprint  of  administration 
which  will  require  less  municipal  plant  than  is  now 
maintained.  The  future  needs  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, for  instance,  can  be  bettor  visualized 
after  the  survey.  Recognised  experts  in  the  field 
of  tire  prevention  and  lire  department  administra- 
tion, and  organisation  like  the  National  Fire 
Prevention  Association  have  gone  on  record  in 
opposition  to  much  in  the  present  setup  and  prac- 
tices on  which  this  proposed  expansion  program  is 
based, 

The  sitinc  may  In-  said  in  regard  to  providing 
another  welfare  administration  unit  at  this  time. 
There  is  at  least  .■>  serious  question  as  to  whether 
the  present  physical  plant  of  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment is  unnecessarily  expanded.  A  possible  reuh 
of  the  survey  is  a  recommendation  for  reorganiza- 
tion and  contraction  of  that  department  insofar  as 
physical  plant  is  concerned. 

The  Traffic  Department  has  no  need  of  any  such 
expenditure  as  the  $500,000  proposed  for  a  new 
office  building  and  garage.  In  the  present  state 
of  the  city's  finances  no  more  than  a  repair  job  is 
warranted. 

The  Long  Island  projects  are  another  case  in 
point.  Obviously  some  additional  provision  will 
have  to  be  made  for  hospitalizing  chronic  patients. 
The  question  may  well  be  one  of  need  for  much 
greater  provision  than  the  200-bed  hospital  con- 
templated by  this  order.  If  the  survey  discloses 
such  need  it  will  prove  that  the  200-bed  project 
is  not  only  inadequate  to  fill  the  need,  but  that 
money  will  have  been  wasted  by  construction  of 
inadequate  facilities.  It  will  take  nearly  two 
years  to  make  the  proposed  hospital  ready  for 
occupancy.  In  the  light  of  possible  inadequacy 
and  money  loss  it  would  be  only  prudent  to  await 
the  completion  of  the  survey  in  this  field. 

Your  own  recent  experience  in  determination  of 
a  suitable  tax  rate  should  be  a  warning  to  you  and 
to  members  of  the  Council  that  the  time  has 
definitely  come  when  you  must  reduce  plant  and 
plant  maintenance,  and  reduce  pay  roll  loads  and 
bring  about  a  less  expensive  coordination  of  mu- 
nicipal activities  rather  than  pursue  the  course  of 
scattered  expansions  of  services,  plant,  and  pay 
roll.  The  tax  rate  for  1938  is  definitely  confisca- 
tory- in  view  of  the  fact  that  valuations  in  Boston 
are  relatively  high.

VETO   OF   ORDER   ACCEPTING   CHAPTER 
588,  ACTS  OF  1948. 
The   following   was   received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   June   30,    1948. 
To   the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature 
and  disapproved,  the  order  of  your  Honorable 
Body  accepting  chapter  588  of  the  Acts  of 
1948.  This  act  provides  for  an  increase  of 
$200  in  the  pension  or  retirement  allowance 
of  retired  employees  whose  pension  or  allow- 
ance is  less  than  $1,500  a  year. 

In  1946,  under  chapter  559,  the  city  in- 
creased the  pensions  and  allowances  of  those 
receiving  less  than  $720  a  year  by  20  per  cent 
at  approximately  a  cost  of  $65,000  a  year,  and 
this  year,  under  chapter  301,  those  receiving 
less  than  $900  a  year  have  been  increased 
$120  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $120,000.  Over 
1,000  retired  employees  were  benefited,  the 
annual    cost    being    $185,000. 

These  two  increases  were  established  by  me 
in  view  of  the  evident  fact  that  practically 
all  of  the  amount  of  those  pensions  in  the 
low  brackets  is  required  to  meet  the  basic  cost 
of  food,  lodging  and  clothing,  and  that  basic 
level  should  be  raised  to  meet  the  present 
cost  of  living. 

The  act,  chapter  588,  now  before  me,  en- 
tails a  further  increase  of  $200  a  year  to 
those  brackets  between  $900  and  $1,500  a 
year.  The  additional  annual  cost  of  those  pro- 
posed  increases   would   be    $327,000    a   year. 

It  may  well  be  argued  that  those  receiving 
an  annual  pension  of  more  than  $900  a  year 
are  also  hard  hit  by  the  high  cost  of  living. 
While  I  realize  that  pensioners  in  the  higher 
brackets  have  their  problems  there  must  be  a 
limit  to  the  city's  bounty,  and  it  is  my  opinion 
that  adding  an  annual  increase  in  pensions  of 
$327,000  a  year  over  the  $185,000  already  in- 
curred, making  a  total  of  over  half  a  million 
dollars,   exceeds   that   limit. 

Accordingly  I  am  impelled  to  veto  the  order.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  RE  DEPUTY 

CITY  AUDITOR.

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  concerning  the  Deputy  City 
Auditor  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June 
21,  1948. 

My  objections  thereto  are  that,  even  if  I  affixed 
my  signature  to  the  proposed  ordinance,  it  could 
not  as  a  matter  of  law  be  effective  because  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  passage  of 
the  proposed  ordinance  was  beyond  the  powers  of 
your  Honorable  Body.  A  copy  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  communication  to  me  regarding  the  mat- 
ter is  enclosed.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

You  have  transmitted  to  me  for  consideration  a 
proposed  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  June  21,  1948,  by  which  the  annual  salary  of 
the  Deputy  Auditor  would  be  fixed  at  $6,50(5,  of 
which  $6,200  would  be  for  his  services  as  Deputy 
City  Auditor  and  $300  for  his  services  as  Deputy 
County  Auditor. 

By  St.  1885,  c.  266,  s.  6,  the  executive  powers  of 
the  city  are  vested  "in  the  mayor,  to  be  exercised 
through  the  several  officers  and  boards  of  the  city 
in  their  respective  departments,  under  his  general 
supervision  and  control.  Such  officers  and  boards 
shall,  in  their  respective  departments,  make  all 
necessary  contracts  for  the  employment  of  labor, 
the  supply  of  materials,  and  the  construction, 
alteration,  and  repair  of  all  public  works  and 
buildings,  and  have  the  entire  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  all  public  works,  institutions, 
buildings  and  other  property,  and  the  direction 
and  control  of  all  the  executive  and  administrative 
business  of  said  city."  With  an  exception  not 
presently  pertinent,  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  5,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  St.  1936,  c.  152,  s.  1,  provides 
that  "the  organization,  powers  and  duties  of  the 
executive  departments  of  the  city  shall  remain  as 
constituted  at  the  time  when  this  section  takes 
effect;  but  the  mayor  and  city  council  at  any  time 
may  by  ordinance  reorganize,  consolidate  or  abolish, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  departments  whether  created 
on  or  before  or  subsequent  to  the  first  Monday  of 
February  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten, 
including  the  transit  department;  transfer  the 
duties,  powers  and  appropriations  of  one  depart- 
ment to  another  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  establish 
new  departments;  and  may  increase,  reduce,  es- 
tablish or  abolish  salaries  of  heads  of  departments, 
or  members  of  boards." 

"It  is  a  familiar  principle  of  statutory  interpre- 
tation that  express  mention  of  one  matter  excludes 
other  similar  matters  not  mentioned."  Spence, 
Bryson,  Inc.  ».  China  Products  Co.,  308  Mass. 
81,  88.  The  express  grant  of  power  to  make 
ordinances  relating  to  the  salaries  of  heads  of 
departments  or  members  of  boards  thus  negates 
the  existence  of  power  to  make  ordinances  relative 
to  the  salaries  of  persons  subordinate  to  those 
boards  and  heads  of  departments.  This  conclu- 
sion  is   consistent   with,    and    confirmed   by,    the 


provisions  whereby  the  several  officers  and  boards 
of  the  city  are,  in  their  respective  departments, 
vested  with  the  power  to  employ  subordinates. 
The  term  "employ"  implies  "service  rendered  or 
to  be  rendered  for  compensation."  Bingham  ». 
Scott,  177  Mass.  208,  211.  In  other  words,  the 
power  of  the  several  boards  and  officers  to  employ 
includes  the  power  to  fix  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion of  the  persons  they  respectively  employ. 

I  realize  that  section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1947  does  definitively  fix  the 
salary  of  some  subordinates.  So  far  as  I  am  aware, 
however,  each  such  situation  is  covered  by  a 
special  statutory  provision.  For  example,  the  last 
paragraph  of  that  section  is  explicitly  authorized 
by  the  provision  in  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  1,  to  the 
effect  that  "the  city  council  may,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish such  offices,  other  than  that  of  city  clerk,  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its 
affairs  and  at  such  salaries  as  it  may  determine, 
and  abolish  such  offices  or  alter  such  salaries." 
Another  illustration  of  this  type  of  special  statu- 
tory provision  is  to  be  found  in  Sp.  St.  1918,  c.  93 , 
s.  4,  as  amended  by  St.  1920,  c.  96,  under  which 
"each  assistant  assessor  shall  receive  annually 
such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  mayor  and  city 
council  by  ordinance  as  compensation  for  such 
services  as  the  board  of  assessors  may  prescribe." 

The  various  matters  hereinbefore  considered 
lead,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  inescapable  conclusion 
that  the  passage  of  the  proposed  ordinance  was 
beyond  the  power  of  the  City  Council.  Accord- 
ingly, I  am  constrained  to  recommend  that  you 
veto  the  proposed  ordinance.

This  will  acknowledge  your  communication 
of  July  8,  together  with  City  Council  order  dated 
July  6,  1948,  requesting  the  Health  Commissioner 
to  investigate  the  possibility  of  adopting  a  mos- 
quito control  program  in  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  health  of  its 
citizens. 

Please  be  advised  that  the  Health  Commissioner 
during  the  summer  of  1947  made  a  survey  of  the 
mosquito  pest  control  problem  in  Boston.  In 
the  budget  for  1948,  provisions  were  made  in  the 
amount  of  $2,000  for  the  expense  of  operating 
an  air-borne  spray  program  during  the  mos- 
quito-breeding season  of  1948.  A  survey  of  the 
mosquito-breeding  problem  during  the  present 
season  is  already  under  way. 

During  the  month  of  May,  the  larvae  count 
was  made  in  various  swampy  areas  in  West  Rox- 
bury  in  cooperation  with  the  Reclamation  Board 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  it  was  found 
desirable  to  spray  approximately  500  acres  of  land 
in  West  Roxbury.  This  spraying  was  accomplished 
several  weeks  ago  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
act  as  a  larvicide  and  prevent  the  development 
of  flight  mosquitoes. 
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At  the  present  time,  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  air-borne-apray  certain  sections  of  Boston, 
within  the  next  ten  days,  weather  conditions 
permitting.  Consideration  has  also  been  given 
to  spraying  :i  certain  arcs  along  the  Charles 
River,  whii'h  is  not  under  the  control  of  the. 
Metropolitan  Distriol  Commission,  in  order  to 
kill  the  tli^lit  mosquito.  Certain  marshy  lands 
in  East   Boston  will  also  bo  sprayed. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  work  which  is  to  be  done 
tins  \ear  w  ill  do  much  to  alleviate  the  mosquito 
nuisance.

TERMINATION    OF    LEASE    ON    NORTH 
FERRY  PROPERTY.

Body  on  September  23,  1946,  said  premises  were 
leased  to  the  United  States  Government  for  naval 
purposes  for  a  term  beginning  July  1,  1946,  and 
ending  June  30,  1947,  with  an  option  of  renewal 
annually  thereafter  to  June  30,  1951.  The  lease 
also  contained  a  clause  requiring  the  government 
upon  the  termination  of  the  lease,  to  restore  the 
leased  premises  to  the  same  condition  as  that  ex- 
isting at  the  time  the  government  entered.  The 
renewal  option  was  exercised  only  once,  so  that 
the  lease  terminated  June  30,  1948. 

While  the  government  was  in  possession  of  the 
leased  premises,  it  erected  thereon  a  700-footfence, 
a  pier,  coal  bins  and  six  complete  buildings,  to  all 
of  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  govern- 
ment retained  title.  In  lieu  of  restoration,  the 
government  has  offered  to  transfer  these  improve- 
ments to  the  city  provided  that  the  city  erect  a 
300-foot  continuation  of  the  fence.

That  communication  and  the  order 
accompanying  it  were  referred  to  your  Committee 
on  Public  Lands,  but  no  other  action  was  taken 
by  your  Honorable  Body  with  regard  to  the  matter 
because  the  facilities  proposed  for  the  recreation 
area  to  be  constructed  near  Porter  street  did  not 
include  a  much-needed  stadium. 

St.  1946,  c.  516,  the  act  under  which  the  recrea- 
tion areas  were  to  be  constructed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works,  has  been  amended 
by  St.  1948,  c.  652.  Under  the  amendment,  the 
Commonwealth  still  makes  available  only 
$1,300,000  of  its  funds,  but  the  recreation  areas 
are  to  be  constructed  upon  such  lands  and  with 
such  structures  and  facilities  for  recreation  as  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  city 
may  agree  upon  without  reference  to  the  report 
filed  by  the  State  Planning  Board  under  Res.  1945, 
c.  47;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  "The  struc- 
tures and  facilities  of  the  recreation  area  near 
Porter  street  shall  include  a  stadium  having  a 
seating  capacity  of  not  less  than  seven  thousand 
persons  and  costing  not  more  than  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  if,  but  only  if,  the  city  council 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  of  said  city  and  after  two  separate 
readings  and  by  two  separate  votes  of  two  thirds 
of  all  its  members,  the  second  of  said  readings  and 
votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after 
trie  first,  authorizes  the  execution  of  an  agreement 
whereby  said  city  undertakes  to  pay  the  common- 
wealth, at  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  lands  pro- 
vided for  by  said  section  three,  the  amount  by 
which  the  cost  of  the  stadium  shall  have  caused 
the  aggregate  cost  of  the  construction  of  both  of 
said  recreation  areas  to  exceed  the  aforesaid  sum 
of  one  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars." 

While  it  had  been  hoped  that  the  Legislature 
would  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  enable  the 
Commonwealth  to  build  the  much-needed  stadium, 
the  enactment  of  St.  1948,  e.  652,  makes  it  plain 
that  if  a  stadium  is  to  be  built,  the  City  of  Boston 
must  pay  for  it  but  under  a  somewhat  attractive 
financial  program.  No  payment  will  have  to  be 
made  for  the  stadium  until  both  recreation  areas 
are  ready  for  use,  and  the  payment  can  then  be 
made  out  of  borrowed  funds  to  be  repaid  over  a 
ten-year  period.  Furthermore,  if  the  construc- 
tion of  the  two  recreation  areas  (exclusive  of  the 
stadium)  do  not  cost  the  state  the  full  sum  of 
$1,300,000,  the  act  requires  the  state  to  apply 
the  balance  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  stadium  to 
the  city. 

It  is  estimated  that  a  stadium  having  a  seating 
capacity  of  7,000  persons  will  cost  about  $200,000. 
Submitted  herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the 
draft  of  an  order  which,  if  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  in  substitution  for  the  order 
accompanying  the  communication  received  by 
your  Honorable  Body  from  Temporary  Mayor 
John  B.  Hynes  on  August  18,  1947,  will  enable  the 
immediate  execution  of  the  agreements  necessarily 
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antecedent    to    tho    construction    of    tho    two 

recreation  areas  and  such  a  stadium.

Whereas,  Portion  3  of  chapter  383  of  tho  Acts 
of  1945  (entitled  "An  Act  Directing  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  to  Make  Provision  for  the 
Continued  Development  of  tho  General  Edward 
Lawrence  Logan  Airport  at  East  Boston")  pro- 
\  ides: 

"If  the  use  of  any  lands  owned  by  the  city  of 
Boston  and  held  for  any  purpose  specified  in 
chapter  forty-five  of  the  General  Laws  is  neces- 
sary for  tho  pvirposes  of  said  airport,  the  depart- 
ment and  said  city  are  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  exchanging  such  lands 
for  other  lands  to  be  acquired  by  the  department, 
on  which  the  department  shall  construct  a  recrea- 
tion area  or  areas  to  be  approved  by  said  city, 
and  the  department  is  further  authorized  to  take 
by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine 
of  the  General  Laws,  or  otherwise  acquire,  the 
necessary  lands  or  rights  therein  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  recreation  area  or  areas,  and  to 
do  the  necessary  grading  and  construct  suitable 
buildings  and  playgrounds  and  appurtenances 
therefor";  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  516  of  the  Acts  of  194G  (en- 
titled "An  Act  Providing  for  the  Construction  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  Certain 
Recreation  Areas  in  the  East  Boston  District  of 
the  City  of  Boston"),  as  amended  by  chapter  652 
of  the  Acts  of  1948  (entitled  "An  Act  Relating  to 
the  Construction  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  Certain  Recreation  Areas  in  the  East 
Boston  District  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  Author- 
izing said  City  to  Borrow  Money  in  Connection 
Therewith"),  provides: 

"The  department  of  public  works,  in  carrying 
out  the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  section  three 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  and  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  said  section  three  relative 
to  the  making  of  an  agreement  by  said  depart- 
ment and  the  city  of  Boston,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  (a)  to  construct,  at  or  near 
the  water  front  extending  from  Wordsworth 
street  (extended)  to  Bayswater  street  in  the

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts

I  desire  to  acknowledge  your  memorandum, 
with  enclosure,  City  Council  order  requesting 
the  Park  Commissioner  to  place  sand  on  the 
Castle  Island  beach  and  also  to  complete  the 
fishing    pier   project   on    this    same   island. 

Castle  Island  was  returned  to  the  city  only 
a  few  months  ago.  Since  that  time  a  con- 
tract has  been  let  for  the  construction  of 
a  traffic  circle  at  the  junction  of  the  roadway 
to  the  island  so  as  to  allow  motor  traffic  going 
towards  the  island  to  turn  around  at  the 
island  and  come  back  to  the  mainland,  also 
to  restore  the  benches  and  walks  on  the  island. 

This  work  is  in  progress  and  it  is  hoped 
the  roadway  part  of  it  will  be  done  very 
soon.  Until  such  time  as  this  contract 
is    completed,    in    my    opinion    it    will    be    in- 
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advisable  to  attempt  to  do  much  with  the 
beach  on  account  of  all  the  traffic  to  and 
from  and  on  the  island. 

The  railing  on  the  Navy  pier  is  being  in- 
stalled along  that  straight  section  of  pier  out 
to  where  it  had  been  set  afire  on  two  occa- 
sions. The  pier  will  be  open  to  the  public 
out  to  this  place  of  the  fire,  in  a  very  short 
time.

PURCHASE  OF   LAND  FOR  PLAYGROUND 
IN    BRIGHTON    DISTRICT.

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached  communi- 
cation from  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
requesting  the  appropriation  of  $25,760  from 
the  Special  Account,  Sales  of  City  Property, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  approximately  64,400  square  feet  of 
land  situated  on  Faneuil  street,  in  the  Brighton 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston,  now  owned 
by  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  and 
now  being  used  as  a  playground  under  the 
terms  of  a  lease  from  the  Authority  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  This  district  is  greatly  in 
need  of  such  a  playground,  and  its  extensive 
use  by  the  children  of  the  neighborhood  re- 
quires  that   its   operation   be   continued. 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $25,760  from  the  Special  Account, 
Sales  of  City  Property,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners, for  the  purchase  of  this  site,  and 
respectfully  recommend  its  passage  by  your 
Honorable   Body.

The  Park  Department  is  presently  main- 
taining a  playground  near'  Oak  square,  in  the 
Brighton  district.  The  land  on  which  the 
playground  is  being  operated  is  owned  by  the 
Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  and  a  por- 
tion of  it,  consisting  of  approximately  64,400 
square  feet,  is  occupied  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
under  the  terms  of  a  lease  dated  May  1,  1946, 
said  lease  being  for  a  term  of  five  years, 
from    May    1,    1946,   to   April  30,    1951. 

The  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  is  de- 
sirous of  disposing  of  all  real  estate  not 
presently  being  used  for  street  railway  pur- 
poses. Under  the  provisions  of  the  lease,  the 
lease  may  be  terminated  for  the  purpose  of 
sale.  After  negotiations  had  been  made  with 
representatives  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority,  the  Law  Department  and  the  Park 
Department,  the  representatives  of  the  Metro- 
politan Transit  Authority  agreed  to  give  the 
City  of  Boston  an  opportunity  to  purchase  be- 
fore advertising  the  property  for  sale.  The 
amount  agreed  upon  as  a  purchase  price  is 
$25,760,  which  is  approximately  40  cents  per 
square  foot.  The  lot  is  assessed  for  60  cents 
per  square  foot.  The  Park  Department  has 
constructed  a  playground  on  this  lot  which  is 
extensively  used  by  the  children  of  the  neigh- 
borhood. This  district  is  greatly  in  need  of 
such   a   playground. 

I  therefore  request  that  you  recommend  the 
adoption  by  the  City  Council  of  an  order 
whereby  the  sum  of  $25,760  be  appropriated 
from  the  Special  Account  Sales  of  City  Prop- 
erty, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  for  the 
purchase  of  approximately  64,400  square  feet 
of    land     situated     on     the     southerly     side     of 


Faneuil  street,  being  the  northeast  portion  of 
the  land  owned  by  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority.

ACCEPTANCE   OF   CHAPTER  422   OF 
ACTS  OF  1948. 

The   following    was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  2,  1948. 
To   the  Honorable  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Chapter  622  of  the  Acts  of  1948  provides 
for  (a)  construction  of  an  addition  to  and 
alterations  in  the  Tremont  Street  Subway  and 
alterations  in  the  Scollay  Square,  Park  Street 
and  Boylston  Street  stations;  and  (6)  con- 
struction of  an  addition  to  the  Washington 
Street  Tunnel  and  studies  relating  to  the  re- 
moval  of  a  portion   of  the  Elevated  structure. 

This  act  provides  that  it  shall  take  effect 
upon  acceptance  by  vote  of  the  City  Council, 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  by  the  acceptance 
of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  by  vote 
of  its  Board  of  Trustees. 

Chapter   622    is   in   two   parts: 

Part  I  provides  that  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment shall  construct  an  addition  to  the 
existing  Tremont  Street  Subway  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  connecting  with  the  said  subway 
at  or  near  the  junction  of  Hanover  street 
and  Scollay  square,  thence  running  in  a 
general  southerly  direction  under  Beacon  Hill 
and  Boston  Common  and  through  and  under 
public  and  private  lands  and  ways,  and  con- 
necting with  Park  Street  Station  of  said  sub- 
way, and  shall  also  in  connection  with  such 
construction  enlarge  and  alter  and  provide 
additional  platform  facilities  in  the  Scollay 
Square,  Park  Street  and  Boylston  Street  Sta- 
tions of  said  subway,  and  shall  provide  con- 
tinuous platform  facilities  between  said  Park 
Street  Station  and  said  Boylston  Street  Sta- 
tion, and  may  make  such  alterations  in  said 
subway  for  said  purposes  as  it  may  deem 
necessary. 

At  rush  hours  the  capacity  of  the  surface 
car  subway  system  is  overtaxed.  The  opera- 
tion of  individual  cars  in  trains  has  been  in- 
sufficient to  speed  up  service.  There  is  serious 
congestion  and  slowing  down  in  the  subway 
system  due  to  the  bottleneck  which  occurs 
between  Park  Street  and  Scollay  Square  Sta- 
tions. Between  these  two  points  only  two 
tracks  exist.  There  are  four  tracks  between 
Boylston  Street  and  Park  Street  Stations,  and 
again  between  Scollay  Square  and  the  North 
Station.  To  remedy  these  congested  condi- 
tions the  construction  of  a  short  connecting 
link  of  subway  is  imperative,  so  as  to 
provide  four  tracks  throughout  the  entire 
length  from  Boylston  Street  Station  to  the 
North  Station.  There  has  been  a  demand 
for  the  correction  of  this  condition  for  years. 
This  demand  was  set  forth  in  the  Metropolitan 
Recess  Committee  in  1945,  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Trustees 
of  the  same  year  and  in  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
under  date  of  March   15.   1948. 

Part  II  provides  that  the  department  shall 
construct  an  addition  to  the  existing  Wash- 
ington Street  Tunnel  connecting  with  said  tun- 
nel at  or  near  the  Boylston  Street  Station, 
running  in  a  general  southerly  direction  under 
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Washington  street  and  under  the  right-of-way 
of  the  New  York.  Now  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  and  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  to 
a  point  at  or  near  Cobb  street,  thence  running 
under  public  and  private  lands  to  Shawmut 
avenue    at    a    point    near    Dover    street,    thence 

running    under    Shawmut   avenue   to    a    point 

at  or  near  Arnold  street,  thence  running 
under  public  and  private  lands  to  Washington 
street  at  a  point  near  Eustis  street,  thence 
miming  under  public  and  private  lands  to  a 
new  underground  station  at  a  point  near  Dud- 
ley street,  thence  running  southwesterly  under 
Washington  street  to  a  point  near  Bartlett 
street,  thence  running  southerly  under  land 
of  the  authority  to  the  southerly  side  of  Guild 
street,  thence  emerging  by  way  of  an  incline 
and  Elevated  structure  on  public  and  private 
lands  connecting  with  the  existing  Elevated 
structure  at  a  point  on  Washington  street 
near  Cedar  street.  Said  addition  to  the  exist- 
ing Washington  Street  Tunnel  includes  a  sta- 
tion at  or  near  the  junction  of  Shawmut 
avenue  and  Union  Park  street,  a  station  at 
or  near  the  junction  of  Shawmut  avenue  and 
West  Springfield  street,  and  a  station  at  or 
near  Dudley   street. 

Tart  II  also  provides  that  the  Trustees  of 
the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  shall  make 
studies  and  estimates  of  cost  of  the  removal 
of  the  Elevated  structure  between  the  point 
where  the  premises  to  be  constructed  connect 
with  the  present  Elevated  structure  on  Wash- 
ington street  near  Cedar  street  and  the  present 
Forest  Hills  Station  of  the  authority  and  the 
substitution  therefor  of  a  subway  or  of  a 
combined  subway  and  rapid  transit  line  utiliz- 
ing the  right-of-way  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  and  shall  make 
a  report  thereon  to  the  General  Court,  to- 
gether with  drafts  of  any  necessary  legisla- 
tion,  not  later  than   January   5,    1949. 

Part  II  provides  also  that  the  trustees  of 
the  authority  shall  also  make  studies  and  es- 
timates of  cost  of  the  removal  of  the  Elevated 
structure  between  Haymarket  square  and 
Sullivan  square  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
the  substitution  therefor  of  a  subway  or  of 
a  combined  subway  and  rapid  transit  line 
utilizing  proposed  state  highway  construction 
between  North  Station  and  City  square,  and 
shall  make  a  report  thereon  to  the  General 
Court,  together  with  drafts  of  any  necessary 
legislation,   not   later   than    January   5,    1949. 

The  act  also  provides  that  no  construction 
relating  to  the  Tremont  Street  Subway,  the 
Scollay  Square,  Park  Street  and  Boylston 
Street  Stations  can  be  done  until  a  plan  and 
estimates  of  costs  indicating  that  the  project 
can  be  completed  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
$11,500,000  is  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  and  the  contract  for  its  use 
entered  into  between  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority    and    the    City    of   Boston. 

The  act  further  provides  that  no  construc- 
tion relating  to  the  Washington  Street  Tunnel 
can  be  done  until  a  plan  and  estimates  of 
costs  indicating  that  the  project  can  be  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $19,000,000  is 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
and  the  contract  for  its  use  entered  into  be- 
tween the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  and 
the   City   of   Boston. 

I  recommend  the  acceptance  of  said  chapter 
622  of  the  Acts  of  1948  relating  to  the  afore- 
said   projects.

EXPENDITURES    ON    EAST    BOSTON 
TUNNEL. 

The   following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston,

Hon.   James  M.   Curley, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 
Honorable   Sir: 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  loose 
practices  of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
in  the  recruitment  and  employment  of  its 
staff  for  the  construction  of  the  $8,500,000 
Rapid  Transit  Tunnel  extension  in  East  Boston. 
It  would  appear  from  an  investigation  by  the 
Finance  Commission  that  in  its  management 
of  this  job,  the  transit  authorities  have  been 
guilty  of  a  wanton  disregard  of  the  proprieties 
expected  in  the  management  of  city  affairs. 
They  have  grossly  abused  the  latitude  allowed 
in  the  authorizing  legislation  to  provide  this 
opportunity  for  worthy  war  veterans  to  ob- 
tain   employment. 

Rather  than  affording  an  opportunity  for 
the  employment  of  veterans  of  skill  and  ex- 
perience, the  project  appears  to  have  been 
used  as  a  haven  for  political  friends  and  rela- 
tives of  persons  in  administrative  control. 
These  friends  and  relatives  have  been  ap- 
pointed as  technicians  in  fields  in  which  they 
had  had  no  training  or  experience  and  they 
have  been  allowed  rates  of  pay  which  only 
the  technically  trained  and  experienced  can 
command. 

To  make  the  situation  more  aggravating 
and  confusing,  the  Transit  Board  has  allowed 
the  individual  pay  roll  rating  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  them  to  be  changed  from  time  to  time, 
presumably  because  many  appointed  were  com- 
pletely incapable  of  performing  work  of  the 
kind  which  matched  the  rating  under  which 
they  were  originally  employed,  and  often  each 
change  in  rating  was  accompanied  by  an  in- 
crease in  pay.  Furthermore,  many  of  these 
changes  in  rating  are  incongruous,  often  being 
from  designations  which  imply  technical  en- 
gineering training  and  experience  to  ratings 
implying  accountancy  training,  or  other 
specialized  training  not  even  remotely  sugges- 
tive of  the  rating  under  which  each  was 
first  appointed. 

The  investigators  for  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion spent  several  weeks  in  efforts  to  match 
pay  roll  records  with  assignments.  They  ob- 
served that  there  was  a  complete  lack  of 
control  of  employees  not  only  in  the  central 
office  but  in  the  field  offices  as  well.  "Assigned 
to  the  East  Boston  job"  was  all  the  central 
offices  of  the  department  could  normally  tell 
of  any  employee.  Salaries  are  inflated  far 
beyond  standard  salary  ranges  for  the  work 
allegedly  performed.  However,  there  were 
several  instances  found  in  which  it  appeared 
that  a  particular  employee  performed  little, 
if  any,  work.  Employees  came  and  went  as 
they  pleased.  When  a  particular  employee 
could  not  be  found  on  the  job,  the  usual  ex- 
cuse given  was  simply  "he  is  not  working 
today." 

Altogether  this  situation  constitutes  one  of 
the  most  flagrantly  uneconomical  management 
jobs  ever  observed  by  the  Finance  Commission. 
Yet  this  particular  $8,500,000  job  is  only  the 
forerunner  to  a  vast  program  of  expenditure 
involving  $30,000,000  which  the  1948  Legis- 
lature has  committed  to  the  Boston  Transit 
Commission.  Unless  there  is  an  immediate 
reversal  in  the  attitude  of  the  Transit  Com- 
missioners in  the  execution  of  their  responsi- 
bility in  this  large  undertaking,  the  waste 
and  extravagances  which  will  develop  will  earn 
for  this  program  the  reputation  of  being  the 
most   scandalous   of   all   time. 
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It  is  of  striking  significance  that  after  two 
months  of  intensive  checking  of  employees, 
Finance  Commission  investigators  were  »ml- 
denly  notified  i>.v  a  resident  engineer  with 
whom  they  were  trying  to  locate  particular 
workers  that  he  had  just  been  ordered  by  an 
associate  member  of  the  Transit  Commission 
to  give  no  more  information  to  the  Finance 
Commission  investigators.  Thereafter  he  de- 
clined to  answer  Questions.  "Send  the  in- 
vestigators to  the  main  office  for  information" 
was  the  message  which  the  resident  engineer 
stated  he  had  received  from  the  associate 
board  member.  Subsequently,  when  verifica- 
tion of  the  edict  was  sought,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Transit  Hoard  stated  to  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Finance  Commission  that  he  knew 
nothing  of  the  incident.  He  referred  the 
inquiry  to  the  associate  board  member  stated 
to  be  responsible,  but  this  member  claimed 
that  he  had  not  given  such  instruction.  There- 
after, representatives  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion were  informed  by  supervisors  in  the  field 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Transit  Board  had 
given  instructions  to  cooperate  in  the  investi- 
gation. 

On  a  job  of  this  character,  with  hundreds 
of  pel-sons  employed,  it  might  reasonably  be 
expected  that  at  all  times  the  department,  in 
one  place  or  another,  would  have  record 
of  the  assignment  of  each  employee;  but  in 
connection  with  this  job  no  such  record  was 
kept.  Early  in  the  investigation,  records  were 
requested  which  would  show  the  assignment 
of  each  employee.  The  information  received 
from  the  executive  on  the  job  was  that  there 
was   no  such   record  kept  there. 

On  June  9  similar  request  was  made  of 
the  personnel  director  at  the  main  office  of 
the  Transit  Commission.  There  was  no  such 
record  there  either.  However,  claiming  that 
it  was  possible  to  make  it  up  from  the  pay 
roll  records,  the  central  office  authority  prom- 
ised to  produce  it  within  a  day  or  so.  Finance 
Commission  investigators  had  already  examined 
the  pay  roll  and  could  not  obtain  from  its 
data  any  suggestion  of  assignments.  None  of 
the  requested  data  came  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission until  June  15  and  June  16.  That 
then  submitted  contained  the  assignment  of 
only  a  portion  of  the  employees  being  paid. 
More  data  was  supplied  on  June  22,  but  this 
still  left  many  persons  receiving  pay  under 
technical  ratings  still  unaccounted  for.  In 
fact,  to  the  date  of  this  writing,  the  Finance 
Commission  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  a 
complete  assignment  record  of  all  the  tech- 
nically-rated employees  paid. 

This  assignment  record  is  important  because 
it  often  happened  that  when  inquiry  was  made 
of  a  particular  individual  whose  name  had 
appeared  regularly  on  the  pay  roll,  but  whom 
the  Finance  Commission  representatives  could 
not  locate  on  the  job,  the  report  would  come 
that  he  had  just  resigned  or  had  been  trans- 
ferred to  another  city  department.  Yet,  even 
the  assignments  as  show,n  in  the  data  sub- 
mitted turned  out  to  be  unreliable.  Employees 
supposedly  assigned  to  a  particular  sphere 
were  unknown  to  the  supervising  officials  in 
the  sphere  of  activity  named.  In  the  constant 
shifting  of  employees  from  one  rating  to  an- 
other, with  the  evident  lack  of  control  of  the 
working  time  of  the  employees,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  the  department  failed  to  make 
and  keep  a  reliable  record  of  assignments. 
This  difficulty  is,  however,  not  a  justification 
for  the  situation. 

The  authorizing  statute  for  this  job  intended 
that  it  be  accomplished  by  qualified  veterans 
of  World  War  I  and  World  War  II.  Qualified 
veterans  on  civil  service  lists  were  to  be  given 
preference.  However,  it  was  discovered  early 
that  the  civil  service  classified  list  of  en- 
gineers and  transitmen  had  run  out.  There- 
upon, the  Transit  Commission  began  to  place 
many  of  its  own  selections  on  the  pay  roll 
and  gave  them  these  engineering  ratings. 
Most  of  them  had  no  engineering  background 
whatever. 

In  addition,  when  it  was  found  that  there 
was   no   list   available   for   appointments    under 


various  other  technical  ratings,  advantage  was 
taken  of  that  fact  to  crowd  the  pay  rolls  with 
personal  acquaintances  under  other  technical 
ratings  without  regard  to  experience  and  train- 
ing. Among  those  appointed  with  engineer- 
ing or  other  technical  ratings  were  bartenders, 
tavernkeepers,  an  undertaker,  chauffeurs,  a 
drawtender,  a  longshoreman,  a  filling  station 
manager,    a   clerk,    a    brewery    worker,    etc. 

The  extravagance  and  looseness  in  this  ex- 
penditure of  public  money  is  illustrated  by 
the  members  of  the  Transit  Board  in  provid- 
ing automobiles  and  service  for  themselves. 
Customarily,  one  car  served  the  Board.  That 
one  was  usuaLly  assigned  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  who  is  the  executive  officer.  His 
associates  have  responsibility  only  as  members 
of  the  Board.  The  secretary  of  the  Board 
has  always  been  regarded  as  the  office  execu- 
tive. Now  each  member  and  the  secretary 
has  been  provided  with  his  own  car  and  his 
own  chauffeur.  One  of  these  chauffeurs  is 
carried  on  the  pay  roll  as  a  pipelayer,  another 
as  a  laborer,  and  the  other  two  as  working 
foremen-chauffeurs.  The  last-named,  rating 
usually  goes  to  an  employee  who  works  and 
supervises  a  group  of  workers  and  drives  a 
truck    which    serves   the   group. 

This  particular  situation  is  made  the  more 
ridiculous  by  the  rates  of  pay  allowed  these 
four  chauffeurs.  One,  who  happens  to 
chauffeur  an  associate  board  member,  draws 
$4,000  a  year.  The  Chairman's  chauffeur  re- 
ceives approximately  $2,868;  the  third  board 
member's  chauffeur's  salai-y  rate  is  $1.65  an 
hour;  and  the  secretary's  chauffeur  receives 
$1  an  hour.  In  all  these  cases  overtime  pay 
is  allowed,  which  frequently  amounts  to  a 
very  substantial  sum.  It  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  point  out  to  you  that  your  own  chauffeur 
is  paid  $3,500  while  being  carried  on  the 
East  Boston  transit  job  pay  roll  as  a  battery 
and   ignition  man. 

The  Transit  Board  employs  at  the  central 
office  a  person  called  "personnel  director." 
When  the  Finance  Commission  started  the  in- 
vestigation his  records  consisted  of  nothing 
more  than  identification  data  of  each  person 
employed.  He  had  no  record  of  previous  em- 
ployment or  experience  or  training  of  any 
employee.  After  persons  are  appointed,  in 
the  words  of  the  personnel  director,  "they 
are  assigned  to  work  they  are  most  adapted 
to."  They  are  paid  a  liberal  rate  for  the 
named  classification  of  their  employment,  but 
as  previously  stated,  classification  does  not 
mean,  in  this  case,  qualifications.  Many  are 
performing  tasks  that  merit  much  lower  rates 
of  pay.  In  other  words,  it  seems  to  be  the 
policy  of  the  Transit  Board  to  fix  the  rate 
of  pay  which  will  be  given  to  an  individual 
first,  then  give  him  a  rating  that  will  appear 
to  justify  that  pay,  and  then  assign  him  to 
whatever  he  can  do  regardless  of  his  rating 
and  pay.  It  is  needless  to  say,  perhaps,  that 
no  one  paid  a  laborer's  rate  is  an  experienced 
and  capable  engineer,  but  many  given  ratings 
in  the  technical  grades  are  performing  work 
which  necessitates  much  less  in  skill  and  train- 
ing. As  an  illustration,  of  seven  carried  on 
the  rolls  as  cost  analysts  and  paid  a  liberal 
wage  as  such,  only  two  were  performing  tasks 
which   could  be  construed  as  cost  analysis. 

To  illustrate  further  the  situation  described 
in  the  foregoing,  the  Commission  invites  your 
attention  to  the  following  instances  of  em- 
ployment: 

A  man  originally  appointed  as  a  transitman 
at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  in  the  1947  police 
list  as  a  bartender.  Within  the  last  few  days 
his  working  rating  has  been  changed  to  that 
of  bookkeeper. 

Another  listed  also  in  the  directory  as  a 
bartender  was  appointed  as  assistant  engineer. 
Grade  III,  at  $2,300.  His  rating  was  later 
changed  to  that  of  a  transitman  with  an  in- 
crease of  pay  to  $2,500  and  then  approxi- 
mately seven  months  later,  his  rating  was 
again  changed  back  to  assistant  engineer, 
Grade  III,  with  another  increase  to  $2,900; 
later,  his  rating  was  changed  to  construction 
foreman    at   $3,300. 
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A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  found  on 
the  police   list   as   a   bartender   and   laborer. 

An  assistant  engineer,  Grade  III,  at  $2,300 
a  year  is  listed  for  several  years  as  the 
proprietor  of  a  cafe  located  on  Washington 
street,  South  End,  later,  his  rating  was 
changed  to  assistant  accountant.  His  home 
address  as  given  in  the  records  is  the  same 
as  that  of  one  of  the  associate  board  members. 
A  lumber  inspector  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed 
for  the  past  few  years  as  proprietor  of  a 
cafe   in   Jamaica   Plain. 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  as 
a   proprietor  of   a   grille. 

All  three  of  the  above-mentioned  cafe  or 
grill  proprietors  resigned  after  the  Finance 
Commission   began   its   investigation. 

A  construction  foreman  at  $3,100  a  year 
is  listed  as  a  shipfitter  and  brewery  worker 
and   chauffeur. 

An  assistant  truck  dispatcher  at  $2,500. 
Rating  changed  to  assistant  blueprinter  at 
$2,700.  At  the  time  of  his  employment  he 
carried  on  the  business  of  undertaker,  both 
from  an  address  in  Jamaica  Plain  and  an 
office  in  Braintree,  The  official  Boston  street 
listing  for  1948  gives  his  1947  residence  as 
Braintree.  In  his  private  business  as  under- 
taker, he  was  one  of  four  undertakers  hired 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Public  Welfare 
Board  of  Overseers  to  bury  pauper  dead,  and 
between  January  1,  1948,  and  the  date  of  this 
report  was  paid  by  the  Welfare  Department 
$1,725.50  for  such  service.  In  April  of  1948 
charges  were  publicly  made  that  in  violation 
of  his  contract  with  the  Welfare  Board  he 
buried  paupers  without  clothes.  This  charge 
was  substantiated  when  the  director  of  the 
board  arranged  the  disinterment  of  bodies. 
The  undertaker-blueprinter  was  allowed  to 
suitably  cover  the  bodies  and  the  matter  was 
then  considered  a  closed  affair  without  other 
penalty.  The  charter  requirement  that  an  em- 
ployee having  an  interest  in  a  contract  with 
the  city  must  notify  the  Finance  Commission, 
the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  was  not  com- 
plied  with.  . 

A  rodman  at  $2,000  a  year.  This  man  was 
formerly  Registrar  of  Veterans'  Graves,  from 
which  position  he  was  removed  by  the  Mayor. 
Since  the  Finance  Commission  investigation 
began,  he  has  become  an  employee  of  the 
Boston    Housing   Authority.  _      > 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  foi 
the  past  two  years  as  a  gasoline  filling  sta- 
tion manager;  he  actually  performs  clerical 
work  in  the  department,  assisting  in  the  work 
of   timekeeping.  .  ,    . 

A  transitman  at  $2,300  a  year  is  listed  foi 
the     past    two    years     as     an     instructor     and 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  as 
a  State  Representative.  This  man  has  re- 
signed since  our  investigation  started  lhe 
personnel  director  stated  *e  work  performed 
by  this  man  consisted  of  handling  the  legisla- 
tive bills   pending   in   the   Legislature 

An  assistant  clerk  of  works  at  $3,000  a 
year  We  are  unable  to  locate  the  name  ot 
this  man  in  Boston  directories  °r  in  street 
books  at  address  shown  on  employment  lecords 
He  admits,  however,  that  he  never  had  any 
previous   experience   in   construction   work 

A  draftsman  at  $2,300  a  year  is  listed  in 
directories  as  a  clerk.  . 

A  chief  clerk  of  works  at  $5,000  a  7***™ 
listed  for  the  past  several  years  as  a  railroad 
coordinator    (labor    relations    man) 

An  assistant  clerk  of  works  at  $2,500  a 
year  We  are  unable  to  locate  the  name  in 
Boston  directories  or  listing  in  street ^books 
at  the  address  given  on  the  empl  ym  n 
record  However,  he  is  a  nephew  of  the 
aesXtant  chief  engineer  of  the  department, 
who  stated  that  this  man  was  in  the  Navy 
and  after  discharge  worked  at  the  Kaynnam 
dog  track.  j     u  t  d  as 

a  tttlfr  anfa^fe^' wU  re  rate  of  pay 
of  co'st6  analysts  in  the  department  Preva^ 
at  $2,500  to  $3,000  a  year,  this  man  starts 
employment  at  this  rating  at  a  salary  of  $3,500 


a  year,  in  spite  of  his  lack  of  previous  ex- 
perience in  this  field.  He  is  actually  in  charge 
of  the  pay  roll  work  on  the  job. 

A  cost  analyst  at  $3,000  a  year  has  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  department  as  a  drafts- 
man until  rating  was  changed  on  November 
3,  1947,  at  which  time  he  received  an  increase 
of   salary   of   $500. 

A  materials  inspector  at  $2,500  a  year  is 
listed  for  past  several  years  as  the  proprietor 
of  a  weekly  county  publication;  also  has  been 
proprietor  of  the  Suffolk  County  Company 
(real  estate);  also  was  the  proprietor  uncil 
recently  of  a  meat  and  provision  store  in 
Jamaica   Plain. 

A  foreman  of  subway  construction  at  $1.50 
an  hour.  We  were  unable  to  find  this  man  . 
on  the  job.  He  is  not  listed  in  Boston  di- 
rectories for  past  few  years,  nor  in  street 
books  at  address  shown  on  employment  records. 
A  construction  foreman  at  $3,100  a  year. 
This  man  was  an  assistant  drawtender  at 
Chelsea  North  Bridge  from  June,  1944,  to 
time  of  his  transfer  on  June  2,  1947,  to 
Transit  Department  with  an  increase  of 
salary  of  $800,  and  nine  months  later  received 
a  further  increase  of  $300.  This  man  was 
not  found  on  the  East  Boston  job  at  time 
of  visit  and  investigators  were  informed  he 
was  working  with  a  field  party  in  Dorchester, 
which  has  no  connection  with  the  East  Bos- 
ton  transit   job. 

An    engineer,    Grade    III,    at    $2,500    a    year 
is   listed  for  past  several  years   as  a  salesman. 
An    engineer,    Grade    III,    at    $2,800    a    year 
is  listed  as  a  salesman. 

An  electrical  engineer,  Grade  II,  at  $2,400 
a  year   is   listed  as   a   chauffeur. 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  as  a 
clerk. 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  for 
past   several   years    as   a   guard    or   clerk. 

An  engineer,  Grade  IV,  at  $3,800  a  year. 
His  name  could  not  be  found  in  the  Boston 
directories,  nor  is  he  listed  in  the  street  books 
at  the  address  appearing  on  employment 
records,  but  his  address  on  the  pay  roll  records 
corresponds  to  the  address  of  a  secretary  in 
the  Mayor's  office.  This  man  is  not  an  engi- 
neer, nor  had  he  ever  worked  at  this  profession. 
In  talking  with  an  authority  at  the  East  Bos- 
ton office,  his  duties  appeared  to  be  those  of 
assistant  clerk  of  works.  Later  the  rating  of 
this  man  was  changed  to  that  of  accountant. 
A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  for 
several   years   as   a   clerk  in  the  post  office. 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  as 
a  clerk  in  the  Veterans'  Reception  and  In- 
formation   Center. 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  for 
past   several   years   as   a   musician. 

A  transitman  at  $2,500  a  year  is  listed  as  a 
laborer. 

A  construction  foreman  at  $1.50  an  hour  is 
listed  as  a  barge  attendant  at  Navy  Yard  and 
accountant. 

A  construction  foreman  at  $2,800  a  year  is 
listed    as    an    instructor    and   merchant. 

A  foreman  of  subway  construction  at  $1.50 
an   hour   is   listed   as   an   accountant. 

A  working  foreman-chauffeur  at  $4,000  a 
year  is  listed  as  chauffeur  and  clerk.  Started 
work  with  department  as  a  rodman;  rating 
later  changed  to  that  of  battery  and  ignition 
man,  and  later  to  present  rating  with  a  total 
increase  in  salary  of  $2,000 — all  within  a 
period   of   17   months. 

A  foreman  of  subway  construction  at  $2  an 
hour  is  listed  as  a  blacksmith  and  factory 
worker. 

A  construction  foreman  at  $2,800  a  year  is 
listed  for  several  years  as  police  officer  of 
State    Police. 

A  foreman  of  subway  construction  at  $1.50 
an   hour    is   listed   as   a   salesman. 

A  personnel  director  at  $4,200  a  year  has 
been  employed  in  the  department  for  the  past 
few  years  as  a  working  foreman-chauffeur. 
He   is   a   former   member   of   the   Legislature. 
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An  assistant  clerk  of  works  was  originally 
•  mploycd  iu  the  depaitment  as  a  rodman;  pro- 
moted to  draftsman,  then  to  assistant  clerk 
of  works,  and  within  the  last  few  days  rating 
has  again  been  changed  to  that  of  a  pipe- 
layer  -all  changes  accompanied  with  increases 
in  pay.  At  time  of  investigators'  visit,  this 
man  was  actually  working  in  making  blue- 
prints, although  at  the  time  he  was  on  the 
pay  roll  as  an  assistant  clerk  of  works.  List- 
ings show  this  man's  previous  experience  to 
be   that    of   a    plumber. 

A  permanent  employee  had  a  rating  of 
battery  and  ignition  man  until  January  27, 
1948,  at  which  time  he  was  temporarily  trans- 
ferred to  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department 
at  the  same  rating  at  $3,000  a  year.  On 
April  21,  194S,  he  was  again  transferred  back 
to  the  Transit  Department  and  his  name  first 
appears  on  the  transit  pay  roll  of  April  27, 
1948,  as  a  working  foreman-chauffeur  at  $3,600 
a  year.  Subsequently  his  rating  became  again 
"battery  and  ignition  man."  However,  actual 
employment  is  and  has  been  as  your  own 
chauffeur. 

A  Workmen's  Compensation  Agent  at 
$2,500  a  year.  We  are  unable  to  obtain  any 
information  in  regard  to  this  man  in  the 
Boston  directories  and  cannot  find  him  listed 
in  street  books  at  address  furnished  in  em- 
ployment record.  In  connection  with  the 
above  employment,  the  department  is  paying 
$500  a  year  to  a  Workmen's  Compensation 
Agent  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for 
like   service   rendered   by   him. 

An  equipment  inspector  at  $3,000  a  year. 
The  directories  list  this  man  as  a  servicer  of 
oil    burners. 

A  claim  agent.  The  only  information  ob- 
tainable about  this  man  is  that  the  1947  di- 
rectory shows  him  to  be  a  general  clerk  at 
the    Veterans'    Administration    Department. 

It  appears  from  the  above  examination  of 
the  background  of  those  employed  that  men 
with  occupational  backgrounds  such  as  long- 
shoreman, bartender,  salesman,  blacksmith, 
chauffeur,  quickly  jumped  into  ratings  of 
transitman,  cost  analyst  and  construction 
foreman  immediately  upon  employment,  and 
again,  within  the  space  of  a  few  months,  be- 
came accountants  and  truck  dispatchers — thus 
displaying  a  versatility  possessed  by  few  mor- 
tals. 

The  following  sample  list  illustrates  the 
jumping  around  the  occupational  checkerboard 
after    recruitment:

The  real  explanation  of  the  change  from  a 
technical  engineering  rating  apparently  is  the 
fact  that  the  men  were  unable  to  perform 
the  technical  work  for  which  they  were  os- 
tensibly hired  and  were  used  to  perform 
clerical  work  in  one  form  or  another,  al- 
though dignified  by  titles  which  were  more 
impressive  and  more  compatible  with  the  sala- 
ries provided;  also,  titles  for  which  there  was 
no  civil  service  list  of  eligibles.  It  is  signi- 
ficant that  although  the  change  in  rating  may 
have  been  one  or  more  steps  down  the  occu- 
pational ladder,  it  was  usually  accompanied  by 
a    salary    increase. 

Illustrative  of  the  largess  of  the  Transit 
Board,  the  salary  increases  were  frequent  and 
bountiful.  The  following  sample  list  of  twenty 
cases   makes   this    clear:

From  the  foregoing  recitation  of  the  acts 
of  the  Transit  Board  in  the  recruitment  of  a 
staff  for  the  execution  of  this  construction 
job,  in  the  ceaseless  changing  around  of  the 
employees  from  one  rating  to  another,  and  in 
the  frequent  and  substantial  grants  of  salary 
increases,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Board  has 
used  the  opportunities  presented  by  a  wide 
latitude  of  authority  and  the  weaknesses  of 
the  civil  service  law  to  place  friends  and  rela- 
tives of  their  own  or  of  others  with  power 
and  influence  on  the  pay  roll  in  such  a  way 
as  to  constitute  a  violation  of  public  decency. 
It  is  apparent  that  fitness  and  qualifications 
of  appointees  seldom,  if  ever,  entered  the 
minds  of  the  executive  authorities.  It  is 
again  apparent  that  persons  were  employed 
whether  or  not  there  was  work  for  them  to 
do,  and  that  they  were  paid  not  according  to 
their  worth  but  in  accordance  with  the  will- 
ingness of  the  Transit  Authority  to  "hand 
out"  the  public  funds  to  each.  To  employ  an 
undertaker  first  as  an  assistant  truck  dis- 
patcher and  then  as  an  assistant  blueprinter, 
to  employ  bartenders  as  engineers  and  ac- 
countants and  to  employ  tavern  or  cafe  own- 
ers under  similar  ratings  and  to  give  these 
people  the  rates  of  pay  which  usually  go  with 
jobs  requiring  technical  training  is  a  down- 
right perversion  of  authority.  To  allow  such 
a  board  to  manage  the  expenditure  of  $30,- 
000,000  more  for  transit  purposes  is  fraught 
with  the  gravest  danger  to  the  economical 
administration  of  this  large  sum  and  to  the 
expectation  that  all  the  public  services  which 
these  funds  have  been  authorized  to  provide 
will  be  realized  within  the  limitations  of  that 
amount. 

The  administration  and  payment  for  many 
of  the  rated  technical  and  administrative 
jobs    make    it    obvious   that    personnel    costs    in 
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the  $1,600,000  thus  far  spent  have  been  enor- 
mously inflated.  How  much  greater  such  in- 
flation will  be  in  the  remaining  part  of  the 
current  tunnel  program  and  the  $30,000,000 
undertaking,  if  such  methods  are  followed,  is 
easy    to    imagine. 

The   above   disclosures    indicate  the   necessity 
of    a    drastic     change    in     the    personnel     and 
procedures   of  the  Boston   Transit  Commission.

EFFECTIVE   DATE   OF   ANNUITY 
PAYMENTS. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

There  has  been  a  marked  tendency  in  recent 
years  for  persons  whose  petitions  for  an  annuity 
under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  chapter  32, 
section  89,  as  amended,  are  denied  to  reapply 
until  an  annuity  is  voted.  For  the  last  decade  or 
so,  the  practice  has  been  to  make  the  annuity, 
when  finally  granted,  retroactive  to  the  date  of 
the  policeman's  or  fireman's  death. 

Several  months  ago,  when  I  had  occasion  to 
approve  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  granting  such  an  annuity,  it  occurred  to  me 
that  the  procedure  might  be  open  to  criticism, 
and,  therefore,  I  wrote  the  Corporation  Counsel 
requesting  that  the  matter  be  studied  and  recom- 
mendations made.  Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the 
reply  I  received  today  from  him. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  communication,  I  propose  not  to  ap- 
prove in  the  future  any  order  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  which  grants  an  annuity  under 
General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  chapter  32,  section  89, 
as  amended,  unless  by  the  terms  of  the  order  the 
annuity  is  to  be  effective  only  from  and  after  the 
date  I  approve  the  order.

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  requesting  that  1 
recommend  a  policy  to  be  adopted  with  respect  to 
the  effective  date  of  annuities  granted  under 
General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  chapter  32,  section  89,  as 
amended.  . 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  had  occasion  to 
consider  this  matter  in  1946  in  the  case  of  Tolman 
v.  Selectmen  of  Brookline,  319  Mass.  382.  As  the 
court  pointed  out  in  that  case  (p.  385)  there  are 
three  conditions  precedent  which  must  be  fulfilled 
before  an  annuity  is  payable  under  the  statute. 
First,  the  policeman  or  fireman  must  have  been 
killed,  or  died  from  injuries  received,  or  died  as  a 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  undergoing  a 
hazard  peculiar  to  his  employment,  while  in  tne 
performance  of  his  duty.  Second,  it  must  be 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  that  the  policeman's  or  fireman  s  death  was 
the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  an  accident 
occurring,  or  of  undergoing  a  hazard  peculiar  to  his 
employment,    while    he    was    acting    in    the    per- 


formance and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty. 
Third,  a  majority  of  the  members  of  a  board  of 
physicians  must  certify  to  the  City  Treasurer  that 
the  death  was  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of 
the  said  injury  or  hazard.  If  these  conditions  are 
all  fulfilled,  then,  and  then  only,  shall  an  annuity 
be  paid. 

In  the  Tolman  case,  by  the  explicit  language  of 
the  selectmen's  vote,  the  annuity  was  effective  from 
the  date  of  that  vote.  The  court  expressly  held 
that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  statute  requiring 
that  the  annuity  be  made  retroactive  to  the  date 
of  death.  It  is  thus  well  settled  that  it  is  perfectly 
proper  to  make  an  annuity  effective  only  from  and 
after  your  Honor's  approval  of  the  City  Council's 
order. 

There  is  in  the  statute  no  provision  expressly 
giving  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  authority  to 
make  an  annuity  retroactive  for  any  period;  and 
I  have  found  no  case  holding  that  the  statute 
contains  any  such  provision  by  implication.  To 
make  an  annuity  retroactive  is  to  make  an  annuity 
effective  for  a  period  prior  to  the  fulfillment  of  all 
the  conditions  mentioned  above.  Plainly,  an 
annuity  could  not  be  made  retroactive  to  a  date 
preceding  the  fulfillment  of  the  first  condition,  i.e., 
the  death  of  the  policeman  or  fireman.  The  statute 
manifests  no  intent  that  either  of  the  other  con- 
ditions should  be  construed  as  any  less  vital. 
While  in  the  Tolman  case  (p.  385)  the  court  assumed 
that  an  annuity  might  be  made  retroactive  for 
some  period,  the  aspect  of  the  matter  to  which 
attention  has  just  been  called  gives  rise  to  serious 
doubt  whether,  if  required  to  decide  the  precise 
question,  the  court  would  say  that  an  annuity 
could  be  made  retroactive  even  for  a  day. 

With  the  law  in  this  state,  the  obviously  wiser 
policy  for  your  Honor  to  adopt  is  to  approve  an 
order  of  the  City  Council  granting  an  annuity 
under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  chapter  32,  section 
89,  as  amended,  only  if  the  annuity  is  to  be  effective 
from  and  after  the  date  of  your  approval.

I  have  your  letter  of  July  7,  1948,  inquiring 
whether  veterans  who  apply  for  licenses  to  be  auc- 
tioneers may  be  exempted  from  paying  the  estab- 
lished fee  therefor. 

In  Commonwealth  v.  Hana  195  Mass.  262,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  was  called  upon  to  deter- 
mine the  constitutionality  of  a  statute  providing 
for  the  licensing  of  hawkers  and  peddlers.  In  the 
course  of  its  opinion  the  court  said  (p.  266) : 

"There  is  also  a  provision  in  statute  21,  which 
has  not  been  referred  to  in  the  argument,  by 
which  licenses  may  be  granted  without  charge 
to  a  person  seventy  years  of  age  or  upwards,  or 
to  any  soldier  or  sailor  resident  in  this  Com- 
monwealth who  served  in  the  army  or  navy 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion  or  the  war  against 
Spain,  and  who  has  an  honorable  discharge  from 
such  service.  Even  before  the  adoption  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  it  was  a  settled  prin- 
ciple of  constitutional  law  that  statutes  in  re- 
gard to  the  transaction  of  business  must  operate 
equally  upon  all  citizens  who  desire  to  engage 
in  the  business,  and  that  there  shall  be  no  arbi- 
trary discrimination  between  different  classes 
of  citizens.  Under  the  Fourteenth  Amendment, 
all  persons  are  entitled  to  the  equal  protection 
of  the  laws.  In  several  States  such  a  discrimi- 
nation in  the  granting  of  licenses  in  favor  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  has  come  before  the  courts, 
and  in  all  of  them,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  the 
provision  has  been  held  unconstitutional. 
State  v.  Shedrei,  75  Vt.  277.  State  v.  Garbroski, 
111  Iowa,  496.  State  v.  Whitcom,  122  Wis.  110. 
See  also  in  re  Keymer,  148  N.  Y.,  219;  Brown  v. 
Russell,  166  Mass.  14." 

The  broad  principle  of  constitutional  law  stated 
by  the  court  in  the  passage  quoted  plainly  affects 
the  licensing  of  auctioneers  just  as  much  as  the 
licensing  of  hawkers  and  peddlers,  and  means  that 
it  is  constitutionally  impossible  for  either  the 
Legislature  or  the  City  Council  or  the  licensing 


authority  to  exempt  veterans  who  wish  to  be  li- 
censed as  auctioneers  from  paying  the  prescribed 
fee.

FINANCE    COMMISSION    REPORT    RE 
MUNICIPAL   COSTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  August  13,  1948. 
The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Municipal  costs  in  Boston  as  totaled  by  the 
assessors  for  tax  purposes  increased  more  in  the 
past  year  than  ever  before  in  one  year  in  the  history 
of  the  City.  To  some  extent,  this  increase  in 
Boston  is  matched  in  many  other  municipalities 
here  in  Massachusetts.  However,  Boston's  in- 
crease can  not  be  lightly  regarded.  It  is  not 
palliated  by  the  fact  that  costs  are  rising  elsewhere. 


Expenditure  requirements  in  Boston  had  already 
resulted  in  an  almost  prohibitive  tax  rate;  and, 
to  increase  the  burden,  high  valuation  of  commer- 
cial and  industrial  properties  persists. 

This  high  rate  of  taxation  has  scared  away  from 
Boston  much  prospective  capital  real  estate 
investment.  Obviously  some  few  firms  and 
institutions  which  have  their  roots  irremovably 
established  in  Boston  appear  to  be  willing  to 
invest  in  further  real  estate  development  for  their 
own  uses;  but,  in  contrast,  there  are  very  few  new 
commercial  or  industrial  concerns  constructing 
new  buildings  in  Boston,  and  the  reason  for  it  is, 
to  a  great  extent,  the  tax  situation. 

To  spread  as  far  as  possible  the  knowledge  of 
this  municipal  financing  situation,  for  several 
years  the  Finance  Commission  has  made  a  practice 
of  recording  by  special  report  the  tax  rate  com- 
putations. The  figures  used  by  the  Commission 
have  been  obtained  from  the  Assessing  Department 
as  its  official  record  of  these  computations. 

The  trend  to  higher  taxation  has  been  continuous 
now  for  several  years.  The  shorter  work  week, 
the  salary  increases  forced  upon  the  City  by  the 
soaring  cost  of  living,  the  general  rise  in  mainte- 
nance cost,  the  increase  in  cost  of  construction 
and  of  supplies,  and  the  greater  cost  of  snow 
removal  have  been  important  but  uncontrollable 
factors  in  the  sharp  rise  in  taxation  cost. 

The  debt  situation,  on  the  other  hand,  now 
contains  little  consolation.  For  a  great  many 
years  the  redeeming  feature  in  the  financial  picture 
was  that  Boston  was  reducing  its  debt.  The  net 
bonded  debt  came  down  from  a  high  mark  of 
$135,815,273  in  1933  to  its  lowest  mark  since  1926 
—  $93,230,668  in  1946.  Now,  however,  the  trend 
in  debt  obligations  has  been  definitely  reversed. 
At  the  present  rate  of  issuance,  and  contemplated 
issuance,  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  great  reduc- 
tion in  debt  of  the  late  30's  and  early  40's  will  have 
been  entirely  eliminated.  Never  before  has  there 
been  such  a  volume  of  new  debt  in  prospect  at  one 
time  as  there  is  now. 

The  upward  trend  in  total  appropriations  is 
better  appreciated  when  it  is  realized  that  the 
"city  requirements"  for  1948  (for  city,  county, 
school  and  state  purposes)  increased  18  percent 
over  the  corresponding  1947  figure;  yet  the  increase 
in  1947  over  1946  was  12  per  cent.  In  dollars  and 
cents,  this  means  that  the  total  requirements 
which  were  $84,761,892  in  1946  became 
$112,888,729  in  1948,  an  increase  of  33  per  cent  in 
two  years. 

The  debt  requirements  for  city,  school  and 
county  used  in  the  1948  tax  rate  computations 
amounted  to  $7,930,791.92.  This  is  approxi- 
mately $1,100,000  or  16  per  cent  more  than  the 
debt  requirements  in  the  1947  tax  rate  computa- 
tions. Moreover,  a  vast  volume  of  new  debt 
authorizations  has  been  made,  which  has  not  yet 
figured  in  the  current  debt  requirements,  because 
—  while  heavy  obligations  have  been  incurred  — 
the  bonds  which  eventually  will  supply  these  funds 
have  not  yet  been  issued. 

Greater  school  costs  make  up  no  inconsiderable 
part  of  the  higher  municipal  costs.  School  appro- 
priations in  1948  which  are  included  in  the  tax 
rate  computations  total  (maintenance,  alterations 
and  repairs,  debt)  $2,716,354  more  than  in  1947. 
Since  the  school  pupil  population  (membership 
October  31)  for  the  current  school  year  was  2,383 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  it  means  that  the 
per  pupil  cost  to  the  Boston  taxpayer  in  1948  is  an 
average  of  $244  per  pupil,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$34  per  pupil  over  the  1947  cost. 

State  costs  did  not  contribute  to  the  Boston 
burden  in  1948.  There  was  no  state  tax  levied 
upon  the  municipalities,  though  a  year  ago  Boston 
had  to  include  $1,036,950  in  the  rate  computations 
as  Boston's  share  of  the  state  tax.  However. 
Boston  receives  nothing  from  the  state  collected 
gasoline  tax  in  1948,  in  contrast  with  $843,402  in 
1947.  On  the  other  hand,  the  combined  estimated 
income  tax  and  corporation  tax  which  Boston  will 
receive  in  1948  from  the  state  is  approximately 
$1 ,000,000  more  than  in  1947 .  Therefore,  Boston's 
loss  in  1948  of  the  gasoline  tax  ($843,402  in  1947) 
was  more  than  matched  by  the  elimination  in 
1948  of  the  state  tax  on  municipalities  ($1,036,950 
in  1947)  and  the  $1,000,000  greater  yield  from  the 
state  collected  income  and  corporation  taxes.

There  are  two  important  aspects  to  the  fore- 
going table.  The  first  is  that  in  1948  there  is  no 
gasoline  tax  receipt  item.  Boston's  share  in  1947 
was  $843,402.  However,  Boston's  share  as 
determined  by  the  state  of  the  combined  state 
collected  income,  corporation  and  meal  taxes 
amounts  to  $1,031,432.55  more  in  1948  than  in 
1947;  and,  as  previously  stated,  there  is  no  state 
tax  assessment  on  Boston  in  1948.  Since,  there- 
fore, Boston's  share  of  the  state  tax  in  1947  was 
$1,036,950  in  these  counteracting  items,  Boston 
is  better  off  this  year  to  the  extent  of  $1,224,980.55. 

The  other  important  aspect  of  this  table  is  that 
it  reveals  that,  to  save  the  necessity  of  assessing 
a  like  amount,  the  assessors  have  taken  up  another 
$5,000,000  of  what  is  called  in  the  auditor's  balance 


sheet  "Surplus  Revenue."  Last  year  the  sum  of 
$2,386,206  from  this  amount  was  similarly  used. 
The  intention  is,  in  effect,  to  offset  the  "Overlay 
Deficit"  account  in  the  tax  requirements  to  this 
extent. 

This  "Surplus  Revenue"  account  is  regarded  as 
more  or  less  nebulous.  As  of  tax  rate  determina- 
tion time,  it  amounted  to  $12,586,326.26.  The 
amount  used  to  offset  the  "Overlay  Deficit"  has 
been  decided  arbitrarily  to  represent  approximately 
the  free  cash  in  the  account.  The  use  of  this  item 
in  tax  rate  computation  is  the  newest  in  a  long 
series  of  financially  questionable  devices  to  depress 
net  requirements  in  order  that  the  tax  rate  may  be 
kept  as  low  as  possible.

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Tlii'  above  table  includes  tho  seven  items  which 
lead  to  the  tax  rate.  The  first  (Warrants  and 
Appropriations)  is  dependent  upon  legislation, 
city  government  and  state  government;  the 
second  (Credits  and  Deductions)  contains  parts 
which  are  determined  by  the  state,  but  the  major 
part  of  it  —  the  estimated  receipts  — is  originally 
determined  by  the  City  Auditor,  but  may  be 
changed  within  certain  limits  by  the  assessors; 
the  third  (Net  Requirements)  is  merely  a  process 
of  subtraction;  the  fourth  (Overlay)  is  the  deter- 
mination of  tiie  assessors;  the  fifth  (Poll  Tax) 
is  based  on  the  number  of  males  found  by  the  asses- 
sors to  be  assessable;  the  sixth  (the  Amount  to  Be 
Raised)  is  the  determination  by  the  assessors  of 
the  total  to  be  raised  in  the  property  tax,  with  the 
amount  assessable  as  poll  tax  added;  and  the 
seventh  (Assessed  Valuation)  is  the  aggregate  of 
the  property  valuation  fixed  by  the  assessors. 
The  amount  shown  above  to  be  raised  by  taxation, 
less  the  amount  to  be  assessed  as  poll  tax,  is 
divided  into  the  aggregate  of  property  valuations 
and  the  rate  of  $53.40  per  $1,000  of  valuation  for 
1948  is  thus  obtained. 


As  often  explained  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, the  overlay  is  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
fractional  parts  (below  10  cents)  in  the  rate  and 
to  provide  for  refunds  which  follow  abatements. 
Under  present  law  the  assessors  must  include 
not  less  than  3  per  cent  of  the  net  requirements 
for  overlay.  The  actual  need,  if  refunds  are 
to  be  financed  completely  in  the  original  com- 
putations of  the  year  of  assessment  —  due  to  the 
volume  of  abatements  granted  —  has  been  run- 
ning for  many  years  at  a  rate  which  is  more  than 
twice  that  percentage.  But  to  include  for 
overlay  a  percentage  of  the  net  requirements, 
which  experience  now  shows  to  be  necessary 
would  mean  a  greater  tax  levy  and,  correspond- 
ingly, a  higher  tax  rate.  Depressing  the  overlay, 
therefore,  is  but  another  of  the  devices  used  to 
prevent  the  declared  rate  from  reflecting  the 
true  situation.  As  an  illustration,  on  May  31, 
1948,  the  $2,182,112.58  in  the  1946  overlay 
account  had  all  been  used  up  and  there  was  a 
deficit  of  $2,334,292.48  (auditor's  exhibit  figures) 
in  the  1940  overlay  account.

The  pattern  of  the  process  of  rate  determination 
in  1948  is  much  the  same  as  last  year,  and  in  each 
previous  year  for  several  years.  The  high  valua- 
tions on  which  last  year's  rate  was  based  were 
maintained  to  a  very  great  extent.  The  evapora- 
tion of  more  than  $80,000,000  of  1947  total  valua- 
tion before  tax  rate  determination  time  in  1948  is 
not  reflected  in  the  1948  determination  of  the 
assessable  valuation.  The  real  estate  valuation 
again  exceeded  the  1947  figuring  of  it,  the  increase 
in  1948  being  $31,581,200. 

Coupling  this  forced  reduction  of  $80,000,000  in 
1947  valuations  with  fixing  1948  taxable  real 
estate  valuation  $31,581,200  higher  than  the  1947 
original  figure  would  seem  to  indicate  that  real 
estate    valuations    were    established    to    rea.ch    a 


particular  rate  rather  than  on  a  basis  of  true  value. 
There  is  no  evidence  to  warrant  the  belief  that  new 
values  developed  since  June,  1947,  can  account 
for  the  wide  margin  between  1948  established 
value  and  the  level  to  which  1947  valuations  had 
been  reduced  by  abatements  to  June  30. 

Repeating  again  in  1948  this  procedure  of  mani- 
pulating valuation  figures  so  as  to  arrive  at  a 
particular  rate  per  $1,000  of  valuation  means  that 
there  are  now  distinctly  two  valuations:  one,  that 
used  by  the  assessors  to  determine  a  tax  rate;  two, 
that  which  goes  down  into  history  as  the  final 
valuation  on  which  taxes  are  collected  and  held. 
The  conclusion  is  obvious  and  indisputable  that 
it  is  now  a  fixed  policy  to  inflate  valuations  tem- 
porarily to  hold  down  the  tax  rate.

is  accounted  for  by  the  changed  status  of  the 
electric  transit  company  which  serves  the  City, 
now  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  formerly 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway.  The  personal 
property  of  the  Transit  Authority  is  exempt,  from 
taxation  by  a  provision  in  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
which  created  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority. 

Polls. 
The  situation  as  regards  the  assessable  polls 
(males  of  20  years  and  over)  is  remarkable  for  the 
comparative  immutability  of  the  total  population 
as  found  in  the  Federal  census  of  1940  and  the 
State  census  of  1945.  Its  obvious  meaning  is 
that,  population-wise,  the  City  is  not  growing. 

Summary. 

The  1948  increase  in  valuation  as  shown  in  the 
foregoing  tables  was  $23,383,100.  It  does  not, 
however,  represent  the  true  increase,  because 
the  valuations  established  in  June,  1947,  for 
the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  tax  rate,  had  already 
been  reduced  by  abatement  of  approximately 
§80,000,000.  Therefore,  the  1948  total  of  valua- 
tions is  approximately  $103,383,100  greater  than 
the  revised  1947  total  (to  June,  1948). 

In  other  words,  first  of  all,  it  was  by  maintaining 
the  excessive  valuations  of  1947  and  adding  to 
them  that  the  assessors  were  able  to  fix  a  tax  rate 
at  the  $53.40  rate  rather  than  at  some  higher 
figure.  Advantage  was  taken  of  other  possibilities 
also,  such  as  depression  of  the  overlay  to  the 
minimum  allowed  by  statute  and  the  use  of  a 
bookkeeping  item  labeled  "Surplus  Revenue"  as 
an  offset  to  the  "Overlay  Deficits."  The  absence 
of  a  state  tax  on  Boston  helped  as  did  also  an 
estimated  greater  yield  to  Boston  of  state  collected 
taxes. 

The  1948  rate  is  $6.90  higher  than  the  rate  in 

1947.  It  is  an  increase  of  $10.90  per  $1,000  of 
property  valuation  since  the  last  wartime  rate  of 
$42.50  in  1945. 

Property  valuations  on  which  rates  have  been 
based  have  risen  from  $1,479,172,000  in  1945  to 
$1,581,994,000  in  1948.  Of  these  total  property 
valuations,  real  estate  accounted  for  $1,331,868,400 
of  it  in  1945.  In  1948,  real  estate  accounts  for 
$1,441,620,300  of  it. 

The  percentage  of  overlay  used  in  1948  rate 
computation  is  the  lowest  permitted  by  statute, 
3  per  cent.  It  was  3.3  per  cent  in  1947,  and  3.5  in 
1946,  yet  in  neither  of  these  years  was  the  amount 
included  in  the  tax  rate  computations  sufficient  for 
the  refunds  subsequently  authorized.  The  deficit 
in  the  1946  overlay,  for  instance,  was  —  to  May  31 , 
1948  —  $2,334,292.  The  overlay  originally  pro- 
vided having  been  $2,182,122,  the  actual  need  to 
May  31,  1948,  in  the  1946  account  alone  was, 
therefore,  $4,516,414,  or  more  than  7  per  cent  as 
against  the  3.5  per  cent  provided  originally. 

The  1948  total  of  warrants  and  appropriations 
(the  over-all  total  to  be  financed  by  the  City)  has 
increased  approximately  33  per  cent  between  the 
last  wartime  year  (1945)  and  1948.  The  increase 
over  1947  has  been  approximately  18  per  cent. 

The  tax  levy  (requirements  less  credits  and  de- 
ductions, plus  overlay  and  poll  tax)  has  increased 
33  per  cent  in  the  same  four  years. 

The  estimated  Boston  share  of  state  collected 
taxes  in  1948  is  $1,031,432  greater  than  in  1947. 
There  is  no  gasoline  tax  share  coming  to  Boston  in 

1948,  but  there  is  compensation  for  this  loss  in  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  State  Tax  in  1948.  Boston's 
gain  in  the  latter  respect  is  much  greater  than  in  its 
loss  of  gasoline  taxes. 

The  debt  requirements  for   1948  and  the  debt 
accounts  on  which  they  are  based  indicate  that  the 
trend  of  Boston  debt  is  upward  again  after  a  long 
period  of  reduction.     Between  1938  and  1946  the 
net  debt  outstanding  was  reduced  $39,700,000,  but 
since  1946  it  has  been  increased  almost  $5,000,000, 
with  many  millions  more  authorized  but  not  issued.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  unused  land  is  in  a 
section  of  the  city  where  considerable  home  build- 
ing is  now  going  on,  it  seems  more  than  likely  that 
the  sale  of  this  land  will  result  in  the  building  of 
numerous  homes.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  city 
government  should  facilitate  and  aid  in  every 
possible  way  the  building  of  homes,  so  that  the 
critical  shortage  of  available  homes  might  be 
diminished.  It  is  also  my  opinion  that  city-owned 
land,  no  longer  needed  for  any  public  purpose, 
should  be  disposed  of  and  placed  in  taxable  hands. 

For  the  above  reasons,  I  forward  herewith  three 
orders  for  the  sale  of  the  above-referred-to  land  at 
public  auction,  and  most  respectfully  request 
prompt  approval  of  these  orders  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

When  Hyde  Park  was  annexed  to  Boston  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  469  of  the  Acts  of  1911, 
there  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  two  large  areas  of  land  which  had 
been  used  by  the  town  in  connection  with  its  water 
supply. 

One  of  these  pieces  of  land,  a  large  area  at 
Milton  and  River  streets  in  the  town  of  Dedham, 
was  sold  recently  at  public  auction,  after  authoriza- 
tion by  the  City  Council.  The  other  piece  of  land 
is  an  area  containing  approximately  693,810  square 
feet,  located  on  the  Mattapan-Milton  State  High- 
way.

The  following  is  a  report  just  received  from  the 
Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  who  have  been 
making  daily  surveys  of  the  beaches  in  question: 

"Daily  surveys  have  been  made  of  the  South 
Boston  beaches  by  Inspectors  Dolan  and  Crosby 
of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation.  Oil 
was  noted  on  the  waters  in  the  vicinity  of  Carson 
Beach,  on  August  26,  but  at  no  time  since  that 
date  has  there  been  any  evidence  of  oil  slick. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  locate  the  source 
because  of  lack  of  sufficient  evidence.  The  con- 
dition complained  of  evidently  existed  for  one  day 
and  then  disappeared  and  up  to  the  present  time 
it  has  not  reappeared. 

Both  the  personnel  at  the  Harbor  Police  and  at 
the  L  Street  baths  were  interviewed  and  stated 
that  they  have  not  noticed  any  oil  slick  during 
this  summer."

An  investigation  of  trees  under  supervision  of 
this  department  shows  that  68  elm  trees  located  in 
various  sections  of  the  city  have  been  found  to  be 
infested  with  Dutch  elm  disease,  and  the  final 
number  may  be  in  the  vicinity  of  eighty.  Last 
year  was  the  first  year  that  the  Dutch  elm  disease 
hit  Boston,  when  17  elm  trees  were  found  to  be 
affected.  They  were  immediately  cut  down  and 
removed. 

It  is  now  imperative  that  we  take  immediate 
steps  to  remove  and  burn  the  trees  found  to  be 
afflicted.  Most  of  these  trees  are  large,  old  elms 
located  in  the  southern  part  of  Boston,  in  Dor- 
chester, Mattapan,  and  Hyde  Park.  Many  of  the 
trees  are  of  such  a  size  that  it  will  take  a  recognized 
tree  company  experienced  in  this  type  of  work  to 
remove  them.  The  total  cost  of  the  work  is 
estimated  at  $7,500. 

Accordingly,  I  respectfully  request  that  you 
arrange  for  an  appropriation  of  $7,500  to  be  placed 
in  the  B-42  item  of  the  Park  Department  budget 
and,  if  possible,  that  the  money  be  provided  at 
once  so  that  we  may  take  down  the  present  infested 
trees  and  possibly  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease 
to  other  trees  throughout  the  city.

CHANT    FOR    SOUTH    BOSTON    HOUSING 
PROJECT.

Gentlemen: 

For  many  weeks  now  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority has  been  endeavoring  to  have  tho  un- 
developed 972-unit  Federal  housing  project  on 
Broadway,  South  Boston,  constructed  as  a  state- 
aided  housing  project  under  St.  1948,  c.  200. 
Several  weeks  ago  the  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
after  receiving  preliminary  approval  from  the 
State  Housing  Board,  publicly  advertised  for  bids 
for  the  construction  of  this  project.  The  lowest 
bid  submitted  by  any  general  contractor  was  sub- 
mitted by  the  John  Bowen  Company  in  the  amount 
of  $11,989,620.  This  bid  was  based  in  part  on 
two  subbids  which,  in  their  respective  fields, 
exceeded  by  $96,132  the  lowest  subbids  which  the 
general  contractor  is  unwilling  to  substitute  and 
which  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  accept  by  law. 
The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  today  received 
a  communication  from  the  Chairman  of  the  State 
Housing  Board  refusing  to  approve  the  project 
because  of  the  inclusion  of  this  sum  of  $96,132. 
For  some  time  it  has  also  been  recognized  that 
complete  exemption  from  local  taxation  must  be 
granted. 

There  are  over  15,000  applications  from  veterans 
on  file  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for 
housing  accommodations.  In  order  that  immedi- 
ate construction  may  be  commenced  on  these 
972  units,  I  recommend  that  your  Honorable 
Body  adopt  forthwith  the  two  accompanying 
orders.

Approximately  two  years  ago,  after  the  State 
Department  of  Health  made  an  inspection  of  the 
building  on  Southampton  street,  at  the  corner  of 
Atkinson  street,  formerly  used  as  a  Detention 
Hospital,  they  advised  the  Boston  Health  Depart- 
ment that  without  extensive  renovations,  the 
buildings  could  not  be  licensed  as  a  hospital. 
It  is  evident  that  these  old  wooden  buildings, 
which  presently  are  out  of  repair,  cannot  be 
adapted  as  a  Detention  Hospital  for  the  care  of 
diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health.

pension  shall,  together  with  the  annuity  and 
pension,  be  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  highest 
annual  compensation  payable  to  such  employees 
holding  positions  in  the  same  grade  and  class- 
ification occupied  by  him  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  or,  if  the  employee  was  a  member  of 
the  police  department,  the  amount  of  such 
additional  pension  shall,  together  with  the 
annuity  and  pension,  be  equal  to  three-fourths 
of  the  highest  annual  compensation  payable  to 
such  employees  holding  positions  in  the  same 
grade  and  classifications  occupied  by  him  at 
the  time  of  his  retirement."

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  memorandum  of  October

that  the  Park  Commission  be  requested  to  include 
in  its  budget  for  the  coming  year  a  sum  sufficient 
to  provide  for  the  installation  of  floodlights  at  the 
South  Boston  Stadium,  so  that  night  football  and 
baseball  games  and  other  recreational  activities 
may  be  furnished  the  citizens  of  Boston;  also  that 
the  Park  Commission  study  the  advisability  of 
installing  floodlights  in  other  stadia  and  parks 
which  have  a  fairly  large  seating  capacity. 

It  is  the  usual  custom,  when  floodlights  are 
installed  on  playgrounds  or  athletic  areas,  that 
the  particular  playground  or  area  is  enclosed  with 
either  a  fence  or  a  wall.  In  my  opinion  this  is 
very  important  because  floodlights  out  in  an  open 
area,  open  to  youngsters  at  all  times,  would  be 
subjected  to  at  least  some  vandalism. 

In  the  new  municipal  stadium  at  Franklin 
Park,  which  will  be  enclosed,  floodlights  will  be 
installed. 

The  Columbus  Park  Stadium  is  the  most  natural 
place  for  night  football  or  baseball  games  and 
other  athletic  contests. 

The  installation  of  lights  at  the  Columbus 
Park  Stadium  would  be  costly.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  same  would  be  high,  and  we  would 
have  an  additional  burden  in  the  way  of  play- 
ground personnel,  as  the  playground  would  have 
to  be  open  during  the  daytime  for  the  younger 
children  and  also  for  the  after-dark  contests  that 
would  take  place  there.  However,  I  will  have  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  installation  of  flood- 
lights at  this  stadium  submitted  to  the  Budget 
Commissioner  when  the  budget  is  submitted.

Traffic  Engineer  Philip  T.  Desmond  and  it  was 
their  opinion  that  strict  enforcement  of  the  "No 
Parking"  rule  in  Prince  street  would  permit  easy 
movement  for  the  few  vehicles  that  use  this  street.

AUTHORITY.

My  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that 
in  accepting  chapter  156  of  the  Acts  of  1945  on 
June  11,  1945,  your  Honorable  Body  took  no  action 
on  the  provision  that  "sick  leave  allowances  not 
used  in  any  particular  year  may  be  accumulated 
for  such  number  of  years  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  City  Council  .  .  .  for  use  in  any 
subsequent  year." 

The  accumulation  of  sick  leave  allowances  for 
use  in  any  subsequent  year  permits  employees  to 
establish  a  reserve  against  which  extended  absence 
because  of  serious  illness  may  be  charged.  It  is 
analogous  to  laying  aside  a  reserve  of  cash  to 
provide  "for  a  rainy  day."  In  my  opinion,  it  is  a 
desirable  feature  of  a  personnel  program. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  146  of  the 
Acts  of  1947,  members  of  the  Police  Department 
may  accumulate  sick  leave  up  to  ninety  days.  In 
the  interest  of  uniformity,  therefore,  I  submit 
herewith  an  order  extending  the  same  privilege  to 
employees  covered  by  section  11  IB  of  chapter  41 
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of  the  General  Laws.     I  respectfully  recommend 
adoption  of  this  order  by  your  Honorable  Body.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
ASSESSMENT   OF  M.T.A.    DEFICITS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission, 
November  19,  1948. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  recent  months,  the  increased  cost  of  public 
transportation  in  the  Metropolitan  area  has 
occupied  a  major  share  of  public  attention. 
Opinions  vary  as  to  the  fairest  and  best  device  to 
meet  this  increase.  Whether  to  charge  higher 
fares,  or — without  this  new  revenue — to  allow 
greater  deficits  to  accumulate  and  simply  assess 
these  deficits  to  the  taxpayers  cf  the  municipalities 
of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  District,  is  apparently 
the  nub  of  the  controversy. 

While  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Finance 
Commission  to  determine  this  issue,  nevertheless 
within  the  wide  sphere  of  present  discussions,  there 
is  a  topic  on  which  the  Commission  may  well  take 
a  position.  The  Commission's  concern  properly 
under  its  statutory  responsibility  is,  "What  is  it 
all  going  to  cost  the  taxpayers  of  Boston".  In 
that  connection,  the  equitable  distribution  of  the 
burden  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
deficit  whenever  it  eventuates,  if  that  burden  is  to 
be  borne  by  the  municipalities  composing  the 
transit  district,  is  worthy  of  examination  at  this 
time. 

In  the  event  that,  it  is  determined  to  continue  to 
require  the  taxpayers  to  make  up  the  difference 
between  fares  and  costs,  it  is  of  paramount  im- 
portance that  a  fair  formula  for  the  distribution 
of  the  deficits  be  established.  It  is  now  apparent 
that  if  the  present  rates  of  fare  are  to  be  continued, 
the  deficits  hereafter  will  total  several  millions 
more  than  heretofore. 

The  point  might  be  raised  that  the  equitable 
distribution  of  the  deficits  is  merely  incidental  to 
the  greater  problem  of  whether  to  increase  fares  or 
continue  larger  deficits  now  occupying  public  at- 
tention. Nevertheless,  if  the  whole  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  problem  is  now  to  be  recon- 
sidered, consideration  of  what  it  is  to  cost  the 
taxpayers  in  each  municipality  should  not  be 
neglected.  In  other  words,  if  there  are  inequities 
in  the  present  method  of  apportioning  the  deficit, 
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and  many  believe  there  are,  a  method  should  bo 
provided  which  will  remove  these  inequities. 

As  a  mutter  of  fact,  the  Finance  Commission  litis 
already  com-  on  record  on  this  matter.  The  Com- 
mission promoted  the  filing  of  a  I'ill  in  the  10 IS 
session  of  the  Legislature  by  which  the  Legislature 
would  order  the  apportionment  of  the  deficit  on  a 
population  l.asis.  This  bill  was  numbered  H. 
1127.  The  Commission  urged  its  adoption  in  a 
communication  to  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan 
Affairs  under  date  of  February  2,  1048. 

Unfortunately,  in  the  welter  of  public  discussions 
of  more  controversial  legislative  proposals,  the  im- 
portance of  this  bill  was  minimized.  A  resolve  to 
create  a  committee  to  study  the  subject  was  sub- 
stituted for  it,  and  later  this  substitute  proposal 
was  rejected. 

In  brief,  the  Finance  Commission  contended 
that  certain  municipalities  of  the  Metropolitan 
Transit  area  are  treated  unfairly  by  the  method 
employed  to  apportion  the  company  deficits  since 
public  operation  of  the  transportation  system  be- 
gan. In  replacement  of  this  unfair  method,  the 
Commission  advocated  apportionment  on  the 
basis  of  population,  or  population  and  valuation, 
in  the  14  municipalities  of  the  district.  The  dis- 
closure of  the  inequity  of  the  present  method  was 
made  first  by  the  engineers  of  the  Boston  Traffic 
Commission. 

In  an  extended  examination  into  this  situation, 
the  Commission  found  that  under  present  law  it  is 
within  the  responsibility  of  the  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  to  pick  out  a  method  of  appor- 
tionment. The  method  selected  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway,  and  in  1948  followed  by  the 
Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  has  been  ques- 
tioned for  many  years. 

Furthermore,  it  has  appeared  to  the  Finance 
Commission  that  officials  of  the  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  are  not  overly  confident  of  its 
fairness  and  are  desirous  of  seeing  a  less  expensive, 
a  less  cumbersome,  and  a  more  equitable  method 
adopted.  However,  they  have  left  it  to  the  Legis- 
lature to  make  any  change. 

The  Commission  believes  there  is  a  better 
method.  It  believes  that  better  method  would  be 
to  apportion  the  deficit  on  the  basis  of  population, 
or  population  and  valuation.  Its  reasoning  in  the 
matter  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  public  trans- 
portation system  has  been  made  available  to  all 
the  people  of  the  transit  district.  Some  of  course, 
for  private  reasons,  use  it  less  than  others.  Never- 
theless, it  is  ready  for  service  to  all.  It  is  im- 
possible to  make  a  fair  and  accurate  distinction 
between  those  who  might  make  use  of  it  and  those 
who  do  make  use  of  it.  Therefore,  if  it  is  decided 
that  the  municipalities  are  to  bear  deficit  burdens, 
the  fair  method  would  be  to  make  all  potential 
users  in  the  transit  district  share  in  the  deficit 
financing.  That  would  mean  apportionment  on  a 
population,  or  population  and  valuation  basis. 

The  Commission  deems  it  important  at  this  time 
to  record  to  you  its  findings  in  this  matter  in  the 
belief  that  you  should  obtain  the  consideration  of 
it  which  it  deserves.  The  Commission's  complete 
reasoning  is  set  forth  in  the  following  memoran- 
dum: 

1.  Chapter  544,  Acts  of  1947,  establishing 
the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  as  successor 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  continues  (sec- 
tion 13)  the  same  statutory  provisions  for  ap- 
portionment of  deficits  between  Boston  and  the 
other  municipalities  in  the  transit  district. 

2.  Section  9  of  chapter  544,  Acts  of  1947, 
directs  study  of  a  program  of  future  extension  of 
rapid  transit  facilities.  This  is  an  implication 
that  there  are  to  be  further  extensions  of  the 
facilities:  likely  as  not,  greater  deficits  may  re- 
sult. The  importance  of  the  problem  is  there- 
fore further  accentuated. 

The  statute  referred  to  provides  that  deficits 
in  the  operation  of  the  transit  system  shall  be 
assessed  on  the  cities  and  towns  served  by  the 
system  "in  proportion  to  the  number  of  persons  in 
said  cities  and  towns  using  the  service  of  the 
Transit  Authority  at  the  time  of  said  payment, 
said  proportion  to  be  determined  and  reported  to 
the  State  Treasurer  by  the  trustees  from  computa- 
tions made  in  their  discretion  for  the  purpose." 

The  obvious  interpretation  of  this  provision 
would  seem  to  call  for  an  apportionment  on  the 
basis  of  "the  extent  of  use"  of  the  system  by  resi- 
dents of  the  various  cities  and  towns  served. 
When  it  was  the  Boston  Elevated  system,  the 
public  trustees  used  a  method  of  apportionment 
which,  in  part  at  least,  entailed  such  an  interpreta- 


tion of  the  statutory  language.  Under  their  tra- 
ditional practice,  every  passenger  embarking  on 
the  El  system  was  counted  and  charged  to  the  city 
or  town  wherein  he  became  an  El  passenger,  with 
the  following  exceptions: 

1.  If  a  person  embarked  in  a  municipality 
near  the  boundary,  but  was  judged  to  originate 
outside  of  that  municipality  and  yet  within  the 
Elevated  district,  he  was  charged  to  the  place 
of  origin,  instead  of  to  the  place  of  embarkation. 

2.  If  a  person  embarked  in  a  municipality 
near  the  boundary  and  was  judged  to  originate 
outside  of  that  municipality  and  also  outside 
the  Elevated  district,  he  was  excluded  from  the 
count  altogether. 

The  total  exclusion  from  the  count  of  passengers 
judged  to  have  come  from  without  the  transit  area 
was  justifiable  only  on  the  ground  that  mere 
physical  presence  in  a  city  or  town  at  the  time 
the  use  of  the  system  began  was  not  the  criterion 
for  apportionment,  but  that  the  statutory  words 
"the  number  of  persons  in  said  cities  and  towns" 
meant  the  citizens  of  said  cities  and  towns.  Like- 
wise the  allocation  to  municipality  A  of  a  passenger 
adjudged  to  have  come  from  municipality  A  over 
a  boundary  into  municipality  B  and  there  em- 
barked on  the  system  is  justifiable  only  on  an 
interpretation  of  the  statute  which  called  for  an 
apportionment  on  the  basis  of  use  by  the  citizens 
of  the  respective  communities. 

Boston's  complaint  with  regard  to  the  deficit 
allocation  system  used  by  the  trustees  of  the  old 
Elevated  system  is  that  the  criterion  of  citizenship 
or  residence  was  not  carried  far  enough. 

It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  a 
tremendous  number  of  passengers  on  the  system 
are  commuters  from  cities  and  towns  outside 
of  Boston.  They  come  into  Boston  to  work,  shop, 
or  attend  amusements  and  they  return  to  their 
homes  by  the  same  transit  system.  Under  the 
method  of  apportionment  used  by  the  old  trustees 
all  of  the  home-going  trips  of  these  passengers  were 
charged  against  Boston  because  they  embarked 
on  the  system  in  Boston.  No  attempt  was  made 
to  segregate  these  return  trips  and  to  charge  them 
to  the  municipalities  whose  citizens  were  thus  using 
the  system.  The  fact  that  some  infinitesimally 
smaller  number  of  Bostonians  who  commute  to 
other  cities  and  towns  daily  were  not  attributed  to 
Boston  on  their  home-going  trips  does  not  correct 
the  injustice,  because  nothing  like  an  even  balance 
is  struck. 

To  make  the  basic  injustice  of  the  old  method 
clearer,  the  following  illustration  is  given: 

Municipality  A  is  one  of  the  14  cities  and  towns 
served  by  the  transit  system.  Five  thousand 
citizens  of  municipality  A  work  in  Boston.  They 
enter  the  transit  system  in  A  and  that  going-to- 
work  trip  of  theirs  is  charged  to  use  of  the  transit 
system  by  citizens  of  A.  The  same  5,000  citizens 
enter  the  transit  system  in  Boston  to  go  home 
and  their  trips  are  charged  to  Boston  as  if  they 
were  Boston  citizens. 

This  obvious  injustice  demonstrates  a  major 
defect  in  the  passenger  count  system  used  in 
determining  the  allocation  of  the  deficit  burden. 
It  is  a  defect  inherent  in  the  system,  because  no 
practical  method  has  been  devised  for  determining 
the  number  of  such  commuters,  although  it  is 
obvious  that  the  number  is  great. 

Unless  the  existing  statute  is  amended  the  deficit 
for  1948  and  all  future  deficits  will  have  to  be 
allocated  "in  proportion  to  the  number  of  persons 
in  said  cities  and  towns  using  the  service  of  the 
Authority  at  the  time  of  said  payment,"  and  it  is 
therefore  appropriate  that  immediate  legislative 
action  be  taken  to  change  the  basis  of  apportion- 
ment, since  the  passenger  count  system,  which 
is  the  only  system  yet  devised  for  the  use  of  the 
trustees,  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  inherently 
unjust.  Another  reason  for  a  change  in  method 
is  the  waste  in  money  and  man-hours  involved  in 
the  use  of  the  old  defective  system.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  cost  of  taking  a  passenger  count  will  run 
close  to  $50,000. 

A  fairer  method  of  apportioning  the  burden  of 
deficits  would  be  one  on  a  basis  of  population,  or 
on  a  basis  of  population  and  valuation  combined. 
A  ready  precedent  for  such  a  basis  is  found  in  the 
methods  adopted  by  the  Legislature  for  allocating 
other  Metropolitan  burdens  among  the  cities  and 
towns  benefited.  The  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority  has  become  another  of  the  several 
Metropolitan  "commission"  devices  created  to 
handle  physical  problems  of  the  Metropolitan 
area.     Its  function  is  similar  to  that  of  the  Metro- 
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politan  District  Commission  which  is  concerned 
with  the  problems  of  sewers,  water  supply,  and 
parks.  Its  financing  procedure  with  respect  to 
deficits  is  basically  similar  to  that  of  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  with  respect  to 
which  *  "all  expenses  incurred  in  the  construction, 
operation,  and  maintenance  of  the  Metropolitan 
system  are  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  state 
and  are  then  assessed  back  on  the  municipalities 
included  in  the  Metropolitan  district  for  which 
the  expense  is  incurred." 

The  method  of  allocation  of  the  Metropolitan 
sewer,  water,  and  park  services  is  set  forth  in 
G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  chapter  92,  as  amended.  The 
method  of  allocating  the  cost  of  service  of  the 
sewer  and  park  system  is  set  forth  in  sections  6 
and  54  to  59  of  said  chapter  92.  These  provisions 
combine  the  factors  of  valuation  and  population 
of  the  municipalities  served,  and,  generally  speak- 
ing, population  is  the  primary  basis  for  allocating 
maintenance  costs,  whereas  valuation  enters  into 
the  basis  when  capital  costs  are  concerned. 

*  Metropolitan  District  Commission — Develop- 
ment and  Organization  (Office  of  Secretarv, 
July,  1947). 

The  method  of  allocating  the  cost  of  water 
service  (sections  10  and  26)  is  primarily  one  directly 
related  to  use,  viz.,  $40  per  million  gallons  of 
water  supplied.  If  such  a  simple  and  fair  method 
were  available  for  apportioning  the  transit  deficit, 
it  would  be  readily  acceptable  to  all  municipalities 
served,  but  the  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  transit 
district  is  that  no  such  method  has  been  devised, 
and  the  method  employed  in  the  past  has  been 
shown  to  be  inherently  defective  as  a  measure  of 
actual  use. 

The  transit  system,  like  the  sewer  and  park 
systems,  is  available  to  all  in  the  metropolitan 
district,  and  the  methods  of  apportioning  the  sewer 
and  park  service  costs  are  equally  applicable  to  the 
apportionment  of  transit  system  service  costs  in 
the  absence  of  a  workable,  fair  method  of  ascer- 
taining the  proportion  of  actual  use.  Therefore, 
it  seems  eminently  fair  that  the  old  method  of 
apportioning  the  transit  deficits  by  attempts  to 
measure  actual  use  be  abandoned  because  of  in- 
herent inequities  in  attempting  to  measure  actual 
use,  and  that  the  Legislature  adopt  a  more  simple, 
less  expensive  method  based  on  population,  or  a 
method  based  on  a  combination  of  population  and 
valuation  factors.

I  desire  to  acknowledge  your  memorandum 
with  enclosure,  City  Council  order  of  November  29, 
1948,  requesting  the  Park  Commissioner  to  order 
all  parks  and  playgrounds  to  be  used  as  parking 
areas  for  automobiles  during  the  coming  winter 
and  that  signs  be  placed  thereon  designating 
which  parks  are  to  be  used,  and  to  be  further 
ordered  that  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  be 
ordered  to  keep  such  spaces  clean. 

I  feel  that  any  kind  of  an  open  air  parking  lot 
for  the  storage  of  motor  cars  during  the  winter 
season  must  have  a  firm  hard  surface.  It  should 
be  enclosed  by  a  fence,  with  one  or  two  entrances, 
with  a  man  in  charge  at  the  entrances.  A  watch- 
man should  be  on  duty  at  night,  otherwise  the 
cars  would  be  stripped  during  the  night. 

Any  open  air  parking  lot  could  be  a  fire  menace. 
All  one  would  have  to  do  would  be  to  drop  one 
match  or  lighted  cigarette  near  the  gasoline  tank 
of  one  of  the  cars  and  there  would  be  a,  big  fire 
loss.  Due  to  the  soft  condition  of  most  play- 
ground surfaces  it  would  be  difficult  to  keep  them 
plowed  and  keep  the  areas  open.  In  the  spring 
the  soft  areas  would  be  rutted  and  where  there 
was  grass  there  would  be  none.  Children  using 
the  playgrounds  would  be  in  constant  danger  from 
cars  entering  and  leaving  the  parking  lots. 

I  have  my  doubts  as  to  whether  a  public  park 
or  playground  could  be  used  legally  for  the  purpose 
of  storing  automobiles.  I  doubt,  too,  if  cars  could 
be  parked  on  such  properties  and  be  covered  by 
the  insurance  necessary,  including  fire  insurance. 

An  opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to 
whether  or  not  such  a  use  of  a  public  park  or 
playground  would  be  legal,  is  necessary,  also  an 
opinion  from  the  Fire  Commissioner  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  storage  of  cars  in  this  way  would  be 
within  the  fire  laws. 

I  feel  that  even  then,  if  it  could  be  done,  it 
should  be  only  considered  where  it  is  a  public 
emergency  and  where  the  areas  have  a  hard 
surface  and  not  flooded  for  skating. 

There  are,  no  doubt,  many  vacant  lots  in  certain 
sections  of  the  city  which  could  be  privately 
operated  as  open  air  parking  lots.  I  feel  this 
should  be  investigated  so  as  to  try  to  use  these 
lots  in  the  city,  some  of  which  have  been  used  as 
parking  lots  but  for  some  reason  are  not  used  for 
that  purpose  in  the  winter  time,  also  other  lots 
that  might  be  used — and  all  to  be  privately 
operated. 

Shortly  it  is  planned  to  have  a  one  session 
school  day  for  the  youngsters  attending  the 
elementary  schools.  The  school  day  session  is  to 
end  at  2  p.  m.  This  will  mean  more  daylight  for 
play.  The  children  should  not  be  forced  to  play 
on  the  streets  and  be  deprived  of  using  the  play- 
grounds. 

We  are  scheduled  to  flood  our  playgrounds  very 
soon.  We  hope  to  have  good  freezing  weather  so 
that  we  can  try,  as  we  have  planned,  to  have 
better  ice  surfaces.  In  my  opinion,  I  would 
rather  take  care  of  the  youngsters  than  the  matter 
of  the  cars,  which,  I  believe  would  not  work  out 
satisfactorily  at  most  locations.

On  November  12,  1948,  there  was  transmitted 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  an  order  of 
the  City  Council  dated  November  8,  1948,  request- 
ing that  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  include 
in  their  1949  budget  a  sum  sufficient  to  establish  a 
branch  library  in  the  vicinity  of  Forest  Hills  in 
Ward  19. 

Under  separate  cover  the  trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  have  made  a  presentation  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  setting  forth  the  several  sections  of  the 
city  which  are  now  requesting  branch  library  or 
reading  room  coverage  and  bringing  before  him 
suggested  possibilities  for  action  in  the  course  of 
the  year  1949.  Presumably  such  action  as  may 
be  possible  for  any  one  of  these  several  areas  of 
the  city  now  without  library  coverage  will  depend 
upon  whatever  may  be  found  possible  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  terms  of  the  above-mentioned 
presentation.

I  have  your  memorandum,  with  enclosure,  City 
Council  order  of  December  6,  1948,  requesting  the 
Park  Commission  to  include  in  its  budget  for  1949 
a  sufficient  sum  to  provide  for  necessary  repairs  to 
the  outside  and  inside  of  the  South  Boston  Aquari- 
um, including  the  tanks,  and  also  for  replenishing 
the  supply  of  various  species  of  fish. 

A  few  years  ago  quite  an  extensive  reconstruc- 
tion job  was  done  at  the  aquarium.  However, 
I  agree  that  there  are  certain  other  repairs  and 
replacements  that  should  be  made  within  the 
next  year.  I  will  see  that  a  sum  sufficient  to 
make  these  repairs  and  replacements  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Budget  Commissioner. 

We  have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  keeping 
the  supply  of  fish  on  display  at  the  aquarium  up 
to  a  satisfactory  level.  We  have,  however, 
during  the  past  six  months  obtained  many  species 
of  fish,  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  stocked  better 
than  it  has  been  for  some  years.  We  have  more 
than  200  fish  on  display  and  more  than  100  fish 
in  the  rear  tanks  of  the  aquarium.  I  am  still  not 
satisfied.  After  I  talked  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  about  the  matter,  he  has  had  the  Acting 
Director  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  offer  certain  specimens  of 
fish  located  in  certain  hatcheries  down  and  near 
Washington.  Our  problem,  of  course,  is  the 
transportation  of  these  fish  from  these  different 
hatcheries  and  keeping  the  fish  alive  so  that  they 
will  be  in  good  condition  when  they  reach  the 
aquarium.  I  have  instructed  the  director  of  the 
aquarium  to  see  if  some  of  these  locations  are 
practical  where  we  might  get  some  additional 
fish  where  the  transportation  problem  would  not 
be  insurmountable.

Recently  yon  transmitted  to  me  the  following 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  December  13, 
L948: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  honor  the  Mayor,  to 
render  an  opinion  as  to  what  rights,  if  any,  the 
City  Council  or  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
have  in  the  matter  of  fixing  a  minimum  and 
maximum  fee  that  can  be  charged  by  operators 
of  parking  lots  within  the  City  of  Boston  to  persons 
who  park  on  their  premises. ' 

It  is  well  settled  that  where  the  Legislature  has 
enacted  a  statute  designed  to  regulate  a  certain 
activity,  there  is  no  room  for  ordinances  or  bylaws. 
Commonwealth  v.  Wolbarst,  319  Mass.  291,  295, 
296,  and  cases  cited.  That  is  the  situation  here 
as  more  fully  appears  from  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  148,  s.  56,  which  was  accepted  by  a  vote  of  the 
City  Council  on  December  29,  1930,  and  approved 
by  "the  then  Mayor  on  December  30,  of  the  same 
year.     This  statute  provides  as  follows: 

"In  any  city  or  town  which  accepts  the 
provisions  of  this  section  no  person  shall  engage 
in  the  business  of  conducting  or  maintaining  an 
open-air  parking  space  without  a  license  therefor 
granted  by  the  licensing  authority,  approved  in 
all  cases  by  the  head  of  the  fire  department. 
The  license  shall  specify  all  the  premises  to  be 
occupied  by  the  licensee  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ducting the  licensed  business.  The  fee  for  each 
such  license  shall  be  such  amount  as  may  be 
established  by  the  authority  granting  the 
license,  and  said  authority  may  reasonably 
classify  said  licenses  and  fees.  Licenses  granted 
hereunder  shall  expire  on  April  30th  following 
the  date  of  issue,  or  on  such  date  as  may  be 
specified  therein,  and  may  be  suspended  or 
revoked  by  such  authority  and  by  the  head  of 
the  fire  department.  Whoever,  not  being 
licensed,  engages  in  a  business  required  by  this 
section  to  be  licensed,  or  is  concerned  therein, 
or,  being  licensed,  engages  in  such  business,  or 
is  concerned  therein,  in  any  other  place  than 
that  designated  in  his  license  or  after  notice  to 
him  that  his  license  has  been  suspended  or 
revoked,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars." 

The  statute  quoted  is  obviously  intended  as  the 
sole  regulation  of  the  open-air  parking  space 
business.  It  follows  that  the  City  Council  has  no 
power  to  limit  in  any  way  the  fees  to  be  charged 
by  any  proprietor  of  such  a  business  for  the  park- 
ing of  a  motor  vehicle  on  his  premises.  The  con- 
clusion here  reached  is  in  accord  with  an  opinion 
rendered  by  former  Corporation  Counsel  Henry 
Parkman,  Jr.,  on  February  8,  1939,  the  full  text 
of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Minutes  of  the  City 
Council's  meeting  of  February  14,  1939. 

The  above-quoted  order  further  inquires  as  to 
the  rights  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
(the  licensing  authority — see  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  148,  s.  1,  as  amended)  to  fix  such  fees.  In  the 
absence  of  a  grant  of  authority  from  the  Legisla- 
ture, a  municipality  has  no  power  to  fix  prices. 
Green  o.  Mayor  of  Fitchburg,  219  Mass.  121,  126, 
127.  The  statute  quoted  contains  no  express 
language  conferring  upon  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  any  such  power;  nor  can  that 
statute  fairly  be  said  to  infer  a  grant  of  such 
power.  Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  has  no  power 
under  existing  law  to  regulate  the  fees  in  question. 
This  conclusion  is  in  accord  with  an  opinion 
rendered  by  former  Corporation  Counsel  Robert 
Cutler  on  March  31,  1941  in  connection  with  a 
proposed  order  of  the  City  Council  requesting  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  to  regulate  fees  of 
this  character. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a 
bill  filed  for  consideration  by  the  1949  legislature. 
Under  this  bill,  if  enacted,  licenses  granted  under 
the  statute  above-quoted  could  contain  schedules 
of  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  by  the  licensee.
